INTRODUCTORY 


Judging  from  the  provisions  of  the  Code  the  legislature  at  the 
birth  of  statehood  held  the  idea  that  the  department  of  agriculture 
and  labor  would  doubtless  become  one  of  no  small  importance  in 
this  state.  At  that  time  an  appropriation  somewhere  near  com- 
mensurate with  the  needs  of  the  department  was  supplied  and  used 
doubtless  to  the  best  advantage  by  the  commissioners.  But  as  times 
were  hard  in  the  nation  and  a  cloud  of  depression  was  upon  the 
entire  country,  the  expenditures  brought  forth  but  meager  returns. 
As  a  result  each  succeeding  legislature  pruned  down  the  appropria- 
tion until  in  1901  the  last  vestige  of  it  was  wiped  out  and  the  depart- 
ment left  without  a  dollar  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  section  127, 
article  6,  of  the  Code,  which  provides  as  follows : 

"Duty  to  Promote  Immigration. — He  (the  commissioner)  shall 
look  after  and  devise  means  to  advance  the  immigration  interests 
of  the  state  and  to  encourage  and  promote  the  permanent  settlement 
and  improvement  of  all  sections  of  the  state.  He  shall  have  charge 
of  the  preparation  in  manuscript,  the  publication  and  distribution 
by  mail  and  otherwise  of  any  and  all  documents  and  articles  of  read- 
ing matter  designed  to  convey  correct  and  full  information  on  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  growth  and  development  of  the  agricultural, 
manufacturing,  commercial  and  mining  interests  of  the  state.  He 
shall  attend  to  all  correspondence  relating  to  immigration  and  shall 
do  all  in  his  power  by  letter  by  the  use  of  published  printed  matter 
and  through  personal  effort  to  secure  the  most  liberal  and  extensive 
advertisement  of  the  resources  and  opportunities  ^of  the  state.  It 
shall  be  his  aim  to  induce  the  investment  of  capital  in  agriculture, 
in  mining  and  in  different  industrial  and  mercantile  pursuits,  and  to 
facilitate  the  coming  to  the  state  of  persons  and  families  seeking 
permanent  location  for  new  homes.  He  shall  procure  the  most  fav- 
orable rates  of  fare  obtainable  from  railroads  and  other  transporta- 
tion companies  for  persons  coming  to  the  state,  and  where  such  per- 
sons have  formed  a  colony  or  party  of  considerable  number,  he  shall 
be  required  to  visit  them,  if  necessary,  and  do  all  in  his  power  to 
direct  and  assist  them  in  making  the  necessary  arrangements  for 
transportation  and  in  reaching  the  state." 

Without  funds  I  have  found  it  practically  impossible  to  fulfill  all 
of  the  requirements  of  this  section  and  have  therefore  been  unable 
to  be  of  much  assistance  in  the  great  immigration  movement  which 
has  been  going  on  in  the  state  during  the  past  two  years.  Through 
the  assistance  of  Governor  White  I  have  gotten  out  several  thousand 
maps  containing  crop  statistics  and  other  matter  showing  the  re- 
sources of  the  state,  but  the  supply  has  fallen  greatly  behind  the 
demand.     In  the  past  year  thousands  of  inquiries  for  statistics  and 
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official  literature  have  been  received,  to  the  majority  of  which  I  have 
been  compelled  to  say  that  the  great  state  of  North  Dakota  has 
failed  to  provide  means  for  enlightening  the  world  as  to  her  possibil- 
ities, her  desirability  as  a  home-making  country  and  the  many  op- 
portunities here  presented  for  business  enterprises.  While  all  of 
these  facts  have  been  presented  in  attractive  shape  by  the  numerous 
real  estate  dealers  of  this  and  other  states,  the  need  of  official  con- 
firmation of  the  statements  made  is  manifest  from  the  deluge  of  in- 
quiries sent  to  this  office.-  It  is  an  injustice  to  the  state  that  he  com- 
missioner of  agriculture  should  be  hampered  in  the  performance  of 
this  important  part  of  his  duties  through  lack  of  funds,  and  I  trust 
the  coming  legislature  will  recognize  the  necessity  of  the  situation 
and  provide  means  for  carrying  on  this  work  as  it  should  be  done. 

In  addition  to  his  other  duties  the  commissioner  of  agriculture 
is  expected  to  procure  accurate  statistics  as  to  the  acreage  and  yield 
of  all  the  crops,  number  of  cattle,  horses,  etc.,  and  information  per- 
taining to  the  condition,  growth,  development  and  resources  of  the 
state  by  counties.  Under  the  present  law  it  is  practically  impos- 
sible to  obtain  statistics  of  this  nature  that  are  at  all  accurate  for  two. 
reasons:  Among  the  farmers  there  is  a  strong  prejudice  against 
giving  the  desired  information,  and  inasmuch  as  the  duty  of  col- 
lecting the  information  is  placed  upon  the  assessors  without  extra 
compensation  they  are,  as  a  rule,  exceedingly  lax  in  the  performance 
of  this  duty.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  assessors  should  be  paid  for 
this  work,  and  that  a  penalty  should  be  provided  for. its  non-per- 
formance. If  the  legislature  will  do  its  share  in  this  matter  I  will 
guarantee  a  report  next  year  of  crop  and  stock  and  business  con- 
ditions that  will  be  approximately  correct  and  of  great  value  to  the 
state. 

The  duties  of  this  office  were  doubled  in  February,  1901, 
by  the  transfer  from  the  secretary  of  state's  office  of  the  depart- 
ment of  brands.  No  extra  compensation  for  clerk  hire  accom- 
panied the  transfer  and  as  a  result  there  has  been  ample  employ- 
ment for  the  office  force.  Nearly  8,000  brands  have  been  recorded 
since  statehood,  about  2,000  of  them  being  filed  since  the  records 
were  transferred  to  this  office.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  brands 
are  filed  by  the  small  farmers  of  the  western  part  of  the  state,  but 
in  the  last  vear  the  number  from  the  central  and  eastern  sections 
demonstrates  that  North  Dakota  farmers  are  rapidly  engaging  in  the 
stock  business  in  connection  with  agricultural  pursuits.  In  this  con- 
nection it  may  be  well  to  state  that  North  Dakota  cattle  are  prime 
favorites  in  the  cattle  markets  where  the  large  packers  secure  their 
supplies  and  it  is  to  the  credit  of  the  state  that  the  highest  priced 
cattle  ever  sold  on  the  Chicago  market  came  from  this  state.  The 
facility  with  which  corn  is  grown  here,  and  the  certainty  of  a  crop 
when  seasonably  planted  and  properly  cared  for,  is  rapidly  revolu- 
tionizing the  cattle  industry.  Formerly  cattle  for  the  market  were 
sold  and  taken  to  Iowa  for  "finishing."    Now  our  farmers  are  awak- 
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ening  to  the  fact  that  cattle  can  just  as  well  be  "finished"  here  on 
native  com,  millet  and  other  grains  and  the  entire  profits  of  the  busi- 
ness saved  for  the  home  grower.  When  this  practice  becomes  gen- 
eral a  vast  addition  to  the  wealth  of  the  state  will  be  realized. 

The  days  of  exclusive  wheat  farming  are  rapidly  passing  away. 
Farmers  that  five  years  ago  were  wedded  to  small  grain  are  now 
paying  more  attention  to  com,  dair\'ing  and  fruit  raising.  The  Tri- 
State  Farmers'  conventions  and  Farmers'  institutes  are  largely  re- 
sponsible for  this  beneficent  change  of  sentiment.  The  additional, 
profit  of  diversified  farming  and  rotation  of  crops  has  been  so  forci- 
bly impressed  upon  the  minds  of  those  so  fortunate  as  to  be  able  to 
attend  these  meetings  that  the  old  prejudice  against  products  that  re- 
quire cultivation  is  rapidly  disappearing  and  in  its  place  is  developing 
a  tendency  to  pay  more  attention  to  the  scientific  principles  of  agri- 
culture and  a  desire  to  profit  by  the  experiments  and  experience  of 
the  workers  in  the  agricultural    colleges  and  advanced  farmers. 

In  this  connection  I  earnestly  recommend  a  liberal  appropriation 
for  farmers'  institutes,  in  the  belief  that  they  have  done  incalculable 
good  in  the  past  and  are  the  best  means  of  laying  before  the  farmers 
the  most  approved  agricultural  methods  and  form  the  best  medium 
for  exchange  of  thought  and  experience.  In  mentioning  these  in- 
stitutes it  would  be  unfair  not  to  congratulate  Professor  E.  E.  Kauf- 
man, assistant  state  dairy  commissioner,  and  the  other  able  members 
of  the  agricultural  college  facaulty,  upon  their  splendid  work  in  the 
farmers'  institutes  and  for  the  cause  of  agriculture  generally.  The 
value  of  the  agricultural  college  to  the  state  is  being  demonstrated 
more  clearly  as  the  effect  of  the  education  there  imparted  to  farmers* 
sons  and  daughters  becomes  apparent  in  the  home  farms,  and  the 
annual  visits  of  the  farmers  themselves  to  the  college  has  swept  away 
the  prejudice  once  existing  in  some  quarters  against  the  practicabil- 
ity of  theoretical  and  experimental  farming. 

It;  has  been  impossible  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  coal  mined  in  the 
state  or  gather  any  way  near  complete  statistics  upon  this  subject. 
There  are  about  a.  dozen  mines  in  the  state  under  fair  development, 
but  the  industry  is  yet  in  its  infancy.  In  addition  to  these  mines, 
which  ship  coal  to  other  parts  of  this  and  other  states,  there  are  in- 
numerable small  mines  opened  by  farmers  on  their  own  property, 
which  supply  a  good  part  of  the  demand  in  their  localitv.  but  from 
whom  it  has  so  far  been  impossible  to  glean  statistics.  The  coal  de- 
posits of  the  state  are  beginning  to  attract  the  attention  of  capitalists 
from  other  states  as  is  attested  bv  letters  received  by  this  office  and 
the  presence  from  time  to  time  of  examiners  for  outside  people  who 
are  now  pretty  well  impressed  with  the  value  of  lignite  coal  as  a  fuel 
and  the  home  consumption  is  doubling  yearly.  There  is  also  a  steady 
and  increasing  demand  for  the  coal  from  other  states  and  coal  min- 
in.e  bids  fair  to  soon  be  one  of  the  staple  industries  of  the  state. 

In  sneaking  of  the  mineral  resources  of  North  Dakota  the  many 
valuable  clays  underlying  the  fertile  top-soil  should  not  be  lost  sight 
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of.  A  geologist  of  eminence,  who  has  carefully  examined  the  clays 
in  several  parts  of  the  state,  predicts  that  the  day  will  come  when  the 
clay  products  of  North  Dakota  will  equal  in  value  all  the  grains 
raised  on  the  surface.  While  this  seems  a  strong  statement  to  the 
layman,  it  is  well  known  that  our  pottery,  fire  and  cement  clays  are 
equal  to  any  in  the  world.  As  yet  these  products  are  but  little  util- 
ized. The  fire  brick  produced  at  the  JDickinson  kilns  finds  a  ready 
market  and  the  factory  is  taxed  to  its  utmost  to  supply  its  orders, 
its  business  only  being  bounded  by  its  capacity  to  manufacture.  The 
Dickinson  company  obtains  its  fire  day  and  coal  from  the  same  bank, 
thus  having  the  raw  material  and  the  fuel  to  burn  it  at  hand  and 
at  the  cheapest  cost.  In  the  same  clay  bank  is  found  an  inexhaustible 
supply  of  the  finest  pottery  clay,  but  as  yet  this  product  has  not  been 
utilized,  except  for  the  manufacture  of  samples,  which  compare 
favorably  with  the  stone  chinaware  of  the  eastern  potteries.  In 
Pembina  county  cement 'works  have  been  established  and  the  finest 
grades  of  Portland  and  hydraulic  cement  placed  upon  the  market. 
The  demand  for  these  products*  is  greater  than  the  present  supply, 
but  extensive  additions  to  the  works  have  been  made  and  the  output 
the  coming  year  will  be  largely  increased.  In  every  section  of  the 
state  brick  clay  of  the  best  quality  is  found  and  from  it  building 
brick  of  various  colors,  from  bright  red  to  cream  white  are  manu- 
factured at  small  cost.  It  is  this  plentitude  of  substantial  material 
which  accounts  for  the  splendid  brick  buildings  seen  in  even  our 
small  towns,  as  well  as  in  the  cities.  The  finest  vitrified  brick  are 
also  made  from  North  Dakota  clay,  and  in  time  this  product  will  su- 
persede the  cedar  blocks  now  commonly  used  in  the  larger  towns.  In 
some  sections  of  the  state  a  good  quality  of  sandstone  is  found  and 
used  in  the  buildings  to  fine  advantage.  The  common  boulders  of 
the  prairies,  when  cut,  make  a  beautiful  building  stone  and  have  been 
very  extensively  used. 

It- is  sad  commentary  on  the  wisdom  of  North  Dakota  farmers 
to  be  compelled  to  state  that  but  a  fraction  of  the  vegetables  used 
in  the  state  are  home  products.  Investigation  leads  me  to  believe  that 
fully  60  per  cent  of  the  vegetables  sold  by  the  merchants  are  im- 
ported from  other  states.  This  is  true  also  of  poultry  and  eggs. 
Probably  no  soil  on  earth  j^roduces  finer  vegetables  than  this  of  ours, 
nor  with  so  little  work  to  the  raiser.  No  fertilizers  are  necessary,  a 
ready  and  steady  market  is  at  hand  and  the  demand  from  other  states 
warrants  sale  for  anythiniar  raised  in  this  line  if  the  producer  shows 
the  energy  to  look  for  it.  Here  is  a  field  for  the  eastern  market  gard- 
ener certain  of  prosperity  for  him  from  the  first  crop.  The  few  gard- 
eners who  are  engaged  in  raising  celery  and  other  market  delica- 
cies quickly  sell  all  their  produce  at  the  highest  prices.  The  plenti- 
tude of  grain  about  the  farm  makes  poultry  raising  easy  and  profit- 
able. The  dry  atmosphere  assures  health  and  growth  to  the  young 
chicks  and  turkevs  and  the  market  is  always  ready  to  take  all  the 
birds  that  are  brought  in. 
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I  am  glad  to  report  a  growing  tendency  of  North  Dakota  farmers 
to  engage  in  pork  raising.  Since  the  com  production  has  become  as- 
sured this  branch  of  the  animal  industry  has  largely  increased. 
WTierever  carried  on  extensively  the  raiser  reports  enormous  profits 
and  quick  sales  for  all  pork  produced. 

Small  fruits  of  every  variety  grow  luxuriosly  in  all  parts  of  the 
state  and  it  is  astonishing  that  more  attention  is  not  paid  to  this 
class  of  culture.  In  several  places  apple  growing  has  been  success- 
fuly  carried  on  for  some  years.  Some  of  the  farmers  had  as  many 
as  two  or  three  hundred  trees  growing  this  year,  many  of  them 
loaded  down  with  fruit,  so  much  so  that  the  limbs  had  to  be  sup- 
ported. So  far  only  the  hardier  varieties,  such  as  the  Duchess  of 
Oldenberg  and  Peerless,  have  been  raised,  but  their  success  will 
lead  to  the  introduction  of  others.  In  flavor  North  Dakota  apples 
cannot  be  excelled.  They  are  free  from  disease  and  remarkable  for 
their  soundness  and  keeping  qualities.  All  kinds  of  crab  apples 
thrive  here,  also  plums  and  cherries. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  past  two  years  in 
sugar  beat  raising.  The  greatest  trouble  so  far  encountered  in  this 
industr}^  has  been  the  lack  of  factories  to  consume  the  product  and 
the  failure  of  the  grower  to  plow  deep  enough  for  best  results.  But 
this  latter  comes  from  inexperience  and  would  soon  disappear  if  the 
beets  were  taken  to  a  factory.  In  saccharine  qualities  the  North  Da- 
kota sugar  beet  is  equal  to  the  best  Nebraska  or  Minnesota  product 
and  the  coming  of  capital  for  factory  building  alone  retards  the 
progress  of  this  great  industry.  In  various  parts  of  the  state  propo- 
sitions for  the  building  of  factories  have  been  made  and  it  is  hoped 
that  another  year  will  see. the  erection  of  so  desirable  an  institution. 

Millions  of  tons  of  the  finest  straw  in  the  worid  annually  goes 
to  waste  in  this  state.  Nowhere  could  paper  mills  be  maintained  so 
cheaply  as. here,  and  it  is  hoped  steps  will  be  taken  next  year  to  in- 
terest manufacturers  of  this  product  in  our  possibilities  in  this  direc- 
tion. 

When  potato  growing  becomes  sufficiently  general  to  assure  a 
steady  supply  at  remunerative  prices  starch  factories  will  dot  the 
land,  but  heretofore  industries  of  this  kind  have  failed  through  lack 
of  the  raw  material  purchasable  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  25  cents 
per  bushel.  The  starch  manufactured  in  this  state  has  found  a  ready 
market  and  has  been  noted  for  its  high  quality. 

There  is  a  fine  opening  in  the  western  part  of  the  state  for  a 
woolen  mill.  There  is  the  heart  of  the  sheep  industry  and  a  steady 
supply  of  all  grades  of  fleeces  would  be  assured. 

In  conclusion  I  regret  that  the  following  report  is  not  as  com- 
plete as  it  should  be,  for  the  reasons  stated.  The  products  of  the 
state,  particularly  in  the  stock  industry*  as  shown  in  this  report  are 
far  short  of  the  actual  truth,  the  number  of  cattle,  horses,  sheep  and 
hogs  probably  being  one-third,  at  least,  more  than  shown  by  these 
figures.    Beyond  question  the  amount  of  sales  of  live  stock,  as  given

To  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture: 

Sir:  In  accordance  with  section  2  of  the  act  creating  the  office 
of  assistant  dairy  commissioner,  I  have  the  honor  of  making  the 
following  report  for  the  biennial  period  ending  June  30th,  1902. 

The  law  provides  that  all  milk  dairymen  selling  milk  from  a 
dairy  of  five  or  more  cows  in  cities  of  one  thousand  inhabitants  or 

over  shall  first  obtain  a  milk  license.  Blank  applications  are  sent 
out  early  in  June  of  each  \ear  so  as  to  make  it  as  easy  as  possible 
for  the  dairymen  to  comply  with  this  law.  The  number  of  licenses 
issued  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1901,  was  forty  and  fdr  the 
year  ending  June  30th,  1902,  twenty-nine.  Some  of  the  dairymen 
are  very  negligent  in  the  matter  of  taking  out  licenses  and  the  com- 
missioner was  compelled  to  make  a  personal  visit  to  some  of  the 
milkmen.  As  this  was  not  possible  the  past  year,  not  quite  so  many 
licenses  were  issued.  No  complaints  of  impure,  dirty  or  adulterated 
milk  have  been  registered  with  the  commissioner.  Whether  the  milk 
has  been  up  to  standard  and  no  complaints  necessary,  or  the  peo- 
ple don't  know  there  is  any  one  whose  duty  it  is  to  receive  and  in- 
vestigate these  matters,  the  office  is  unable  to  say. 

The  law  calls  for  reports  of  all  licensed  milk  dairymen  for  the  year 
ending  October  31st.  Less  than  one-half  of  the  reports  have  been 
received,  so  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  give  any  reliable  statistics  of 
the  production  and  consumption  of  milk  as  food.  The  parties  not 
making  these  reports  could  be  prosecuted,  but  inasmuch  as  such 
prosecutions  would  not  bring  out  the  reports  in  time  to  be  of  any 
benefit  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  it  was  not  deemed  advisable 
to  try  to  enforce  the  law  in  its  entirety  at  this  time. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  problems  concerned  in  the  production 
and  sale  of  milk  in  cities  and  towns  and  under  our  present  condi- 
tions and  environments  this  office  is  inclined  to  believe  that  a  state 
supervision  of  the  milk  supply  in  towns  and  cities  is  unwise.  The 
matter  could  be  much  better  regulated  by  ordinances  authorizing  the 
the  city  boards  of  health  to  license,  inspect  and  supervise  the  milk 
dairies  operating  in  their  respective  towns.  This  supervision  is 
always  in  the  interest  of  better  health  and  better  sanitary  conditions 
and  would  effectually  prevent  any  clashing  between  city  and  state 
officers  as  has  been  the  case  in  a  neighboring  state.  Would  not  a 
more  rigid  inspection  and  sampling  of  milk  be  made  possible  when 
made  by  and  in  the  hands  of  each  city  health  officer  than  if  the  whole 
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State  is  covered  by  one  man  with  a  multitude  of  other  duties  ta 
claim  his  time  and  attention? 

The  question  of  pure  food  is  of  great  importance  and  must  soon 
claim  more  attention  from  legislators  and  this  office  would  recom- 
mend the  repeal  of  the  law  as  it  now  stands,  and  cities  authorized 
to  pass  such  ordinances  as  would  give  the  boards  of  helath  entire 
supervision  of  the  production  and  sale  of  milk  in  their  respective 


cities. 


CHEESE  FACTORIES. 


The  cheese  factories  of  the  state  are  four  in  number,  all  of  which 
return  the  blanks  sent  them  for  the  annual  report.     Th  d 

location  of  these  factories  is  as  follows :  E.  Mayhew,  Oakes ;  Ful- 
lerton  Dairy  Company,  Fullerton;  Lisbon  Cheese  Factory,  Lisbon; 
and  Square  Butte  Cheese  Factory,  Harmon.  A  factory  is  reported  at 
Monango,  but  the  officers  are  all  dead  or  sleeping,  as  no  response 
was  received  to  the  numerous  inquiries  regarding  such  a  plant. 

The  number  of  pounds  of  milk  received  for  the  year  ending  Octo- 
ber 31st,  1902,  amounted  to  703,025,  from  which  73,133  pounds  of 
cheese  were  made.  The  amount  of  money  paid  patrons  for  milk  was 
$5,325.95  or  75.7  cents  per  hundred  pounds. 

The  cheese  factory  is  not  so  popular  with  the  farmers  as  the 
creamery.  North  Dakota  farmers  endeavor  to  combine  stock  raising' 
with  their  dairy  work.  When  they  sell  milk  or  cream  to  the  cream- 
ery, they  have  left  skim  milk  for  the  calves,  which  is  about  three 
times  as  valuable  as  whey  for  feeding  purposes.  The  cheese  factory 
has  the  advantage  of  being  able  to  operate  successfully  with  a  less 
supply  of  milk  than  the  creamer}',  and  of  being  open  during  only 
the  summer  months,  when  the  cows  are  all  on  pasture  and  milk  is 
consequently  produced  very  cheaply.  However,  on  closing  down  for 
the  W'inter,  butter  must  be  made  or  the  cow  kept  at  a  dead  loss  six 
months  of  each  year.

CREAMERIES. 

• 

At  the  time  of  sending  out  blanks  for  the  annual  reports  of  cream- 
eries, October  31st,  1902,  there  were,  in  the  state,  thirty-seven 
creameries  and  five  skimming  stations.  Fourteen  of  these  creameries 
were  started  in  1902  and  eight  in  1901.  The  average  time  which  the 
fourteen  plants  started  the  present  year  were  in  operation  was  five 
months,  so  but  twenty-three  plants  reported  for  the  full  twelve 
months. 

These  creameries  are  pretty  well  scattered  over  the  state,  thirteen 
being  west  of  the  Missouri  river ;  eleven  in  the  southeastern  part  of 
the  statej  two  in  the  Red  river  valley  and  eleven  from  the  James 
river  valley  west  to  the  Missouri  river.  Morton  county  has  9  cream-  . 
eries ;  Sargent  county,  7 ;  Richland,  2 ;  Stark,  2 ;  LaMoure,  3 ;  Bur- 
leigh, 1 ;  Barnes,  1 ;  Wells,  1 ;  Eddy,  1 ;  Benson,  1 ;  Nelson,  1 ;  Walsh, 
2 ;  Cass,  1 ;  Dickey,  1 ;  Mercer,  1 ;  and  Oliver,  1. 

The  following  list  givies  the  location  of  all  the  creameries  in  the 
state  with  such  other  information  and  data  relative  to  their  manage- 
ment as  this  office  has  been  able  to  obtain.

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With  the  invention  of  the  centrifugal  miik  separator  it  was  sup- 
posed the  old  gathered  cream  factory  would  soon  pass  out  of  ex- 
istence. Such  was  largely  the  case  for  a  time,  but  when  the  sep- 
arator manufacturer  began  making  a  hand  machine  that  could  be 
sold  to  the  farmer  at  a  reasonable  price,  the  farmer  saw  his  oppor- 
tunity to  dispense  with  a  trip  to  the  creamery  every  day,  at  the  same 
time,  have  the  skim  milk  sweet  and  warm  for  his  calves  and  pigs. 
Now  the  gathered  cream  factory  is  coming  to  life  again'  and  many 
*  creameries  which  could  not  have  operated  on  the  whole  milk  system 
alone  are  quite  successful  with  the  gathered  cream  plan,  or  a^  com- 
bination of  the  two  systems. 

On  the  present  plan  of  operating  the  gathered  cream  plant,  the 
quality  of  the  product  is  not  quite  np  to  standard  and  the  question 
"are  the  advantages  gained  by  running  a  creamery  of  this  kind  suf- 
ficient to  affect  the  loss  in  quality,"  is  yet  to  be  solved.  Be  that  as 
it  may  ten  creameries  receive  only  milk,  six  only  cream  and  the  re- 
maining twenty-one  both  milk  and  crearn.  A  tabulation  of  the  an- 
nual reports  show  these  creameries  had  1,760  patrons  milking  ap- 
proximately 13,921  cows.  There  was  delivered  to  the  various  plants 
29,801,673  pounds  of  milk  and  1,386,762  pounds  of  cream  from 
which  were  made  1,796,576  pounds  of  butter. .  There  was  paid  to 
patrons  for  milk  and  cream  the  sum  of  $300,267.44  and  manufac- 
tured articles  sold  for  $362,304.70,  making  a  total  difference  of 
$62,037.26  for  running  expenses  which  include  salary  of  butter- 
maker,  interest  on  investment,  and  items  of  fuel  and  supplies. 

In  reviewing  these  statitstics  it  should  be  remembered  fourteen 
creameries  were  started  the  present  year  and  were  in  operation  only 
an  average  of  five  months.  With  no  increase  in  the  number  of 
plants,  the  returns  next  year  will  show  a  large  increase. 

In  addition  to  the  butter  manufactured  within  the  state  many 
thousand  pounds  of  cream  were  shipped  to  Minneapolis  and  Aber- 
deen to  the  Minneapolis  Cold  Storage  company,  a  large  creamery 
concern  operating  in  Minnesota  and  the  two  Dakotas.  From  the 
best  information  obtainable  nearly  one  thousand  hand  cream  separa- 
tors were  sold  in  the  state.  These  machines  have  an  average  value 
of  $100.  The  average  value  of  the  creameries  is  $3,000  making  a 
total  of  $211,000  invested  in  creameries  and  dairy  separators.  This 
with  the  investments  in  milch  cows  and  dairy  apparatus  makes  the 
creamery  and  dairy  industry  of  North  Dakota  worth  nearly  three 
millio  ns  of  dollars.  No  mean  showing  for  a  new  state  that  prides 
itself  on  the  quality  and  quantity  of  its  wheat  crop  and  is  generally 
recognized  as  a  one  crop  state. 

DAIRY  AND  FOOD  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  National  Association  of  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioners  met 
at  Portland,  Oregon,  July  8-10,  1902.  Sixteen  states  were  repre- 
sented. North  Dakota  by  the  assistant  dairy  commissioner.     The 
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papers  and  discissions  had  largely  to  do  with  the  rulings  of  the 
food  commissioners  and  the  enforcement  of  the  pure  food  laws  of 
the  various  states.  After  the  close  of  the  convention  theh  oppor- 
portunity  presented  itself  of  investigating  the  butter  markets  of 
Washington  and  Montana,  and  on  the  return  trip  stops  were  made  at 
Tacoma,  Seattle,  Spokane,  Butte  and  Aanaconda.  The  state  of 
Washington  produces  less  than  one-eighth  of  the  butter  consumed 
within  the  state,  while  Montana  is  compelled  to  ship  into  the  state 
more  than  nineteen  twentieths  of  the  butter  consumed.  In  the  opin- 
ion of  the  write!"  North  Dakota  was  in  a  good  position  to  supply* 
these  states  with  all  her  surplus  butter.  The  principal  drawbuack  to 
westero  shipments  is  the  freight  rates,  which  are  very  high,  although 
the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  company  have  made  a  special  rate  on 
butter  from  points  west  of  the  Mi^ouri  river  to  points  in  Montana. 
The  production  of  North  Dakota  creameries  is  not  large  enough  to 
take  advantage  of  car  load  rates,  so  the  large  creameries  of  Iowa, 
Kansas  and  Nebraska  .get  the  bulk  of  the  Seattk  trade  even  though 
the  distance  to  ship  is  one-third  greater.  The  Montana  market  re- 
quires butter  to  be  in  prints  or  five  and  ten-pound  tubs,  and  as  the 
retailer  buys  largely  from  the  creamery,  he  demands  that  ship- 
ments be  made  regularly.  Nearly  all  the  butter  west  of  the  Missouri 
river  finds  a  ready  sale  in  Montana  and  other  creameries  would  do 
well  to  investigate  this  market. 

QUALITY  OF  NORTH  DAKOTA  BUTTER. 

For  a  number  of  years  many  people  had  serious  doubts  as  to  the 
quality  of  butter  that  could  be  produced  in  North  Dakota,  in  fact  a 
few  doubters  are  still  to  be  found.  No  tangible  reason  could  be 
given  for  such  doubts,  except  tame  pastures  were  supposed  to  be 
necessary  to  produce  butter  of  a  good  quality  in  the  older  states,  then 
why  not  in  North  Dakota.  The  ease  with  which  our  butter  finds 
ready  market  should  dispel  any  idea,  there  was  w^anting  anything  to 
improve  the  quality.-  At  the  Pan-'American  exposition  held  in  Buf- 
falo, New  York,  in  1901,  North  Dakota  butter  won  third  place  in 
competition  with  butter  from  all  the  states  in  the  union  and  Canada. 

In  February,  1902.  two  dairy  conventions  under  the  auspices  of 
the  State  Dairymen's  association  were  held — one  at  New  Salem  to 
accommodate  the  buttermakers  of  the  Missouri  slope  and  one  at  Lid- 
gerwood  for  the  accommodation  of  the  buttermakers  in  the  south- 
eastern part  of  the  state.  The  conventions  were  largely  of  the  nature 
of  farmers'  institutes  with  special  sessions  for  the  buttermakers.  At 
both  meetings  creamery  butter  was  exhibited,  which  was  scored  by. 
"Sir.  B.  D.  White,  of  St.  Paul,  Minnesota.  Mr.  White  is  a  well 
known  butter  expert  and  assistant  dairy  commissioner  of  Minnesota. 
The  butter  alt  scored  well  at  both  places,  the  highest  at  New  Salem 
being  9G!4'  an^l  ^^-  Lidgerwood  94.     The  creamery  supply  houses 
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and  others  interested  in  the  dairy  interests  of  the  state  contributed 
the  sum  of  $70,  which  was  divided  equally  between  the  two  places 
for  prizes. 

The  National  Creamery  Buttermakers*  association  in  May,  1902, 
inaugurated  a  six  months*  educational  contest.  This  office  urged 
every  creamery  buttermaker  in  the  state  to  enter  the  contest,  prom- 
ising them  all  the  aid  possible.  Eight  entries  were  recorded  from 
this  state,  but  only  five  staid  in  the  contest  and  sent  butter  every 
time  called  upon.  The  average  scores  for  the  six  month's  con- 
test was  93.42,  92.17,  90.75  and  90,  with  an  average  score  for  the 
state  of  91.'J[0.  Eighteen  states  had  enerties  in  this  contest,  but 
only  five  had  a  higher  average  score  than  North  Dakota.  The 
championship  score  for  North  Dakota  was  93.42,  which  score  was 
exceeded  in  only  four  states  of  the  eighteen  having  entries. 

The  butter  was  all  scored  by  the  same  judge  and  criticisms  offered 
by  experts  on  buttermaking,  with  the  result  that  all  the  buttermakers 
state  they  received  much  benefit  from  the  contest.  If  such  a  contest 
could  be  carried  on  in  the  state,  nearly  every  buttermaker  would 
enter  and  much  good  result.  It  would  not  only  serve  as  an  educator 
for  the  creamery  operators,  but  would  so  improve  the  quality  of  our 
butter,  as  to  make  the  state  as  famous  for  its  dairy  products  as  No. 
1  hard  wheat.  But  a  few  hundred  dollars  would  be  needed  to  carry 
on  such  a  test  and  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  an  appropria- 
tion be  made  for  that  purpose. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Creamery  Buttermakers*^ 
association  held  in  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Oct.  20-24,  1902,  North  Dakota 
had  tweleve  entries  in  the  butter  exhibit.  The  average  score  for  the 
twelve  entries  was  90.08,  or  higher  than  Iowa,  Ohio  and  Michigan,. 
wTiile  South  Dakota  only  defeated  us  by  four-hundredths  of  a  pointy 
and  Kansas  eight-hundredths  of  a  point. 

EXPERIMENT  WORK. 

For  about  six  weeks  every  spring  the  creameries  of  the  Missouri 
slope  are  troubled  with  wild  onion  flavor  in  their  butter.  If  funds 
are  available  it  is  plafined  to  experiment  at  one  of  the  creameries 
with  pasteurization  of  the  cream  in  an  endeavor  to  remove  this  ob- 
jectionable flavor.  If  it  can  be  done  it  means  two  cents  on  every 
pound  of  butter  m.ade  in  the  thirteen  creameries  on  the  Missouri 
slope,  from  the  first  week  in  May  to  the  third  week  in  June.  The 
money  appropriated  by  the  federal  government  for  the  experiment 
•station  can  not,  according  to  law,  be  used  to  carry  on  this  experi- 
ment,, so  unless  the  state  aids  the  experiment  station,  the  work  will 
not  be  done. 

Now  is  an  important  time  in  the  development  of  the  creamery 
industry  and  every  effort  must  be  put  forth  to  place  the  creameries 
on  a  good  substantial  basis  rather  than  to  urge  the  building  of  new 
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plants  which  will  be  compelled  to  struggle  along  under  adverse 
conditions  a  number  of  years.  The  farmers  must  be  taught  how 
to  produce  more  and  better  milk,  and  the  creamery  operators  must 
be  taught  how  to  produce  a  butter  of  the  highest  quality.  The 
farmers'  institute  can  assist  the  creamery  patrons,  the  holding  of 
educational  contests  will  assist  the  buttermakers.  How  can  these 
two  things  be  better  accomplished  than  through  the  liberal  appro- 
priations for  farmers'  institutes  and  the  dairy  commission. 

FARMERS'  INSTITUTES. 

The  first  farmers'  institutes  in  the  state  were  held  uhder  the  pres- 
ent dairy  law,  the  assistant  commissioner  being  director  of  farmers' 
institutes.  At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  a  new  law  was  en- 
acted creating  a  farmers'  institute  board  of  directors  and  making 
specific  appropriation  for  institute  work.  For  the  year  ending 
June  30th,  1901,  the  institute  work  was  under  the  direction  of  this 
office,  and  there  was  expended  for  farmers'  institutes  the  sum  of 
$520.06  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  this  office. 
It  has  since  been  held  that  the.  amount  appropriated  for  the  expenses 
of  the  office  of  assistant  dairy  commissioner  is  only  $40Q,  an  amount 
totally  inadequate  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  office  with  the  rapid 
increase  in  creamery  building  noted  in  the  last  two  years.

The  table  shows  a  total  of  eighteen  institutes  with  a  total  at- 
tendance at  all  sessions  of  7,077  or  about  2,000  different  farmers  at- 
tended the  institutes. 

Requests  were  made  for  meetings  at  a  number  of  other  places,  but 
had  to  be  refused. 

The  publication  of  the  Institute  Annual,  the  first  number  of  which 
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had  been  so  well  received  by  the  farmers,  was  continued.  An  edition 
of  10,000  copies  was  printed  as  in  the  previous  issue.  The  edition 
of  the  annual  for  1900  is  completely  exhausted,  and  the  repeated 
calls  for  the  1901  annual  will  soon  exhaust  this  edition,  showing 
the  number  of  copies  printed  is  already  too  small. 

In  his  annual  report  for  1901,  the  secretary  of  agriculture  in  speak- 
ing of  farmers'  institutes  says :  "I  am  convinced  that  the  publica- 
tions of  the  department  and  the  experiment  stations  do  not  in  them- 
selves constitute  all-sufficient  means  for  the  dissemination  of  infor- 
mation on  agricultural  subjects  among  our  people.  While  the  work 
of  the  department  and  the  stations  has  already  been  so  far  dis- 
seminated and  applied  that  it  has  made  important  changes  for  the 
better  in  our  agriculture,  th^  spread  of  the  influence  of  these  institu- 
tions is  comparatively  slow  because  the  means  for  directly  reaching 
the  farmers  which  they  now  possess  are  inadequate.  The  farmers' 
institutes  may  in  a  great  measure  supply  this  lack.  When  properly 
organized  they  will  bring  to  the  masses  of  our  farmers  the  informa- 
tion which  they  need  to  enable  them  to  understand  and  apply  the  re- 
sults of  the  work  of  the  department  and  the  stations,  and  will  impress 
upon  them  by  practical  illustrations  and  demonstrations  the  benefits 
which  advanced  scientific  knowledge  may  confer  upon  our  agricul- 
ture. Through  the  institutes,  as  in  the  case  of  other  educational 
agencies,  the  living  teacher  coming  in  contact  with  the  living  worker 
can  produce  results  which  it  is  hopeless  to  expect  from  printed  doc- 
uments, however  well  written  and  illustrated."

INTRODUCTORY 


The  prosperity  of  the  farmer  of  North  Dakota  is  a  source  of 
general  rejoicing  to  every  person  who  is  interested  in  the  future 
welfare  of  this  great  commonwealth.  -  Upon  his  success  mainly 
depends  the  wealth  and  development  of  this  state.  It  is,  there- 
fore, extremely  gratifying  to  present  for  your  consideration  evi- 
dences of  the  substantial  growth  and  unprecedented  success  which 
have  attended  the  cultivators  of  the  soil,  the  stockmen  and  those 
engaged  in  industrial  pursuits. 

The  accompanying  report  embraces  a  period  of  four  years, 
which  have  been  marked  by  unsurpassed  financial  profits  and 
abundant  harvests  for  those  who  have  used  the  soil  for  cultivat- 
ing or  grazing  purposes.  Production  during  that  period  has  been 
unequalled  by  any  previous  four  years  since  North  Dakota  entered 
statehood.  The  coming  of  settlers,  the  introduction  of  new  and 
improved  methods  of  cultivation,  as  well  as  the  raising  of  differ- 
ent kinds  of  grains,  have  conduced  to  make  farming  not  only 
profitable  but  the  basis  of  wealth  in  this  state. 

It  must  be  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  every  citizen  to  have  the 
assurance  that  the  commercial  and  industrial  triumphs  of  this 
state  have  just  begun.  No  state  in  the  union  possesses  a  popula- 
tion of  higher  average  intelligence  or  of  more  liberal  and  pro 
gressive  views  than  the  people  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota  and 
her  leadership  in  industry  and  commercialism  as  well  as  ideas 
will  assuredly,  in  the  near  future,  be  recognized  and  appreciated. 

The  wisdom  and  conservatism  which  marked  the  action  of  the 
members  of  the  constitutional  convention  and  the  earlier  legisla- 
tors of  this  state  are  now  being  demonstrated.  The  new  settlers, 
who  come  from  the  eastern  states,  more  keenly  comprehend  and 
appreciate  the  wise  and  statesmanlike  course  adopted  than  those 
who  w^ere  residents  of  North  Dakota  at  the  time  these  construc- 
tive bodies  were  in  session.  It  is  possible  tliat  the  converatism 
which  characterized  the  earlier  history  of  this  state  may  have 
had  its  origin  in  the  somewhat  isolated  condition  existing,  rather 
than  in  the  temperament  Qf  her  people.  This  conclusion  is  based 
upon  the  eager  response  to  appeals  in  recent  years  for  a  united 
effort  and  an  onward  movement  for  the  development  of  the  latent 
resources  of  this  magnificent  country. 

North  Dakota  is  on  the  eve  of  a  railroad  development  which 
it  is  justly  entitled  to  receive.  The  controlling  forces  in  trans- 
portation in  the  great  eastern  centers  are  awakening  to  the 
matchless  possibilities  of  the  soil,  and  it  now  appears  probable 
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that  within  a  few  years  there  will  be  the  additional  lines  of  rail- 
ways entering  from  the  eastern  to  the  western  boundary  lines 
of  this  commonwealth.  New  railroads  will  be  constructed  in 
the  western  part  of  the  state  opening  up  the  vast  and  fertile 
Missouri  Slope  country,  which  has  received  thousands  of  settlers 
during  the  past  five  years.  The  accession  of  these  railroads  will 
accelerate  the  development  of  our  state,  attract  settlers,  induce 
capital  and  place  North  Dakota  in  the  front  rank  of  the  new, 
enterprising,  progressive  and  aggressive  states  of  the  west. 

Our  people  recognize  that  we  are  living  in  a  commercial  age; 
that  the  mastery  by  man  of  the  forces  of  nature  have  practically 
eliminated  the  elements  of  time  and  distance  and  united  all  the 
component  parts  of  this  world  in  one.  No  state  can  attain 
greatness  unless  it  is  in  communion  with  the  shipping  centers  of 
the  world.  The  great  drawback  to  many  parts  of  North  Dakota 
has  been  due  to  isolation,  an  inability  to  market  her  products  at 
a  minimum  cost.  The  construction  of  these  new  lines  of  com- 
peting railroads  will  remove  in  a  great  measure  this  obstacle  and 
place  her  in  a  position  where  the  cost  of  transportation  of  the 
products  of  the  soil  to  the  market  centers  will  be  greatly  reduced 
and  the  farmers  reap  a  richer  reward  for  their  labors.  With 
these  proposed  accessions;  improved  methods  of  farming;  more 
careful  cultivation  of  the  soil;  an  enterprising  and  industrious 
class  of  farmers  there  is  just  reason  for  concluding  that  North 
Dakota  occupies  superior  vantage  ground  from  an  agricultural 
and  commercial  standpoint. 

The  rural  mail  delivery  and  the  farm  telephone,  which  have 
reached  so  many  of  the  farmers'  homes,  have  added  much  to  the 
desirability  of  farm  life  and  the  sociability  of  every  community. 
With  the  newspaper  left  at  the  door  and  the  telephone  for  com- 
munication with  the  neighborhood,  the  town  or  the  city,  the  bar- 
rier of  isolation  has  been  removed  and  the  rural  people  are  being 
brought  in  close  touch  with  the  large  centers.  Aside  from  the 
sociable  features  brought  about  by  the  use  of  the  telephone,  its 
use  to  the  farmer  as  a  means  of  rapid  communication  in  cases  of 
necessity  is  beyond  computation,  accomplishing  as  it  does  in  a 
few  hours,  what  formerly  took  days,  to  say  nothing  of  the  loss 
of  time. 

While  the  rainfall  may  have  been  excessive  in  the  valleys,  it 
has  materially  assisted  the  western  part  of  the  state  and  has 
aided  largely  in  increasing  the  yield  of  all  kinds  of  grain  and  has 
been  of  great  benefit  in  producing  bountiful  hay  crops  and  enabled 
the  stockmen  to  provide  abundant  feed  for  their  stock  during  the 
winter  months.  Since  the  rapid  settlement  of  the  vacant  lands 
in  this  state  farmers  realize  that  they  can  no  longer  depend  on 
the  wild  prairie  grass  for  their  supply  of  feed  for  stock,  and  they 
are,  therefore,  devoting  considerable  acreage  to  cultivating  grasses 
and  fodder  crops,  the  domestic  article  giving  abundant  returns 
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where  proper  care  has  been  taken  in  growing  it.  Not  only  this, 
but  the  shrewd  farmer  is  turning  his  attention  to  raising  alfalfa, 
brome  grass,  speltz,  and  other  grains  of  a  similar  nature.  Speltz 
has  proven  a  great  horse  feed  and  is  an  easy  and  sure  crop,  yield- 
ing prolifically.  Macaroni  wheat  has  come  to  stay  and  its  yield 
exceeds  other  kinds  of  wheat.  It  withstands  the  drouth.  Com 
is  an  increasing  crop.  While  the  report  shows  a  small  average 
yield  to  the  acreage  planted,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  large 
portion  of  this  acreage  was  planted  for  fodder  com,  the  assessors 
failing  to  note  this  important  fact  in  making  their  reports.  From 
information  gleaned  outside  of  the  reports  from  couniy  assessors, 
it  is  found  that  the  yield  of  com  ranges  from  thirty  to  fifty 
bushels  to  the  acre,  when  properly  cultivated.  Tlie  attention 
given  to  producing  com  has  resulted  in  the  dairy  cow,  beef  steer 
and  hogs.  With  increased  acreage  has  come  more  careful  and  im- 
proved methods  of  cultivation.  As  the  vacant  land  becomes  set- 
tled, it  necessarilv  advances  in  value,  hence  the  farmer  observes 
the  necessity  of  making  each  acre  bring  him  a  greater  revenue. 

The  attention  given  to  all  kinds  of  grain  which  furnish  feed  for 
stock  has  had  the  tendency  to  increase  the  value  of  the  latter. 
The  settlement  of  the  government  and  the  purchase  of  railroad 
lands  has  resulted  in  a  decrease  of  the  large  cattle  herds  which 
roamed  at  will  over  the  unbroken  and  free-for-all  prairies.  The 
consequences  are  that  while  there  is  a  less  number  of  head  of  live 
stock  to-day  than  there  was  a  few  years  ago,  the  grade  of  the 
stock  has  been  noticeably  improved.  The  farmer  realizes  that  it 
costs  no  more  to  maintain  a  good  animal  than  it  does  to  feed  a 
poor  one,  hence  he  has  given  attention  to  advance  the  quality  of 
his  stock  by  better  breeding.  The  majority  of  the  farmers  recog- 
nize the  value  and  importance  of  stock  industry  and  as  a  conse- 
quence there  has  been  a  radical  tendency  toward  improvement 
in  breeding  and  selection.  The  breeding  of  dairy  stock  has  been 
u  step  in  the  right  direction.  A  large  number  of  imported  thor- 
oughbred animals  of  different  breeds  is  noted,  and  the  enthusiasm 
and  good  judgment  shown  by  these  men  who  are  industriously  la- 
boring to  raise  the  stock  standard  is  worthy  of  the  highest  praise. 

The  poultry  industry  has  developed  into  large  proportions  and 
its  importance  is  shown  by  the  statistics  attached  hereto. 

All  branches  of  industry  have  improved  in  a  remarkable  de- 
gree during  the  years  covered  by  this  report.  A  careful  perusal 
and  comparison  of  the  figures  covered  in  this  report  will  disclose 
some  startling  facts  to  those  who  are  anxious  to  note  the  growth 
and  development  of  North  Dakota  during  this  period.  Fniit  cul- 
ture is  on  the  increase  and  this  state  is  forging  to  the  front  in 
the  line  of  horticulture. 

The  coal  industry  is  advancing  because  of  the  large  demand 
for  lignite.  A  large  amount  of  capital  is  being  invested  in  ma- 
chinery for  the  development  of  large  mines.    The  supply  of  coal 
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is  scarcely  equal  to  the  demand.  The  matter  of  briquetting  con- 
tiques  to  interest  and  experiments  are  still  in  progress,  but  the 
problem  is  so  far  without  solution.  In  this  connection  the  l^s- 
lature  should  pass  a  law  requiring  all  coal  mines  operated  to 
make  a  direct  detailed  report  to  this  department. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  many  county  fairs  held  in 
this  state.  These  friendly  contests  are  worthy  of  recognition  and 
state  aid  as  they  are  accomplishing  great  and  lasting  benefits  for 
the  state.  I  would  recommend  that  a  law  be  passed  requiring 
the  secretary  of  each  fair  association  to  make  a  complete  report 
to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  labor  giving  date  of  fair, 
showing  the  value  of  the  property  owned,  the  amount  of  receipts 
and  expenditures  in  detail.  The  state  could  not  make  a  wiser  pro- 
vision than  by  the  enactment  of  a  law  providing  that  when  a 
county  or  district  agricultural  society  composed  of  one  or  more 
counties  has  made  its  report  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture 
and  labor  (after  the  first  year)  when  it  is  showjQ  that  it  has  raised 
during  any  year  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dol- 
lars from  actual  membership,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  from 
the  state  treasury  a  similar  amount  upon  filing  an  affidavit  with 
the  state  auditor,  signed  by  the  president,  secretary  and  treasurer 
that  such  sum  was  raised  for  legitimate  purposes  for  the  society 
during  the  current  year,  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture  and  labor  that  it  has  reported  ac- 
cording to  law.  This  plan  would  prove  an  incentive  to  the  or- 
ganization of  fairs  in  all  the  counties  and  accomplish  great  and 
lasting  results. 

I  wish  particularly  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  report  of  As- 
sistant Dairv  Commissioner  R.  F.  Flint,  found  elsewhere  and  to 
commend  the  excellence  of  his  efforts  in  promoting  this  branch  of 
profitable  industry.  The  dairy  interest  is  increasing  yearly  and 
becoming  of  such  great  importance  that  it  requires  a  lai^er  appro- 
priation and  more  than  one  man  to  give  it  the  attention  that  it 
deserves.  It  will  be  shown  by  Mr.  Flint's  report  tliat  he  has  spent 
the  greater  part  of  his  time  in  field  work  and  while  this  is  true, 
he  has  been  unable  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  him.  The  leg- 
islature should  see  the  value  of  fostering  and  advancing  this 
great  industry  and  should  extend  valuable  aid  to  it  by  making 
such  an  appropriation  as  will  permit  the  employment  of  another 
assistant  dairy  commissioner,  so  that  the  work  can  be  thoroughly, 
systematically  and  completely  covered  at  least  twice  a  year. 
Meetings  of  the  patrons  and  others  interested  in  this  line  of  work 
should  be  held  in  each  community  where  a  creamery  is  located 
and  should  be  attended  by  an  assistant  dairy  commissioner  who 
should  spend  from  four  to  six  days  in  discussing  problems  for 
the  improvement  of  conditions,  assisting  those  engaged  in  this 
work,  arousing  greater  interest  and  getting  others,  who  have  not 
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given  the  creamery  their  support,  to  come  to  its  assistanco  and  aid 
it  in  extending  its  field  of  operation. 

PROMOTION  OF  IMMIGRATION. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  there  was  appropriated  the 
sum  of  twenty  thousand  .dollars  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into 
effect  all  laws  relating  to  the  publication  of  the  advantages  offered 
to  settlers  and  investors  for  lands  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota. 

This  very  liberal  appropriation,  at  that  time,  has  been  the 
means  of  bringing  thousands  of  people  to  this  state,  and  has 
opened  up  a  flood  of  inquiries  which  must  result  in  bringing  as 
many  more  to  North  Dakota.    It  is  needless    to  dwell  upon  the 
great  increase  in  population  during  the  past  two  years  or  tell  of 
the  melting  away  of  the  government  land,  or  of  the  \ast  sales  of 
railroad,  state  and  private  lands  or  to  write  of  the  wonderful  de^ 
velopment  of  commercial  industry,  for  these  facts  are  apparent 
to  every  citizen  of  this  state.    The  only  questions  involved  in  this 
report  are,  what  was  done  with  the  money  and  what  has  been  ac- 
complished.   To  answer  these  questions  seriatim  it  may  be  stated 
that  the  campaign  of  educating  the  people  of  the  great  east  was 
begun  by  publishing  a  series  of  articles  which  appeared  simultane- 
ous in  the  leading  daily  newspapers  of  Minneapolis,  Chicago,  Des 
Moines  and  Indianapolis.      These  articles  were  devoted  to  sub- 
jects vital  to  homeseekers  and  explanatory  of  what  this  state  had 
to  offer  those  seeking  new  homes.    This  work  was  followed  by  the 
publication  of  50,000  maps  corrected  up  to  date,  showing  the  pro- 
posed lines  of  railroads  and  the  new  towns  established.    It  was 
well  that  these  maps  came  before  the  completion  of  the  articles 
in  the  eastern  papers,  for  there  immediately  came  a  deluge  of  let- 
ters asking  for  maps  and  more  information.    The  department  was 
80  besieged  with  inquiries,  aroused  by  the  newspaper  publications 
that  it  was  deemed  wise  to  have  published  fifteen  thousand  copies 
of  a  folder  enclosing  a  map  of  the  state.    This  folder  contained 
many  facts  regarding  the  state  in  a  condensed  form.    But  they 
met  the  issue  and  the  demand  was  so  great  that  the  supply  was 
soon  exhausted  and  the  department  was  compelled  to  duplicate 
the  order. 

From  the  innumerable  letters  received  and  the  interest  shown 
in  the  state  by  the  people  of  other  states  it  was  decided  to  gather 
samples  of  grain  raised  in  1905,  and  visit  several  state  fairs  and 
let  the  people  see  what  North  Dakota  produced.  In  accordance 
with  this  purpose  an  exhibit  was  collected  and  placed  on  exhibi- 
tion at  the  state  fairs  held  in  Minnesota,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  and 
at  Rpringfleld,  Illinois.  That  these  exhibits  proved  beneficial  to 
the  state  by  the  accession  of  several  hundred  people  who  came  as 
the  direct  result  of  the  exhibition  of  the  products  of  the  state 
can  be  proven  beyond  any  doubt.    The  interest  taken  in  those  ex- 
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hibits  was  beyond  description  and  Ithe  eagerness  and  interest 
shown  and  the  many  questions  asked  was  a  revelation  to  those 
who  were  in  charge  of  the  products. 

Twenty  thousand  copies  of  the  articles  published  in  the  daily 
papers  were  reproduced  in  pamphlet  form  and  distributed  where 
they  would  do  the  greatest  good  and  bring  the  best  results.  Then 
the  state  press  was  appealed  to  and  'the  newspapers  of  each 
county  were  offered  a  prize  for  the  best  written  articles  showing 
the  advantages,  growth  and  development  of  their  respective  coun- 
ties. Many  of  the  papers  entered  this  contest  with  commendable 
zeal  and  produced  some  very  superior  articles  which  have  been 
in  many  instances  reproduced  and  proven  effective  means  in  ad- 
vertising the  state.  This  was  followed  by  a  series  of  ten  articles, 
written  by  a  special  correspondent,  appearing  in  six  different 
eastern  dailies.  That  they  were  widely  read,  created  a  favorable 
impression  and  induced  immigration  there  can  be  no  doubt.  Again 
came  the  demand  for  more  specific  information,  and  again  the  de- 
partment was  compelled  to  issue  a  revised  map  with  later  statis- 
tics toj2rether  with  new  literature. 

In  February  there  was  held  in  Bismarck  a  meeting  of  the  real 
estate  dealers  of  the  state.  Great  interest  was  taken  in  this  gath- 
ering and  it  resulted  in  arousing  confidence,  a  free  exchange  of 
views  and  a  determined  effort  to  work  together  for  a  common 
cause — the  increase  of  North  Dakota's  population.  A  thousand 
copies  of  the  addresses  made  were  printed  in  pamphlet  form  and 
distributed. 

So  keen  had  become  the  appetites  of  the  people  of  the  east  for 
anytl^ing  and  everything  pertaining  to  this  state  and  so  persistent 
were  the  demands  for  additional  information,  it  was  deemed  best 
to  publish  a  monthly  mazazine  and  in  detail  give  au  account  of 
each  county  in  the  state.  By  the  adoption  of  such  a  metjiod  all 
the  state  would  be  represented  and  no  part  thereof  suffer  by 
failure  to  be  properly  mentioned.  It  was  a  hazardous  undertak- 
ing and  involved  a  large  amount  of  labor.  It  was  decided  to  pub- 
lish ten  thousand  copies  of  the  first  issue,  copiously  illustrated 
and  await  results  before  proceeding  with  the  next  number.  The 
publication  of  a  monthly  magazine  by  a  state  was  an  innovation 
and  it  might  prove  a  lamentable  failure  and  therefore  it  was  no 
wonder  the  promoters  of  this  project  entered  into  this  work  with 
fear  and  trepidation.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  chronicle  the  fact 
that  scarcely  had  the  first  issue  come  from  the  press  than  it  was 
gone,  and  there  was  a  demand  for  more.  The  strong  point  about 
the  North  Dakota  magazine  is  its  half-tones.  These  show  the  evi- 
dence of  things  real  and  are  convincing  to  the  people  who  have 
never  visited  North  Dakota  and  who  may  imagine  that  the  state 
is  crude  in  public  and  private  buildings,  that  the  outbuildings 
consist  of  logs  covered  with  straw  or  hay  and  that  the  live  stock 
is  of  an  inferior  grade.    These  views  convince  and  impress  and 
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place  North  Dakota  in  its  true  ligfart.  Five  issues  have  been  pub- 
lished and  distributed  and  a  sixth  number  is  now  partly  in  the 
hands  of  the  printer. 

The  North  Dakota  Magazine  has  met  the  wants  of  those  seek- 
ing reliable  information,  a  correct  understanding  of  its  many  ad- 
vantages and  the  golden  opportunities  which  this  state  offers  to 
those  seeking  homes  and  investments  and  to  discontinue  its  pub- 
lication would  be  a  serious  calamity. 

The  marked  snccess  which  attended  the  exhibit  at  the  various 
state  fairs  in  1905  was  an  incentive  to  make  another  attempt  this 
year.  In  accordance  with  this  plan  prizes  were  offered  for  the 
best  and  largest  assortment  of  grain  and  grasses.  Fourteen  coun- 
ties very  promptly  responded  and  as  a  result  of  this  contest  the 
state  had  a  most  excellent  and  superior  collection  with  which  to 
fill  its  exhibition  cases.  Competent  persons  selected  the  best 
grains  and  grasses  and  willing  and  expert  hands  placed  them  in 
the  cases  in  an  attractive  manner.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  state 
that  a  hundred  thousand  people  visited  the  North  Dakota  exhibit 
at  Milwaukee,  and  Elkhorn,  Wisconsin,  and  Springfield,  Illinois. 
The  exhibit  was  larger  and  more  elaborate  this  year  than  in  1905, 
and  attracted  a  greater  number  of  people  who  were  profuse  with 
their  compliments.  In  this  exhibit  were  evfery  kind  of  grain  and 
grasses  raised  in  the  state.  It  included  a  splendid  display  of  pot- 
tery, lignite  coal,  different  kinds  of  clay  and  many  other  things 
which  abound  in  North  Dakota.  Those  who  had  in  charge  this 
fine  collection  were  proud  to  be  associated  with  it  and  could  the 
people  of  this  state  have  heard  the  many  favorable  remarks  made, 
not  only  respecting  the  exhibit,  but  the  state  as  well,  they  would 
have  been  delighted  to  have  proclaimed :  "I  am  a  citizen  of  North 
Dakota." 

The  Milwaukee  papers  spoke  in  complimentary  terms  of  the  ex- 
hibit and  the  superintendent  of  the  agricultural  department  as- 
sured us  that  the  North  Daliota  display  was  the  attraction  of  the 
agricultural  hall.  The  Elkhorn  Independent  said  in  its  heading : 
"North  Dakota  leads  them  all,"  and  then  proceeded  to  say :  "Great 
is  North  Dakota.  If  never  before  the  thousands  who  have  seen 
that  state's  exhibit  on  the  fair  grounds  this  week,  take  hats  off 
to  her  mighty  resources.  The  exhibit,  located  on  the  north  front 
of  the  Floral  hall,  has  the  most  extensive  display  of  cereals, 
fruits,  and  other  products  of  the  soil  that  Walworth  county  fair 
patrons  have  ever  seen.  It  is  in  charge  of  W.  C.  Gilbreath,  com- 
missioner, and  wheat,  oats,  rye,  com  and  speltz,  a  comparatively 
new  grain  to  Wisconsin  farmers  and  alfalfa,  all  gathered  from 
within  the  borders  of  North  Dakota,  speak  for  themselves  as  to 
what  the  farmer  can  do  there.  The  exhibit,  which  is  flanked  by 
a  fine  arrav  of  Indian  bead  and  buckskin  work  and  taxidermv.  is 
neatly  displayed  and  one  of  the  attractions  of  fair  week." 
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"Crops  are  good  and  have  been  good  in  North  Dakota.  Maca- 
roni wheat,  so  extensively  grown  in  some  portions  of  that  state, 
is  yielding  from  18  to  30  bushels. pep  acre.  The  blue  stem  and  red 
fife  are  averaging  15  and  16  bushels,  while  barley  aod  speltz  ape 
excellent.  North  Dakota  farmers  are  claiming  great  things  for 
speltz.  It  is  a  great  horse  feed.  A  handy,  sure  crop  and  fre- 
quently yields  from  40  to  60  bushels  per  acre.  It  is  also  being 
used  extensively  by  confectioners,  the  speltz  flour  being  particu- 
larly adapted  to  this  line  of  business.     ♦     ♦     ♦     ." 

The  exhibit  is  attracting  hundreds  of  visitors  and  is  worth  all 
the  time  one  can  spare." 

The  Springfield  Illinois  State  Journal  said,  undei*  the  caption, 
"North  Dakota  exhibit  attracts  great  crowds."  All  who,  during 
their  i-ambles  at  the  state  fair  yesterday  wandered  to  the  second 
floor  of  the  Dome  building,  were  immediately  attracted  by  the 
tlirong  which  surged  about  the  booth  occupied  by  the  North  Da- 
kota exhibit. 

Though  similar  in  some  respects  to  the  many  other  agricultural 
displays  which  crowd  the  upper  floor  of  the  building  on  every 
side,  the  very  attractiveness  of  the  decorations  as  well  as  the  very 
remarkable  specimens  which  constitute  it,  give  it  a  distinction 
and  prestige  over  all  surrounding  competitors  which  immediately 
captivates  the  attention  of  every  visitor. 

The  walls  of  the  booth  are  very  artistically  decorated  with  a 
profusion  of  the  many  different  grains  and  vegetables  in  the  pro- 
duction of  which  North  Dakota  holds  an  envied  position.  Wheat, 
of  course,  plays  a  very  prominent  part  in  the  general  effectiveness 
of  the  display,  and  the  specimens  exhibited  certainly  tell  a  mar- 
velous story  of  the  wonderful  resources  of  the  state  in  the  produc- 
tion of  this  most  essential  of  grains,  its  yield  of  which  for  the 
year  1906,  according  to  the  most  conservative  estimates,  will  ex- 
ceed 100,000,000  bushels. 

Alfalfa,  brome  grass,  timothy  and  clover  are  also  grown  in 
great  abundance  throughout  the  state,  excellent  samples  of  which 
aid  to  make  up  the  display.  Another  very  noteworthy  produc- 
tion, one  almost  peculiar  of  North  Dakota  alone,  is  a  rather  un- 
usual grain  called  spelt.  In  looks  it  resembles  barley.  It  is  a 
great  horse  feed,  a  hardy,  sure  crop,  and  frequently  yields  40  to 
60  bushels  per  acre.  It  is  also  being  used  extensively  by  confec- 
tioners, the  spelt  flour  being  especially  adapted  to  this  line  of 
business. 

Not  onlv  is  this  wonderful  state  one  of  the  foremost  in  the 
union  in  the  production  of  grains,  but  also  holds  a  high  position 
in  the  output  of  minerals  of  various  kinds,  the  numerous  samples 
of  which  on  exhibition  speak  more  forcefully  than  can  cold  news- 
paper print.  Among  these  is  a  specimem  case  containing  a  quan- 
tity of  "lignite"  coal,  a  very  excellent  fuel  for  heating  purposes 
and  particularly  attractive  because  of  its  very  reasonable  cost, 
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namely,  about  90c  per  ton  at  the  mines.  Over  25,000  square  miles 
of  land  are  underlaid' with  this  most  valuable  mineral. 

A  very  unique  feature  and  one  deserving  of  especial  mention 
among  the  very  commendable  list,  is  a  large  plate  glass  case  in 
the  foreground  of  the  exhibit  containing  a  beautiful  collection  of 
vari-colored  pottery  of  different  shapes  and  designs  made  of  a 
clay  which  exists  very  extensively  throughout  the  state.  Mr.  Gil- 
breath,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  exhibit,  predicts  that  the  pottery 
industry  is  destined  to  b^ome  one  of  the  leading  manufacturing 
industries  of  the  state. 

As  space  will  permit  of  only  a  casual  mention  of  a  few  of  the 
many  attractive  features  of  this  wonderful  display  of  the  prod- 
ucts of  both  soil  and  industry,  it  is  impossiblle  for  one  to  grasp 
its  full  magnitude  without  peeing  for  himself  that  which  our 
neighbor  statesmen  have  exhausted  no  end  of  time  and  money  to 
present  to  us  for  inspection. 

Many  interesting  and  instructive  features  are  included  among 
the  more  staple  array,  the  one  causing  the  most  comment,  possibly, 
is  the  beautiful  collection  of  Indiaa  relics  on  exhibition  in  the 
cases  about  the  walls. 

It  is  truly  an  education.  Hundreds  of  appreciative  visitors 
have  been  profuse  in  their  expressions  of  congratulation  and  good 
wishes. 

The  same  paper  in  a  subsequent  issue,  under  the  headlines  of 
*^orth  Dakota  leads.  Wins  sweepstakes  ribbon  for  excellency 
over  outside  exhibits."  The  exhibit  made  by  the  state  of  North 
Dakota  at  the  state  fair  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner 
of  agriculture  of  that  state,  was  awarded  the  sweepstakes  ribbon 
for  its  excellency  over  all  outside  exhibits." 

This  speaks  volumes  for  this  rapidly  growing  state  and  the  in- 
creased immigration  to  North  Dakota,  as  a  result  of  this  showing 
is  difficult  to  estimate." 

The  work  of  dissemination  of  proper  literature,  the  education  of 
the  masses  of  eastern  people  as  to  the  true  status  of  affairs  in 
North  Dakota  and  the  interest  aroused  in  the  minds  of  so  many 
people  to  change  their  homes  and  better  their  condition  has  been 
auspiciously  begun.  While  thousands  of  people  have  become 
citizens  of  our  state  through  the  mediums  employed  by  this  de- 
partment and  as  many  more  are  looking  with  longing  eyes  toward 
this  country  and  hope  to  come  and  share  in  its  advancement  and 
prosperity,  it  would  seem,  from  every  standpoint  one  could  look 
at  it,  that  it  would  prove  a  serious  and  lasting  mistake  not  to  keep 
up  this  good  work.  While  we  cannot  estimate  the  true  value  of 
what  has  been  accomplished  or  can  we  tell  the  exact  number  of 
I)ersons  that  have  been  induced  to  come  to  this  state,  by  these 
methods,  yet  we  do  know  that  on  all  sides  we  hear  a  song  of 
wealth  and  happiness.  This  song  is  heard  in  the  city  as  well  as 
on  the  farm ;  in  the  humble  home  as  well  as  in  the  mansion.    It  is 
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distinctly  heard  in  the  deep  tones  of  the  mighty  engines  as  th^ 
rush  on,  bearing  our  freights  of  treasure  to  the  great  centers  of 
trade  of  the  world.  This  cheering  and  beautifnl  song  has  enticed 
the  hoarded  capital  of  the  east  from  its  secret  hiding  places  and 
has  lured  it  to  North  Dakota  to  build  factories,  develop  its  re- 
sources and  make  it  the  great  state  which  the  Almighty  intended 
it  should  be.  North  Dakota  has  been  advertised  from  shore  to 
shore;  from  Canada  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  the  people  are 
proud  of  their  state  and  rejoice  in  its  prosperity.  Shall  North 
Dakota  continue  in  its  onward  march  of  accumulating  wealth, 
increasing  its  population  and  developing  its  great  Inherent  re- 
sources or  shall  it  lapse  and  lose  much  of  that  which  it  has 
gained  ?    This  is  the  vital  question  for  the  legislature  to  decide.

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REPORT   OF  ASSISTANT  DAIRY   COM- 
MISSIONER 


To  W.  O.  Oilbreathy  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Labor : 

SiE :  In  compliance  with  section  2  of  the  dairy  commissioner 
law,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  period 
beginning  April  1, 1905,  and  ending  June  30, 1906. 

In  tendering  this  repori:  I  feel  confident  that  I  can  say  that  the 
dairy  interests  of  Norii  Dakota  have  kept  pace  with  the  wonder- 
ful development  of  our  state  along  other  lines  during  that  pe- 
riod. 

I  am  frank  in  saying  that  I  have  not  accomplished  all  I  hoped 
to  when  I  assumed  the  duties  of  the  office  of  assistant  dairy  com- 
missioner. Not  that  I  have  not  put  my  best  efforts  into  the  work, 
but  I  have  found  much  more  to  do  than  I  could  successfully  ac- 
complish. 

Dairying  is  not  confined  to  a  few  localities  as  it  was  a  few 
years  ago,  but  has  become  quite  general  over  the  state. 

Printed  herewith  is  a  complete  list  of  creameries  that  operated 
either  all  year  or  a  part  of  the  year,  beginning  with  July,  1905, 
and  inclusive  of  June,  1906.  It  will  be  noticed  that  nearly  every 
county  is  included  in  the  list  and  that  there  are  several  cream- 
eries in  most  of  them. 

Realizing  that  one  of  the  necessities  of  successful  dairying  is 
that  a  good  quality  of  cream  be  produced  so  that  creameries  can 
make  a  good  grade  of  butter,  one  of  my  first  official  acts  was  to 
issue  a  circular  on  the  care  of  cream.  These  were  sent  to  all  but- 
termakers  in  sufficient  quantities  so  that  one  might  be  given  to 
each  patron. 

With  many  new  creameries  and  patrons  who  have  not  been  edu- 
cated to  the  importance  of  careful  handling  of  cream  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  considerable  cream  of  not  a  high  quality  is  delivered. 
As  our  creamery  business  is  now  carried  on  about  one-half  of  the 
creameries  are  closed  from  five  to  seven  months  of  the  vear,  and 
at  a  time  when  prices  received  for  butter  are  the  highest  and  when 
the  farmers  have  the  most  time  to  devote  to  the  dairy.  During  the 
summer  months  when  the  creameries  are  the  most  apt  to  be  in 
operation,  butter  is  at  its  lowest  and  when  the  cost  of  manufac- 
turing and  selling  is  deducted  the  returns  received  by  the  pat- 
rons are  so  low  they  sometimes  conclude  dairying  does  not  pay 
and  drop  out.    Where  creameries  are  not  able  to  run  profitably 
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for  both  stock-owner  and  patron,  blame  is  frequently  laid  on  the 
manager  and  all  wish  a  change.  Possibly  the  manager,  through 
an  insufficient  knowledge  of  creamery  business,  has  made  some 
mistakes  he  would  not  repeat,  but  a  change  is  made — another  in- 
experienced man  is  put  hi  charge  and  more  mistakes  are  made. 
The  office  is  passed  around  in  this  way  until  the  creamery  is 
closed  permanently  or  a  capable  manager  and  good  buttermaker 
is  secured  and  then  the  creamery  may  be  made  a  success.  Only 
when  creameries  can  be  operated  the  whole  year  can  we  expect 
to  secure  the  most  capable,  experienced  buttermakers,  who  will 
get  the  best  results  from  cream  furnished  them  and  assist  in  in- 
structing patrons  to  better  care  of  the  cream  and  cows.  I  do  not 
mean  to  say  that  North  Dakota  has  not  had  good  buttermakers, 
because  I  believe  we  have,  but  we  have  had  many  young  men,  who 
were  strangers  to  our  conditions  and  not  having  sufficient  age  or 
experience  have  been  unable  to  give  the  best  advice  to  patrons 
and  creamery  managers  or  if  they  did  it  was  not  always  accepted 
as  readily  as  it  would  have  been  from  an  older  or  more  expe- 
rienced man. 

While  dairying  has  increased  rapidly  the  number  of  creameries 
has  increased  more  rapidly  than  the  supply  of  cream  and  I  am 
sorry  to  say  that  I  find  that  there  are  at  least  twenty-two  fac- 
tories that  have  been  built' within  the  last  five  years  tliat  have 
been  dropped  from  the  yearly  published  lists  because  of  their  not 
being  operated. 

They  lacked  patronage  sufficient  to  operate  them  profitably. 
While  it  must  be  admitted  that  creameries  have  been  built  in  lo- 
calities where  there  were  not  a  sufficient  number  of  cows  or  farm- 
ers disposed  to  deliver  cream  to  them  to  make  it  possible  to  oper- 
ate them  profitably,  there  is  another  reason  why  some  have  been 
closed.  The  time  has  passed  when  the  number  of  creameries  in 
a  county  or  state  is  a  fair  criterion  of  the  amount  of  dairying 
done  in  that  territory.  Referring  to  the  reports  of  butter  made 
in  creameries  it  will  be  seen  that  one  plant  may  manufacture  as 
much  butter  as  several  reasonably  successful  creameries. 

This  condition  is  brought  about  by  sliipping  cream  to  what  is 
usually  termed  a  central  creamery.  It  is  shipping  cream  to  these 
plants  located  either  in  our  own  state  or  outside  that  has  closed 
some  of  our  creameries. 

So  prevalent  has  the  idea  become  that  North  Dakota  is  becom- 
ing a  dairy  state  that  creamery  promoters  have  found  this  a  fer- 
tile field  for  their  operations. 

While  I  am  a  firm  believer  in  the  desirability  of  patronizing  lo- 
cal creameries  rather  than  any  plan  that  requires  long  hauls  of 
cream  by  wagon  or  rail  to  a  central  point  I  do  think  tiiat  if  we 
consider  the  number  of  creameries  standing  idle  we  must  admit 
that  we  have  a  sufficient  number  for  the  present.    All  the  cream-

eries  that  operated  during  the 'past  year  had  cream  shipped  to 
them  with  the  exception  of  a  few  whole  milk  plants  in  the  western 
part  of  the  state  or  in  .localities  where  the  factories  are  located 
away  from  the  railroads.  To  operate  successfully  and  econ- 
omically so  that  patrons  can  receive  fair  returns  for  their  prod- 
uct a  creamery  should  manufacture  at  least  60,000  pounds  of  but- 
ter a  year.  When  we  get  this  amount  divided  among  a  number 
of  plants  the  cost  of  manufacturing  is  too  high  and  leaves  a  de- 
ficiency which  must  be  taken  from  the  price  received  for  the  but- 
ter or  from  the  owners  of  the  creamery.  The  result  either  way 
is  unsatisfactory,  discouraging  and  harmful  to  the  dairy  indus- 
try. 

While  many  argue  that  farmers  will  not  go  into  dairying  until 
a  market  is  established  near  them  in  the  form  of  a  creamery,  it 
would  appear  that  the  poorly  patronized  summer  running  fac- 
tories do  not  encourage  the  industry  to  any  great  degree.  True, 
many  who  have  cows  and  start  patronizing  a  local  plant,  ship 
their  cream  to  creameries  that  are  operating  when  the  home  plant 
closes  and  if  it  can  be  shown  that  in  the  end  that  building  the 
creamery  does  stimulate  dairying  it  may  be.  money  well  spent. 
The  chief  cause  for  complaint  is  that  in  nearly  every  instance  the 
creamery  promoters  ask  nearly  double  for  a  creamery  what  it 
should  cost  and  when  the  creamery  is  built  those  who  become  the 
owners  in  looking  over  their  new  purchase  find  they  have  paid  too 
much  and  frequently  find  that  there  are  not  sufficient  cows  in  the 
neighborhood  to  operate  the  plant  successfully. 

Knowing  that  considerable  of  our  butter  was  not  selling  at  top 
prices  and  wanting  to  know  more  of  the  requirements  of  the  mar- 
kets, I  wrote  to  one  of  the  large  handlers  of  our  butter  in  New 
York  and  received  the  following  reply : 

New  York  City,  Aug.  8, 1906. 
Mr,  R.  F,  Flint,  Assistant  Dairy  Commissioner,  Bismarck,  N.  D. : 

Dbar  Sir  :  At  your  suggestion  we  write  you  on  the  subject  of 
the  requirements  of  this  market,  in  regard  to  creamery  butter. 

In  the  past  quality  was  not  scrutinized  as  closely  as  at  the 
present  time,  but  the  disastrous  results  of  last  year's  speculation 
caused  dealers  to  give  closer  attention  to  the  quality,  while  the 
enforcement  of  the  adulteration  law  regarding  the  moisture  con- 
tents, has  also  worked  in  the  same  direction,  as  a  result  the  de- 
mand this  year  has  been  confined  more  closely  to  fine  grades  than 
ever  before,  and  we  have  used  every  effort  to  impress  upon  our 
shippers  the  necessity  of  educating  their  patrons  up  to  the  proper 
care  of  their  cream,  for  unless  they  can  deliver  it  in  the  proper 
condition  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  produce  a  fine  article,  and 
we  are  convinced  that  the  carelessness  of  a  few  patrons  has  often 
been  responsible  for  the  loss  in  quality  of  an  entire  shipment. 
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If  the  secretary  or  manager  would  support  the  buttermaker  and 
permit  him  to  either  reject  poor  or  tainted  cream,  or  accept  it  at 
lower  price,  so  that  they  could  liiake  it  up  separately,  we  believe 
this  evil  would  be  quickly  eradicated,  and  as  we  believe  that  you 
are. interested  officially,  we  sincerely  hope  this  information  will  be 
of  some  service. 

Hauling  cream  long  distances  in  the  hot  weather  is  naturally  a 
difficult  problem  for  the  buttermaker,  but  there  is  no  justice  in 
making  a  careful  patron  suffer  for  the  carelesspess  of  others. 

It  is  encouraging  to  find  that  our  suggestions  are  received  by 
the  buttermakers  in  general  in  a  friendly  spirit,  but  naturally 
their  authority  is  restricted,  and  they  are  powerless  to  reject  poor 
cream  should  it  come  from  influential  patrons,  therefore  we  dwell 
upon  the  fact  that  the  manager  or  secretary  must  also  be  inter- 
ested, and  give  the  buttermaker  their  support  in  such  matters. 

Aijother  growing  evil  is  the  prevalence  of  mold  on  the  inside 
of  the  tubs,  which  usually  occurs  every  year  as  soon  as  the  muggy 
weather  sets  in.  This  may  be  due  to  several  reasons  such  as  sappy 
staves  in  the  tubs,  or  improper  soaking,  or  the  custom  of  many 
buttermakers  of  steaming  their  tubs,  which  may  bring  the  mi- 
crobes to  life,  and  coming  in  contact  with  the  parchment  paper 
linings  develop  mold. 

We  know  of  instances  where  butter  would  strip  clean  one  day 
and  the  following  week  mold  spots  had  already  developed,  which 
when  once  it  forms,  penetrates  through  the  paper  lining  into  the 
butter  and  cannot  be  arrested. 

The  only  remedy  we  know  of  is  to  use  a  heavy  parchment  paper, 
and  then  follow  the  instruction  on  the  inclosed  slip  which  we  mail 
to  all  our  shippers  at  this  season  of  the  year,  and  if  these  rules 
are  adopted  we  rarely  find  any  trace  of  mold. 

You  must  pardon  us  for  taking  up  your  valuable  time,  but  hope 
that  our  remarks  will  be  of  some  service  as  you  undoubtedly  come 
in  personal  contact  with  the  majority  of  buttermakers  in  your  ter- 
ritory and  some  of  the  seed  may  fall  on  fertile  ground,  and  if  so  it 
will  not  go  to  waste. 

We  thank  you  very  much  for  the  opportunity  of  writing  and  if 
we  can  be  of  service  to  you  at  any  time,  we  will  be  pleased  to  have 
you  command  us. 

Yours  very  respectfully. 

What  is  said  in  this  letter  is  undoubtedly  true.  Prices  on  the 
best  quality  of  butter  are  constantly  being  raised  over  that  of  the 
lower  grades  and,  no  doubt,  will  continue  to  widen.  During 
the  early  part  of  1906  there  was  as  much  as  four  cents  between 
the  first  and  second  grades  and  it  is  largely  the  fault  of  a  few 
patrons  at  each  creamery  who,  by  their  indifference  in  caring  for 
and  delivering  cream  lowers  the  quality  of  the  whole  make  at 
the  creamery. 
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CREAM  GRADING. 

It  is  manifestly  unfair  that  a  patron  who  takes  good  care  of 
his  cream^  delivers  it  often  and  in  prime  condition  should  receive 
no  more  than  the  slovenly,  indifferent  one  who  delivers  cream 
that  is  only  fit  to  make  the  lowest  grade  of  butter,  nevertheless, 
they  are  receiving  the  same  price  where  both  are  patrons  of  the 
same  creamery. 

The  writer  wrote  to  all  the  creameries  along  one  branch  of 
road,  where  the  creameries  were  naturally  competitors,  asking  if 
he  could  aid  them  in  establishing  a  grading  system.  Only  one 
seemed  willing  to  take  up  this  work.  A  week  was  spent  at  this 
creamery  and  a  system  of  two  grades  was  established.  A  very 
small  per  cent  of  the  cream  received  that  week  was  of  the  quality 
that  graded  number  one.  Those  who  had  that  grade  were  paid 
two  cents  more  than  the  price  paid  for  number  two,  those  who 
had  first  grade  were  pleased  while  those  who  had  second  expressed 
a  determination  to  try  and  bring  a  better  grade  next  trip.  Two 
weeks  after  I  received  a  letter  from  the  manager  saying,  "My 
report  last  week  shows  3,027  pounds  No.  1  butterfat  for  which 
was  paid  1484.62,  375  pounds  No.  2  butterfat  for  which  was  paid 
152.27."  He  also  added  that  the  results  of  grading  were  very 
gratifying.  Later  on  I  visited  this  creamery  again  and  found 
that  they  had  practically  been  compelled  to  discontinue  grading 
because  competitors  had  paid  prices  for  second  grade  cream  equal 
to  that  paid  at  the  crean^ery  for  first.  Not  because  that  was 
their  price,  but  to  create  dissatisfaction  among  the  patrons. 
I  am  still  convinced  that  grading  cream  and  paying  different 
prices  is  the  quickest  method  of  bringing  about  an  improvement 
in  the  quality  of  cream,  but  until  some  basis  is  fixed  that  will 
be  satisfactory  to  all  buyers  and  they  are  compelled  by  a  law, 
backed  up  by  enough  inspectors  so  there  is  a  possibility  of 
enforcing  it  I  see  no  assurance  that  it  can  be  made  successful 
only  perhaps  in  certain  sections  where  competition  is  not  too 
keen. 

ICE  CREAM. 

Several  creameries  have  added  ice  cream  machinery  to  their 
plants  and  are  turning  out  a  very  good  wholesome  quality  of  this 
frozen  delicacy  and  the  addition  of  this  branch  seems  to  have 
proven  quite  profitable.  In  order  to  secure  sweet  cream  the 
creameries  usually  offer  from  one  to  four  cents  per  pound  of 
butterfat  over  the  amount  paid  for  that  in  the  sour  cream  and 
as  the  bulk  of  the  ice  cream  is  made  during  the  summer  months 
it  adds  materially  to  the  price  paid  those  patrons  who  deliver 
good  cream  and  relieves  the  market  of  a  little  butter.  Indications 
are  that  this  side  line  will  become  more  generally  practiced  by 
the  creameries  as  there  seems  to  be  an  active  demand  for  ice 
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cream,  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  it  cannot  be  manufactured 
more  economically  and  as  good  in  quality  as  in  an  exclusive  ice 
cream  factory. 

CHEESE  FACTORIES. 

While  we  are  making  excellent  progress  in  butter  production 
we  do  not  seem  to  develop  as  a  cheese  producing  state. 

The  reason  for  this  seems  to  lie  in  the  fact  that  the  farms 
are  large  and  the  population  necessarily  scattering  ^nd  as  it 
would  be  necessary  to  deliver  milk  every  morning  to  a  cheese 
factory  the  time  required  for  this  work  seems  to  be  a  drawback 
to  successful  operation.  Then  again  most  farmers  wish  to  raise 
their  calves  and  the  skim  milk  is  more  valuable  for  this  than 
whey. 

The  only  cheese  factory  that  I  have  been  able  to  locate  during 
the  past  two  years  is  the  Rolla  Cheese  Factory,  Rolla,  Rolette 
county,  and  I  have  no  figures  from  this  one. 

No  doubt,  the  passing  of  the  fifteen  cheese  factories  recorded 
from  this  oflBce  ten  years  ago,  is  only  temporary  and  as  the 
state  gets  a  denser  population  they  will  spring  into  popularity 
again. 

With  practically  all  our  cheese  shipped  in  from  neighboring 
states  it  would  seem  that  some  sections  might  take  up  this 
branch  of  dairying  profitably. 

TESTING  DAIRY^HERDS. 

As  one  of  the  duties  of  the  office  is  to  assist  dairymen  in 
testing  their  herds,  I  took  up  the  proposition  with  some  of  the 
patrons  of  different  creameries,  the  result  of  which  was  co- 
operating with  patrons  and  buttermakers  in  beginning  a  test  with 
ten  herds  and  a  total  of  150  cows.  At  the  present  writing  some 
of  the  lierds  have  dropped  out  but  the  owners  of  the  balance  seem 
to  appreciate  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  such  work  and  are 
still  carrying  on  their  part  which  consists  in  weighing  the  miik 
from  eacii  cow,  taking  samples  during  the  month  and  keeping 
such  records  in  regard  to  the  herds  as  they  can.  The  saivinlos 
are  carried  to  the  buttermaker  and  there  tested.  The  milk  sheets 
and  the  tests  are  forwarded  to  this  office  whei-e  the  figuring  is 
done  and  records  kept. 

It  is  hoped  some  useful  information,  not  only  for  the  farmers 
who  keep  the  cows  tested,  but  for  the  general  dairy  public,  will 
be  obtained  when  the  year's  work  is  completed.  This  is,  I 
believe,  the  first  work  of  this  kind  ever  carried  on  to  any  extent 
in  our  state  outside  of  the  experimental  stations.  The  fecords 
would  be  more  valuable  if  a  person  qualified  for  the  work  could 
spend  a  portion  of  his  time  each  month  at  the  farms  where  the 
herds  were  kept  and  note  carefully  the  kinds  and  amount  of 
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feed,  and  the  care  given  each  cow,  the  breed,  conformation  and 
disposition  of  each  animal  in  the  test. 

This,  I  cannot  find  time  to  do  as  I  should  like  and  must  leave 
the  more  thorough  work  to  a  time  when  the  oflQce  has  more  men 
for  the  dairy  work. 

CREAMERY  REPORTS. 

The  law  requires  creameries  to  make  a  "full  and  accurate 
report"  on  blanks  sent  out  from  this  ojffice  of  all  the  business 
done  each  month. 

To  all  the  creameries  this  was  considerable  of  a  change  from 
the  law  in  force  prior  to  July  1,  1905,  which  only  required  yearly 
reports  and  I  have  experienced  considerable  diflSculty  in  getting 
**f  ull  and  accurate  reports." 

Many  secretaries  or  managers  had  a  poor  system  of  keeping 
accounts  and  could  not  make  correct  reports,  while  others  refused 
at  first.  Part  came  in  incomplete  and  inaccurate  and  were  of 
little  value  for  statistics,  some  were  sent  back  for  correction, 
some  corrected  in  the  office  when  figures  given  were  sufficient  to 
give  a  basis  to  figure  from  and  in  a  few  instances  information 
was  supplied.  Many  came  in  promptly  and  complete  and  I 
believe  are  correct.  I  am  fully  convinced  from  my  observations 
at  the  creameries  that  those  who  complied  with  this  requirement 
are  the  best  managed  plants  we  have. 

As  time  passes  I  find  it  easier  to  get  the  reports  and  believe 
another  year  will  show*  a  considerably  greater  number  of 
creameries  sending  them  complete.  While  the  work  of  securing 
these  reports  has  been  somewhat  troublesome  and  vexatious  the 
enforcement  of  this  feature  of  the  law  seems  desirable  because 
to  make  a  correct  report  requires  a  better  system  of  book- 
keeping on  the  part  of  those  intrusted  with  the  creamery  accounts. 
One  creamery  sent  in  a  report  in  which  thei'e  appeared  to  be  an 
inaccurac}'.  The  report  was  sent  back  for  correction  and  when 
it  was  returned  to  me  the  manager  wrote  that  the  report  was 
correct  as  sent  in  and  added  "it  only  shows  that  I  have  not  been 
giving  very  close  attention  to  my  business  and  in  making  this 
report  I  have  found  where  I  have  been  losing." 

Failing  to  make  reports,  as  a  rule,  shows  quite  plainly  that 
there  is  some  reason  why  these  creameries  should  be  compelled 
to  do  so,  as  almost  invariably  there  is  something  about  the 
methods  of  conducting  the  business  that  is  detrimental  to  the 
creamery's  and  patrons'  best  interests. 

The  assessor's  reports  for  1906  show  that  125,337  cows  were 
used  for  dairy  purposes.  The  same  reports  show  that  8,067,303 
pounds  of  butter  was  made  in  families  and  from  the  complete 
creamery  reports  and  a  conservative  estimate  made  of  those 
that  are  not  complete  it  appears  that  3,633,294  pounds  of  butter 
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was  made  in  the  creameries  making  a  total  of  11,700,597  {younds. 
This  would  make  an  average  of  94  pounds  of  butter  per  cow. 
Either  a  better  record  is  kept  of  the  pounds  of  butter  made  at 
creameries  or  else  the  cows  owned  by  dairymen,  who  patronize 
them,  are  better,  for  by  taking  the  number  of  cows  reported  as 
patronizing  each  of  the  creameries  having  license  numbers  one 
and  two,  which  are  whole  milk  plants,  and  the  number  of  patrons 
and  cows  much  more  constant  than  at  hand  separator  creameries 
and  we  find  the  average  per  cow  is  152  pounds  at  creamery 
number  1  and  155  pounds  at  creamery  number  2. 

The  following  report  is  made  up  from  the  reports  of  creameries 
that  have  operated  all  year  and  have  sent  in  complete,  or  nearly 
complete,  reports  each  month.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

While  our  dairy  law  in  many  respects  in  my  estimation  is 
excellent  I  believe  some  changes  should  be  made. 

As  our  dairy  law  now  reads  the  legal  test  bottle  for  cream 
must  have  a  capacity  of  six  cubic  centimeters  of  mercury  at  a 
temperature  of  60  degi-ees  Fahrenheit  between  "7/ero"  and  thirty 
on  the  graduated  scale.  In  my  opinion  this  should  read  10 
cubic  centimeters  between  "zero"  and  fifty  on  the  graduated 
scale  and  instead  of  having  18  cubic  centimeter  pipettes  the 
legal  measure  for  testing  cream  it  should  be  18  grams. 

I  find  that  many  of  the  creameries  have  adopted  these  measures 
and  all  should  be  required  to  do  likewise.  To  over-read  the 
test  should  be  just  as  much  a  misdemeanor  as  under-reading  it. 

Our  law  should  define  what  impure  and  unwholesome  cream  is 
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and  make  it  a  misdemeanor  to  offer  for  sale,  buy  or  manufacture 
into  creamery  butter  such  ci-eam,  and  having  in  a  patron's  or 
creameryman's  possession  should  be  evidence  that  it  was  intended 
for  sale  or  manufacture  into  butter. 

As  our  law  now  reads  much  more  effective  work,  bv  an 
inspector,  can  be  done  at  the  farms  of  the  creamery  patrons 
toward  improving  the  quality  of  cream  than  at  the  creamenes 
and  I  have  given  as  much  of  my  time  to  inspecting  dairy 
premises  as  I  could,  not  as  a  police  officer  but  as  an  instructor 
backed  bv  the  authoritv  of  the  law. 

This  work  is  ne(»essarily  slow  as  it  is  difficult  to  visit  over 
twenty  to  thirty  patrons  in  a  day.  Much  good  has  resulted 
from  this  work  and  creamery  men  demand  more  than  one  man 
can  possibly  accomplish  ^ith  the  other  duties  of  the  office. 

The  number  of  cows  used  for  dsXry  purposes  has  increased 
15  per  cent  in  two  years,  persons  traveling  over  the  state  cannot 
help  but  have  noticed  the  increased  number  of  cream  cans  loaded 
or  unloaded  at  stations  or  standing  on  the  platforms.  Hand 
separator  salesmen  report  their  sales  of  machines  have  increased 
fifty  per  cent  this  year  over  1905. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  growth  of  the  dairy  interests, 
the  necessity  of  instruction  for  patrons,  and  the  demand  for 
assistance  from  dairy  and  creamery  men,  it  would  seem  to  me 
to  be  a  wise  thing  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  so  that  another 
assistant  could  be  kept  at  this  work.

REPORT 


Much  care  has  been  exercised  in  an  effort  to  obtain  accuracy  in 
statistics,  but  the  results  are  not  entirely  satisfactory.  It  is,  how- 
ever, the  best  that  can  be  accomplished  under  the  present  system  of 
gathering  them.  The  assessors  -are  required  by  law  to  carefully 
finish  up  their  books  before  returning  them  to  the  county  auditors. 
These  latter  officers  seldom  have  time  to  go  over  the  assessors' 
work  just  when  their  books  are  turned  in,  and  as  a-result  discrep- 
ancies frequently  creep  into  the  county  auditors'  reports  to  this 
office.  In  many  instances  considerable  correspondence  has  been  ex- 
changed wuth  auditors  of  various  counties  with  g,  view  to  ascertain- 
ing the  cause  of  irregularties,  and  they  invariably  have  attributed 
the  source  of  all  discrepancies  to  the  assessors,  who  have  failed  to 
turn  in  sufficient  and  accurate  data.  Assessors  assert  in  many  in- 
stances that  these  inaccuracies  are  due  to  the  farmers'  unwillingness 
to  supply  sufficient  information. 

Farmers  apparently  have  conceived  the  idea  that  by  giving  a  full 
and  complete  statement  to  the  assessors  of  all  grain  and  stock  raised 
by  them  will  have  a  depressing  effect  upon  the  market  and  tend  to 
lessen  the  price  of  what  they  have  to  sell.  They  overlook  the  fact 
that  this  tendency  to  minimize  the  volume  of  their  products  or  fail- 
ure to  render  a  just  and  true  account  of  what  thev  actually  produce, 
has  the  effect  of  reducing  the  price  of  their  lands,  retards  immigra- 
tion and  militates  against  the  state's  growth  and  prosperity.  Th^e 
mere  concealment  of  the  facts  from  the  assessors  can  have  no  effect 
upon  the  market,  as  the  grain  and  stock  statistics  published  by  this 
department  are  at  least  one  and  a  half  years  late^  and  therefore  could 
have  no  bearing  whatever  upon  the  selling  price  of  these  commodi- 
ties. If  these  statistics  are  valuable,  and  no  doubt  they  are,  to  those 
seeking  new  homes,  they  should  be  accurate  and  reliable.  The  com- 
mission men  of  the  great  centers,  large  grain  dealers  and  manipu- 
lators, as  well  as  the  owners  of  packing  houses  and  exporters, 
through  their  paid  agents,  who  are  located  in  almost  every  city, 
cown  and  hamlet  to  gather  and  collate  the  prospective  as  well  as  the 
actual  production  of  the  different  kinds  of  products  produced  on  the 
farm,  have  knowledge  of  the  annual  yield  in  this  state.  They  come 
very  near  absolutely  knowing  what  every  farmer  will  raise  and  the 
probable  amount  he  will  sell  on  the  market.  It  is  not  this  class  of 
men  who  send  to  this  department  for  information  as  to  the  amount 
of  the  different  kinds  of  grain  produced  in  each  county  and  the  ag- 
gregate of  the  entire  state,  for  they  already  have  it  a  year  in  advance 
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of  this  department,  but  it  is  those  who  live  in  other  states  who  are 
dissatisfied  with  their  environments,  discontented  with  exorbitant 
rentals  and  who  wish  to  secure  homes  and  improve  their  financial 
conditions — this  is  the  class  of  |>eople  who  want  to  know  in  which 
county  to  locate,  if  they  do  come ;  and  the  only  evidence  they  have 
as  a  guide  is  the  statistics  furnished  by  the  state's  statistician.  They 
want  to  go  to  that  county  which  produces  the  greatest  average  yield 
of  all  the  cereals,  as  well  as  the  most  stock.  Therefore,  to  conceal 
the  actual  facts  and  prevent  a  correct  publication  of  the  grain  raised 
in  any  .given  county,  not  only  works  a  detriment  to  the  fanner  and 
landowner,  but  prevents  an  increase  in  the  value  of  real  estate,  and 
retards  immigration  to  the  county.  The  majority  of  new  settlers 
are  going  to  those  counties  which  show  the  greatest  growth  and 
where  the  average  yield  has  been  the  largest. 

Sections  129  and  133  of  the  Revised  Codes,  1905,  provide: 

"Penalty  for  Obstructing  Commissioner.  Any  person  who 
wilfully  impedes  or  obstructs  the  commissioner  in  the  full  and  free 
performance  of  his  duties  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  or 
more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  seven 
nor  more  than  thirty  days  in  the  county  pail,  or  by  both.  The  re- 
fusal or  neglect  of  any  person  for  himself  or  for  any  person,  firm, 
company  or  corporation  of  which  he  is  a  members,  or  agent,  to  fur- 
nish the  information  or  statistical  statement  required  to  be  furnished 
to  assessors,  sliall  be  construed  to  be  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  countv  auditor 
to  report  such  violation  with  tlie  names  and  postoffice  address  and 
place  of  residence  of  the  violator  as  furnished  him  by  the  assessor 
to  the  state's  attorney  for  the  county  in  which  such  violation  oc- 
curred, and  the  state's  attorney  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  enforce 
the  penalty  ptovided  in  this  section  against  such  persons;  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  subpoena  the  assessor  and  such  other  witnesses 
as  inay  be  necessary,  and  to  introduce  the  assessor's  returns  in 
evidence." 

"State  Statistician.  The  commissioner  of  agriculture  and 
labor  shall  be  the  state  statistician.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  obtain 
from  assessors  and  other  officers  of  the  organized  counties  of  the 
state,  and  to  collate  and  prepare  in  tabulated  form  for  reference, 
statistics  showing  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  real  and  personal 
property,  the  acreage  and  yield  of  all  kinds  of  grain  and  tame 
grasses ;  the  number  of  horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  other  live  stock, 
and  other  information  pertaining  to  and  showing  the  condition  of 
the  growth,  development  and  resources  of  the  state  by  counties." 

"Section  1340.     Duty  of  State  Statistician.    The  state  sta- 

'*cian  is  hereby  required  to  carry  into  eflFect  the  provisions  of  the 

going  sections  relating  to  the  collection  and  compilation  an- 

ly  of  the  statistical  data  therein  mentioned,  and  he  shall  cause 
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the  returns  wh^n  received  to  be  arranged,  classified,  and  published 
in  the  best  and  most  convenient  manner  in  order  to  exhibit  the  an- 
nual growth  and  development  of  each  county  in  the  state." 

"Section  1338.  Penalty  for  Neglect  or  Refusal.  Any  as- 
sessor or  county  auditor  who  shall  wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  perform  the  duties  required  in  the  foregoing  sections, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars." 

The  objection  to  this  section  is  that  prior  to  the  time  the  county 
auditors  make  their  report  the  assessors  have  filed  theirs,  received 
compensation  for  the  services  they  performed  and  discharged,  and  if 
upon  the  examination  of  these  reports  they  are  found  to  contain 
gross  and  palpable  errors,  the  assessor  is  out  and  beyond  the  control 
of  the  county  auditor.  The  county  auditor  is  satisfied  that  the  re- 
turns are  incorrect,  but  he  is  powerless  to  cause  a  re-assessment 
and  unable,  for  lack  of  time,  to  make  a  personal  investigation  to 
secure  correct  data,  and  is,  therefore,  left  with  two  alternatives, 
either  to  change  the  wrong  figures  or  to  compile  them  as  he  finds 
them. 

As  to  the  -correctness  of  the  foregoing,  the  letters  of  a  few  of 
the  county  auditors  are  herewith  appended.  It  would  occupy  too 
much  space  to  publish  all  of  them,  but  the  following  sufficiently  ex- 
plain the  existing  conditions:

"W.  C  Gilbreath,  Bismarck,  N.  D. : 

"Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  4th  inst.,  re- 
garding farm  statistics  as  reported  for  1907.  The  only  explanation 
that  I  have  to  oflFer  for  the  discrepancy  in  acreage  is  that  the  asses- 
sors' returns  are  at  fault.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  assessors  attempt- 
ed to  do  their  duty  in  gathering  farm  statistics,  but  in  many  cases 
were  mislead  by  the  farmers.  At  the  time  the  assessment  was  made 
last  year,  I  understand  that  the  Society  of  Equity  was  preaching  to 
the  farmers  to  withhold  their  farm  statistics  from  all  parties,  and 
thereis  no  question  but  what  a  number  reported  the  acreage  of  grain 
in  crop  or  to  be  sown  below  the  actual  figures.  As  to  the  number 
of  farms  reported,  that  is  evidently  an  error,  for,  as  near  as  I  can 
estimate  them,  there  should  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  850.  I  ani 
sorr>^  that  we  are  unable  to  furnish  your  office  with  more  accurate 
figures  on  farm  statistics.

"Dear  Sir  :  I  wish  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
27th  inst.,  asking  for  an  explanation  or  probable  cause  of  the  dis- 
crepancy in  statistical  reports  for  1907.  In  reply  thereto,  will  state 
that  all  of  the  assessors'  records  were  forwarded  to  your  office  at 
your  request. 

"As  to  probable  cause  of  discrepancy,  will  §ay  that  I  consider 
the  reports  as  turned  in  by  the  assessors  nothing  more  than  a  farce, 
not  being  reliable  in  any  detail.  In  most  cases,  the  assessors  have 
done  the  best  they  could  with  such  information  as  they  were  able 
to  get.  In  some  cases  the  assessors  are  no  more  anxious  to  return 
information  in  this  matter  than*  the  farmers  are  to  give  it.  I  think 
that  the  present  system  falls  far  short  of  securing  the  results  in- 
tended. I  know  of  no  way  to  verify  my  recapitulation,  as  I  have 
not  the  original  assessors*  returns.

"Dear  Sir:  Referring  to  your  letter,  will  say  that  it  seems  a 
custom  among  the  farmers  of  this  county  to  evade  the  answering 
of  these  questions,  and  .when  they  do  they  try  and  make  it  as  con- 
flicting as  possible,  so  as  not  to  give  any  more  light  for  the  general 
public  in  regard  to  acreage  of  grain  sown  as  in  their  mind  it  seems 
to  be  a  benefit  for  the  board  of  trade,  which  they  hope  to  keep  in 
the  dark  as  much  as  possible. 

"I  have  referred  the  assessors  to  the  law  in  regard  to  these  cases, 
and  they  say  it  is  impossible  to  get  a  correct  xeport  from  any  one 
farmer,  law  or  no  law ;  therefore,  the  assessors  have  done  their  best 
under  these  conditions. 

"I  realize  that  this  makes  a  conflicting  report,  but  cannot  seem 
to  right  it,  as  these  reports  are  certified  to  me  under  oath  of  the 
assessor,  and  I  can  only  put  down  for  the  total  what  has  been  certi- 
fied to  me.

"Dear  Sir:  The  cause  of  discrepancy  as  referred  to  is  caused 
by  neglect  of  assessors  in  collecting  statistics.  Some  of  the  asses- 
ors  return  very- incomplete  reports,  while  one  assessor  failed  to  re- 
turn any.  The  report  we  sent  you  was  made  out  according  to  l)ooks 
returned  to  me.  I  have  tried  to  explain  to  assessors  the  necessity 
of  collecting  these  statistics,  so  I  may  make  out  an  accurate  report, 
but  assessors  say  a  great  many  farmers  refuse  to  give  in  any  in- 
formation along  this  line,  some  saying  they  cannot  tell*  as  they  do 
not  keep  an  account  of  these  matters;  others  have  the  mistaken 
idea  that  these  statistics,  regarding  grain  especially,  are  used  for 
speculation,  etc.,  and  some  of  the. assessors  have  told  me  that  it  is 
impossible  to  collect  these  statistics  correctly.

"Dear  Sir:  In  1907,  some  townships  in  this  county  made  no 
crop  report  to  this  office — returning  their  books  blank.  Reason 
given,  that  it  was  information  given  out  for  the  benefit  of  elevators 
and  grain  men.  Hence,  the  report  for  1907  is  not  a  full  report  of 
crop  conditions  for  1907.  What  this  office  did  get  was  correctly 
summarized  and  sent  you.

It  is  quite  apparent  from  these  letters  that  the  present  system  of 
collecting  statistics  is  a  failure,  and  is  and  will  continue  to  work  a 
detriment  to  North  Dakota  so  long  as  it  is  continued.  Assessors 
who  wilfully  fail  to  perform  their  sworn  duty,  aided 'by  influences 
which  seek  to  suppress  the  facts,  are  not  the  proper  official  sources  to 
obtain' accurate  data  for  publication.  The  law  should  be  changed, 
taking  these  reports  out  of  the  hands  of  the  assessors,  and  substitut- 
ing an  assistant  statistician  in  each  judicial  district  whose  duties 
shall  be  defined  by  an  act  of  the  legislature. 

Under  the  present  cstray  law,  each  person  taking  up  stock  is  re- 
quired, within  ten  days  after  assuming  control  of  such  stock,*  to  give 
notice  of  the  finding  and  taking  up  thereof  in  a  weekly  newspaper, 
and  each  j>erson  is  further  required  to  mail  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  and  Labor  a  true  copy  of  such  notice.  ^  great  ma- 
jority of  these  notices  come  to  this  office,  in  the  form  of  either  pencil 
or  typewritten  memoranda,  and  as  this  department  has  required  a 
clipping  of  the  printed  notice  as  it  appeared  in  the  newspaper,  a  vast 
amount  of  correspondence  has  been  necessitated.  Nearly  all  this 
letter  writing  might  be  obviated  if  the  law  was  amended  to  read: 
"Clipping  of  the  printed  notice  as  it  actually  appeared  in  the  news- 
paper," instead  of  "true  copy,"  as  it  now  reads. 

There  is  no  statutory  provision  for  cancellation  or  transfer  of  re- 
corded brands,  but  this  office  has  held,  under  an  opinion  received 
from  the  attorney  general,  that  legally  recorded  stock  brands  may 
be  cancelled  by  bill  of  sale  from  the  owner,  or  legal  representatives, 
after  which  cancelation  of  such  stock  brands  might  be  issued  to  first 
applicant.  The  law  should  be  amended  so  as  to  make  provision  fpf 
this  contingency.  More  than  eleven  thousand,  four  hundred  stock 
brands  are  on  record  in  this  office. 

It  has  been  urged  with  some  substantial  reasons  that  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture  and  Labor  should  have  authority  to  refuse 
registration  of  all  grade  and  mongrel  stallions,  w^hose  services  will 
not  raise  the  breeding  standard  to  a  higher  excellence. 
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The  coal  mine  law  does  not  make  any  distinction  between  a  sub- 
terranean mine  and  a  mere  pit,  which  latter  often  supplies  fuel  only 
for  the  owner  himself.  There  have  been  many  protests  against  the 
license  proposition,  the' fee  for  which  is  the  same  whether  the  output 
be  one  hundred  tons,  five  hundred  thousand  tons,  or  more.  The  reports 
have  not  been  complete,  because  the  operators  have  not  kept  records 
covering  all  the  data  required..  The  list  of  licensed  mines  covers 
only  those  that  paid  on  or  before  June  30,  1908,  since  which  time 
a  few  others  have  also  paid  their  $5.00  fee.

Each  person  taking  up  an  estray  horse,  mare,  colt,  ass,  mule,  or 
neat  cattle,  sheep,  hog  or  goat,  shall  within  ten  days  thereafter  give 
notice  of  th€  finding  and  taking  up  of  the  said  animal  in  a  weekly 
newspaper,  if  there  is  such  a  newspaper  published  in  the  county ;  if 
not,  in  the  nearest  newspaper,  which  advertisement  shall  give  a  de- 
scription of  such  estray  and  the  marks  ancl  brands  thereon.  Any ' 
person  taking  up  such  estray  shall  also  file,  within  ten  days,  with  the 
county  auditor  of  the  county  wherein  such  estray  is  taken  up^  a  de- 
scription of  such  estray,  and  the  marks  and  brands  thereon.  Such 
person  shall,  also,  within  ten  days  from  the  time  of  taking  up  such 
estray,  mail  to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Labor,  at  his 
office  in  Bismarck,  by  registered  mail,  a  true  copy  of  the  notice  here- 
inbefore required  to  be  given  to  the  county  auditor  of  the  respective 
counties.  The  receipt  for  the  registered  letter  and  proof  of  such 
publication  of  the  notice  as  herein  provided  must  be  filed  with  the 
county  auditor  of  the  county  where  such  estray  was  taken  up  before 
said  estray  can  be  appraised  or  before  appraisers  can  be  appointed. 
Any  person  taking  tip  such  an  estray  who  fails  to  advertise  such 
estray,  or  who  fails  to  file  a  description  thereof  with  the  county 
auditor,  or  fails  to  mail  a  copy  of  said  notice  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  and  Labor,  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  owners  of  such  estray  for 
all  damages  caused  by  neglecting  to  advertise  as  herein  provided ; 
provided,  if  any  person  shall  take  up  an  estray  which  is  apparently 
worthless,  such  estray  may  at  once  be  appraised,  and  if  found  worth- 
less, may  be  destroyed.  The  person  taking  up  such  estray  shall 
notify  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county,  and  such  justice  shall 
immediately  choose  one  disinterested  freeholder  as  one  appraiser, 
the  party  taking  up  the  estray  shall  choose  one  disinterested  free- 
holder, and  the  two  so  chosen  shall  appoint  a  third  person  living  in 
the  vicinity  where  the  estray  was  taken  up,  and  the  three  persons 
shall  constitute  a  board  of  appraisers  who*  shall  act  without  com- 
pensation. If  such  appraisers  shall  appraise  the  estray  as  worthless, 
it  shall  be  detroyed  by  the  party  taking  it  up.

Every  owner  of  a 
sire  charging  a  service  fee,  in  order  to  have  a  lien  for  service  upon 
the  offspring  of  any  such  sire  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
shall  file  a  statement,  verified  by  oath,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
belief,  with  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Labor,  giving  the 
name,  age,  description  and  pedigree  of  breeding  of  such  sire,  so  far 
^s  known,  as  well  as  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  he  is  ad- 
vertised for  service. 

Certificate  of  Commissioner  of  Agriculture.  Filing  and  Posting. 
The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Labor,  upon  receipt  of  the 
statement  specified  in  the  las.t  section,  shall  issue  a  certificate  to  the 
owner  thereof,  who  shall  file  a  copy  of  such  certificate  with  the  reg- 
ister of  deeds  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which  such  sire  shall  stand 
for  service,  and  copies  of  such  certificate  shall  also  be  posted  con- 
spicuously in  all  places  where  such  sire  shall  stand  for  service,  which 
certificate  shall  state  the  name,  age,  description,  pedigree  and  owner- 
ship of  such  sire  and  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  sire  is 
advertised  for  service.  Such  certificate  shall  be  procured  and  filed 
prior  to  the  service  of  such  sire,  and  all  certificates  procured  and 
posted  acocrding  to  this  section  shall  be  operative  as  long  as  the 
terms  and  conditions  remain  the  same.  The  origfinal  certificate  shall 
follow  the  sire  in  all  changes  of  ownership,  and  all  transfers  shall 
be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and 
Labor,  and  a  bill-of-sale  filed  with  the  register  of  deeds,  as  is  pro- 
vided for  the  filing  of  the  original  certificate,  and  that  the  provisions 
'  of  this  chapter  so  far  as  relates  to  the  filing  of  the  statement  afore- 
said have  been  complied  with,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Labor  shall  have  the  power  to  charge  one  dollar  for  eich 
certificate  and  recording  thereof,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  all  copies 
of  certificates,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  filing  certificate  with  register 
of  deeds,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  recording  each  transfer.

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COAL  MINE  STATISTICS. 

Coal  Mine  License,  How  Procured.  The  operator  of  each  and 
every  coal  mine  operated  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  and  selling 
coal  to  the  general  public,  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day 
of  July,  after  fehe  passage  and  approval  of  this  act,  procure  a  Hcense 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Labor,  for  which  he  shall 
pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars. 

Statistics  to  be  Furnished.  There  shall  be  kept  in  a  book  to  be 
provided  for  that  purpose,  at  each  mine  operated  and  selling  coal 
to  tlie  general  public,  the  following  information:  Name  of  the 
mine ;  its  location ;  when  it  began  business ;  by  whom  owned ;  by 
whom  operated;  number  of  tons  of  coal  mined:  number  of  men 
employed;  wages  paid  by  the  day,  week,  month  and  year;  t!ie 
total  cost  of  operating  the  mine ;  the  total  amount  of  Qpal  sold,  and 
the  price  received  therefor,  and  such  other  statistical  nformation  as 
the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Labor  may  prescribe,  to  be 
kept  by  such  mine,  under  the  provisions  of  section  127  of  the  revised 
codes  of  1905 ;  provided,  that  when  the  report  of  any  operator  of  a 
coal  mine  in  this  state  shows  that  the  output  of  his  mine  has  not 
been  more  than  five  hundred  tons  of  coal  for  the  vear,  the  five  dollars 
paid  as  license  shall  be  returned  to  such  operator. 

Report  to  Cornmissioncr  of  Acrricultiire.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  all  persons  operating  mines  within  this  state,  as  provided  in  sec- 
tions one  and  two  of  this  act,  to  make  verified  report  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture  and  Labor,  containing  all  the  information  to 
be  kept  by  said  mine  operator,  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  act, 
together  with  such  further  information  as  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture and  Labor  may  require  under  the  provisions  of  section  127  of 
the  revised  codes  of  190/5. 

Penalty  for  Failure  to  Comply  ivith  Law.  Every  mine  owner  and 
operator  who  shall  operate  any  coal  mine  w'ithout  first  procurin^^ 
the  license  herein  provided  for,  or  who  shall  wilfully  fail,  neelect  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  ^  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  as  the 
court  may  determine.

INTRODUCTORY 


The  bknnial  period  which  is  the  subject  of  this  report  has  been 
one  of  unexampled  prosperity  for  the  state  of  North  Dakota.  So- 
cially, commercially,  and  especially  in  the  field  of  agricultural  indus- 
try, progress  has  been  healthy  and  rapid,  and,  today,  the  state  stands, 
in  the  first  rank  of  those  commonwealths  whose  principal  wealth  is 
derived  from  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  and  its  allied  occupations. 

Several  causes  have  contributed  to  these  desirable  conditions.  The 
principal  K>nt  has  doubtless  been  the  practical  realization  by  dwellers 
in  other  states  of  the  great  opportunities  offered  in  North  Dakota  to 
the  man  who  is  willing  to  work,  and  the  consequent  large  influx 
of  an  intelligent  and  well-equipped  class  of  immigrants.  In  this 
manner  the  population  has  grown  to  upwards  of  600,000  souls, 
representing  the  thrift  and  energy  of  the  nation  and  guaranteeing 
in  themselves  the  future  prosperity  of  the  state. 

Another  prominent  factor  in  reaching  our  present  prosperity  has 
been  the  prolific  yield  garnered  by  the  farming  population.  Both 
in  acreage  and  average  secured  per  acre  in  all  crops  raised  results 
have  been  most  satisfactory.  Always  one  of  the  largest  wheat-pro- 
ducing states  in  the  Union,  in  1909  North  Dakota  headed  the  list  of 
spring  wheat  states  with  the  enormous  output  of  more  than  93,000,- 
000  bushels.  Other  crops  have  produced  accordingly,  and  the  acre- 
age for  1910  promises  a  still  greater  increase  in  the  future.  Prices 
obtained  for  agricultural  products  during  the  period  covered  have 
been  very  satisfactory,  especially  during  the  marketing  of  the  1909 
crop,  and,  if  present  markets  and  the  outlook  generally  are  any  indi- 
cation, it  would  seem  that  a  permanent  era  of  highly  remunerative 
returns  for  labor  expended  on  the  farm  has  been  inaugurated. 

Railway  development  has  kept  pace  with  the  general  advance  along 
all  lines  of  industrial  endeavor  and  it  is  certain  that  the  close  of  the 
present  year  will  see  a  mileage  within  the  state  of  more  than  6,000 
miles,  with  no  county  without  adequate  means  of  transportation  for 
its  products.  Lines  at  present  being  graded  and  surveyed  total  up- 
wards of  1,300  miles,  principally  in  the  western  parts  of  the  state, 
which,  when  in  operation,  will  open  up  millions  of  acres  to  the 
markets  of  the  world. 

Rural  mail  service,  telegraph  and  telephone  lines  have  been  extend- 
ed in  every  direction  through  the  rural  districts,  and,  by  adding  to  the 
comfort  of  farm  life  have  aided  materially  in  the  general  progress. 

The  rapid  shrinkage  of  government  land  available  for  homestead 
entrv  has  also  been  a  contributorv  cause  to  the  influx  of  immi- 
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grants,  and  the  time  is  evidently  approaching  when  the  free  home 
will  be  a  thing  of  the  past.  The  realization  of  this  fact  has  been 
responsible  for  a  large  portion  of  the  settlement  of  the  more  western 
counties  where  such  government  land  as  is  yet  available  is  situated. 
An  inevitable  accompjinirpeflt  pf  l^i^  con^itiqn  has  been  the  quick 
rise  in  price  of  contiguous  land,  which,  in  these  regions  is  now  ap- 
proximating in  price  that  of  the  older  settled  portions  of  the  state. 
Conipared  hoAvever  with  the  value  pf  lands  in  Iowa,  Indiana,  Illinois 
ai^d  other  niore  eastern  states,  pripes  in  NortV\  Bakota  yet  seem 
ridiculQusly  low,  especially  w}ien  i^  is  considered  that  acre  for  acre 
the  land  of  this  st^te  is  the  equal  of  a^y  in  the  country  and  that 
the  excellent  railway  facilities  now  offered  give  to  pur  faripers  all 
the  advantages  of  rapid  transportation  service  to  tlie  eastern  and 
loc^l  markets,  facilities  equal  to  and  in  many  instances  superior  to 
tho^e  pf  m^ny  older  commonwealths. 

Since  tjie  last,  biennial  report  of  this  department  five  new  counties 
h?^Ye  been  ^dclc4  to.  th^  state's  roster,  viz :  Dunn,  Mountrail,  Sherid^m, 
Bvifke  and  R^nyiUe,  making  the  total  number  of  forty-eight  for  the 
state:  The^-e  no\v  remains  no  part  of  the  state  unorganized,  and 
such  phanges  as  may  be  consqmmated  in  the  future  will  be  such  as 
follow  the  subdivision  of  some  of  the  larger  counties.  Statistics 
given  elsewl^ere  in  this  report  will  reveal  the  truly  stupendous  prog- 
ress made  by  these  new  counties,  than  which  no  more  convincing 
testimony  could  be  offered. 

Tlie  manufacturing  interests  have  made  equal  progress  with  agri- 
cultural development.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  brick  production 
of  the  counties  of  Morton  and  Stark,  where  the  high  quality  of  clay 
used  has  given  the  manufactured  article  more  than  a  state  reputation. 
The  coal  industry  also  shows  a  healthy  growth  and  it  is  expected  that 
a  tremendous  impetus  will  be  given  to  it  by  the  successful  outcome 
of  the  maximum  rate  case  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States. 
By  this  decision  and  the  resulting  readjustment  of  railway  rates  the 
area  within  which  lignite  coal  can  be  offered  in  competition  with 
eastern  coals  has  been  more  than  doubled  and  it  is  now  possible  to 
ship  coal  for  commercial  use  as  far  east  as  the  Twin  Cities.  Experi- 
mentation, with  the  view  of  producing  an  economical  method  of  bri- 
quetting  lignite  coal  at  the  mine  without  the  use  of  artificial  binders, 
or  with  such  a  binder  that  is  stable  and  not  too  costly,  has  been  con- 
tinued both  in  the  state  school  of  mines  and  by  private  parties,  and  it 
is  now  claimed  that  success  has  crowned  these  efforts.  Plants  are 
to  be  installed  at  various  mines  and  it  is  expected  that  the  new 
product  will  revolutionize  the  coal  trade  of  the  state,  by  placing  upon 
the  market  an  article  equal  in  every  respect  to  the  best  eastern  steam 
coals  and  at  a  greatly  reduced  prime  cost.  The  production  of  power 
by  means  of  especially  devised  gas  machines  for  the  use  of  producer 
gas  manufactured  from  the  native  lignite  has  also  been  receiving  the 
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attention  bf  quf  state  scieatists  and  an  early  solution  of  the  problem 
is  promised. 

Jn  the  northern  parts  of  the  state  the  discovery  of  natural  gas 
has  been  followed  by  its  practical  adaptation  to  commercial  uses» 
the  town  of  Westhope  now  using  it  for  both  lighting,  heating,  hoirse-  . 
hold  and  other  purposes. 

While  working  test  borings  for  a  new  bridge  over  the  Missouri 
river  at  Elmmonsburg,  Emmons  county,  the  engineers  encountered  a 
seven  foot  vein  of  excellent  lignite  coal,  at  a  greater  depth  than  any 
mining  yet  undertaken  in  that  vicinity.  This  discovery  indicates 
the  possibility  of  deep  mining  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  river  when- 
ever demand  for  the  pr-oduct  shall  justify  the  undertaking. 

One  of  the  most  indisputable  evidences  of  the  general  prosperity 
which  prevails  throughout  the  state  is  the  free  purchase  by  our 
fsirmers  of  automobiles,  both  on  account  of  their  economic  value  and 
because  of  the  opportunity  for  pleasurable  relaxation  which  their 
use  provides.  In  many  parts  at  public  functions  and  other  occasions 
where  communities  gather  together  for  business  or  pleasqre,  it  is 
not  uncommon  for  horse  conveyances  to  be  outnumbered  by  their 
modem  rivals,  and  such  is  the  heavy  demand  in  the  country  districts 
that  many  of  the  agents  for  the  different  makes  handle  them  by  the 
carload ;  in  one  instance  a  whole  train-load  of  favorite  manufacture 
was  shipped  to  one  consignee,  a  larger  proportion  being  sold  before 
arrival,  and  a  further  order  of  nine  carloads  being  necessary  to  fill 
the  ensuing  orders. 

A  commendable  and  important  feature  of  present  farming  methods 
is  the  tendency  to  a  healthy  diversification  of  crops  among  bur  agri- 
culturists. This  is  especially  noticeable  with  regard  to  hay  .and 
fodder  crops.  Alfalfa  has  now  been  p)ermajnently  established  as  a 
certain  crop  in  every  part  of  the  state,  largely  owing  to  increased 
knowledge  of  its  culture — heretofore  but  imperfectly  understood — 
and  a  fuller  appreciation  of  its  great  feeding  value.  Timothy,  the 
clovers  and  other  tame  grasses  have  also  been  successfully  raased, 
especially  in  the  Red  River  Valley,  where  the  stands  secured  rival 
in  many  instances  the  best  raised  in  the  famous  tame  grass  regions  of 
Minnesota. 

That  work  of  the  department  which  relates  to  the  gathering  of  sta- 
tistics has  again  been  the  subject  of  much  labor  and  correspondence, 
every  effort  having  been  put  forth  to  secure  the  most  reliable  in- 
formation possible  under  our  present  statutory  provisions.  While  it 
is  felt  that  much  yet  remains  to  be  done,  before  the  statistics  gathered 
truthfully  reflect  agricultural  conditions  in  every  detail  attempted  to 
be  covered,  it  must  be  noted  that  a  distinct  improvement  is  evident 
during  the  biennial  period  now  under  consideration.  This  has  been 
accomplished  by  insistent  correspondence  maintained  with  the  county 
auditors  of  the  various  counties,  who  in  turn  are  faithfully  endeavor- 
ing to  impress  upon  the  assessors  entrusted  with  the  actual  collection 
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of  the  figures  the  necessity  for  rigid  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  law.  This  has  been  supplemented  in  1910  by  the  fol- 
lowing personal  communication  to  every  assessor  in  the  state,  a 
perusal  of  which  will  convey  to  the  reader  some  idea  of  the  difficulties 
heretofore  encountered : 

"To  the  Assessor  of  Township,  City  or  Village: 

^'My  Dear  Sir:  The  information  to  be  gathered  by  you  under 
the  provisions  of  law  will  have  no  bearing,  whatever,  on  taxation. 
Statistics  are  withheld  from  and  positively  are  of  no  benefit  to  specu- 
lator$  and  board  of  trade  operators,  who  have  their  own  means  for 
making  "estimates"  at  least  a  year  and  a  half  in  advance. 

"Thoroughly  familiarize  yourself  with  requirements.  Inability 
to  obtain  data  does  not.  justify  you  in  failure.  The  most  accurate 
returns  that  the  circumstances  permit  must  be  obtained.  If  farm 
records  are  not  available,  careful  estimates  should  in  all  cases  be 
secured,  or  made. 

"See  that  the  acreage  cultivated,  and  acreage  not  cultivated 
aggregates  the  total  farm  acreage ;  that  is,  such  figures  must  repre- 
sent all  the  land  regularly  tilled  or  mowed,  land  pastured  and 
cropped  in  rotation,  land  lying  fallow,  land  in  gardens,  orchards, 
vineyards,  and  land  occupied  by  buildings.  If  a  person  owns  cer- 
tain lands,  and  rents  additional  land,  the  whole  thereof  must  be 
accounted  for  by  the  person  who  actually  farms  the  entire  acreage, 
as  these  figures  will  be  the  basis  of  all  subsequent  compilations. 

"Give  detailed  data  asked  for  by  schedules  for  every  crop  and 
production,  every  kind  of  animal,  the  different  values,  coal  mines, 
vital  statistics,  farm  labor,  dairy  industries,  etc.  Secure  the  closest 
possible  estimates  on  dairy  products — get  exact  number  of  cow^s  or 
heifers  milked,  and  consider  all  products  reserved  for  home  con- 
sumption with  that  sold  to  private  customers,  stations,  creameries, 
or  factories.  Give  equally  close  attention  to  manufactories  and 
other  industries,  labor  organizations,  elevators  and  warehouses, 
flouring  mills,  etc. 

"Heretofore  there  has  been  so  much  neglect  on  the  part  of  a 
few  assessors  in  gathering  statistics  that  your  auditor  has  been 
utterly  unable  to  give  the  state  a  just  and  comprehensive  report 
on  his  countv.  The  careless  indifference  of  onlv  one  assessor  re- 
fleets  upon  the  entire  county.  Ask  the  auditor  to  show  you  the 
law  covering  your  duties. 

"Your  auditor  is  familiar  with  every  detail  of  the  work,  and  if 
you  do  not  fully  understand  your  duties,  do  not  leaVe  his  office 
until  he  has  had  an  opportunity  to  instruct  you.  He  will  cheerfully 
do  this. 

"If  at  any  time  this  department  can  be  of  service  to  you,  do  not 
hesitate  to  write  me.

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The  latest  compilation  of  aj^riciiltural  statistics  comprises  several 
new  items,  which  cannot  fail  to  be  of  value  and  interest  to  the 
public.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  that  relating  to  the  acre- 
age and  yield  of  macaroni  wheat  in  the  state.  This  wheat  is  now 
recognized  as  one  of  the  staple  crops  and  it  is  fitting  that  exact 
information  should  be  had  on  these  poiftts.  Clover,  timothy  and 
alfalfa  are  similarly  treated,  the  increasing  and  successful  culture 
of  these  justifying  exact  figures  which  were  formerly  bulked  under 
the  heading  of  "other  tame  grasses."  Winter  wheat,  hulUess  bar- 
ley and  winter  rye  may  also  be  mentioned  as  now  coming  under 
separate  headings. 

In  the  report  of  this  department  for  the  biennial  period  ending 
June  30,  1908,  the  following  passage  occurred: 

Under  the  present  estray  law,  each  person  taking  up  stock  is  re- 
quired, within  ten  days  after  assuming  control  of  such  stock,  to  give 
notice  of  the  finding  and  taking  up  thereof  in  a  weekly  newspaper, 
and  each  person  is  further  required  to  mail  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  and  Labor  a  true  copy  of  such  notice.  A  great  ma- 
jority of  these  notices  come  to  this  office  in  the  form  of  either  pencil 
or  typewritten  memoranda,  and  as  this  department  has  required  a 
clipping  of  the  printed  notice  as  it  appeared  in  the  newspaper,  a  vast 
amount  of  correspondence  has  been  necessitated.  Nearly  all  this 
letter  writing  might  be  obviated  if  the  law  was  amended  to  read: 
"Qipping  of  the  printed  notice  as  it  actually  appeared  in  the  news- 
paper," instead  of  "true  copy,"  as  it  now  reads. 

The  same  conditions  referred  to  in  the  above  still  exist.  Owing 
to  the  pressure  of  business  during  the  closing  days  of  the  1909  ses- 
sion of  the  state  legislature  this  much  needed  legislation  failed  of 
passage,  and  it  is  urged  that  an  amendment  as  suggested  be  adopted 
at  the  earliest  opportunity.  The  law  continues  to  be  of  much  prac- 
tical benefit  to  liVe  stock  owners,  inquiries  received  by  the  depart- 
ment concerning  lost  stock  nearly  always  resulting  in  owners  being 
placed  in  communication  with  the  parties  who  took  up  the  estrays. 
The  only  failures  are  traceable  to  inaccurate  or  inadequate  descrip- 
tions. 

The  statutory  amendment  recommeded  by  this  department  in  the 
last  report,  relating  to  the  transfer  and  cancellation  of  recorded 
brands,  and  which  was  enacted  by  the  1909  legislature,  has  been 
entirely  satisfactory  in  its  workings,  and  the  records  of  the  office 
in  this  respect  are  now  very  complete,  more  than  12,500  brands 
being  of  record. 

The  following  recommendation  relating  to  coal  mines  was  made 
in  the  same  report: 

The  coal  mine  law  does  not  make  any  distinction  between  a  sub- 
terranean mine  and  a  mere  pit,  which  latter  often  supplies  fuel  only 
for  the  owner  himself.  There  have  been  many  protests  against  the 
license  proposition,  the  fee  for  which  is  the  same  whether  the  output 
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be  Qf%9  hMndred  tons,  five  hundred  thousand  tons,  or  morp.  The 
reports  h^V9  not  been  complete,  bep^use  the  operatc^rs  have  not  kept 
records  covering  all  the  data  required.  The  list  pf  licensed  tm^ 
covers  only  those  that  paid  on  or  before  June  30,  1908,  since  which 
time  a  few  Pther-*  hftve  also  paid  their  $5.00  fee. 

No  action  w&s  tjiken  by  th^  last  legislature  along  the  lines  sug- 
gested, and  the  protests  referred  to  have  continued. 

The  law  passed  by  the  1907  legislature,  requiring  the  filing  with 
the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  labor  of  information  relating 
to  the  holding  of  county  fairs  and  the  nature  of  exhibits,  with  other 
information,  has  proved  a  useful  and  satisfactory  piece  of  legisla- 
tion, this  office  being  now  able  to  furnish  information  to  all  en- 
quirers on  the  subject  and  possessing  a  complete  list  of  all  such 
fairs  to  be  held  in  the  state. 

The  law  enacted  by  the  1909  legislature,  establishing  a  Stallion 
Registration  Board,  requiring  owners  to  secure  a  license,  and  chang- 
ing the  place  of  registration  to  the  Agricultural  College  at  Fargo, 
became  operative  January  1,  1910,  and  the  business  of  the  board 
has  been  conducted  from  that  place  since.  Many  enquiries  are  yet, 
however,  received  by  this  department  from  owners  who  do  not  seem 
to  know  of  the  change. 

Possibly  the  work  of  this  department  which  has  resulted  in  the 
greatest  benefit  to  the  state,  both  present  and  prospective,  has  been 
that  accomplished  in  connection  with  the  promotion  of  immigration. 
At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  the  sum  of  $30,000  was  ap- 
propriated 'for  this  purpose  and  it  is  believed  that  the  good  results 
obtained  amply  justify  the  expenditure  of  this  or  even  a  much 
larger  sum.  In  furthering  the  object  of  this  appropriation  the  de- 
partment has  taken  for  its  watchword,  "Publicity,"  and  has  en- 
deavored to  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  offered  to  place 
before  possible  settlers  the  many  vast  resources  of  the  state  and  its 
splendid  oflFerings  to  the  merchant,  manufacturer  and  farmer.  Fol- 
lowing along  lines  which  previous  experience  has  indicated  to  be 
highly  effective,  carefully  selected  representative  samples  of  the 
state's  agricultural  and  industrial  products  have  been  attractively 
arranged  in  cabinets  and  exhibited  at  state  and  other  fairs  in  the 
states  of  Indiana,  Iowa,  Wisconsin  and  Illinois.  These  exhibits 
have  been  in  charge  of  competent  officials,  well  posted  in  regard  to 
the  subjects  offered  for  inspection  and  supplied  with  literature  per- 
tinent to  and  corroborative  of  the  exhibit.  While  it  is  of  course 
impossible  to  tabulate  the  exact  results  accruing  from  this  method 
of  exploitation,  it  is  certain  that  they  have  been  fruitful,  for  from 
these  states  come  by  far  the  greatest  number  of  enquiries  asking 
for  further  information.  The  grains,  grasses  and  other  products 
exhibited  at  these  fairs  are  secured  by  means  of  preliminary  con- 
tests open  to  all  the  farmers  of  the  state  in  which  prizes  are  offered 
for  the  most  attractive  and  meritorious  displays.     The  interest  dis- 
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played  by  farmers  in  these  contests  is  most  graitifying  and  it  is 
believed  th^t  the  friendly  rivalry  thus  created  h^s  beipn  of  grert 
value  in  fostering  more  careful  methods  of  soil  culture  and  seed  se- 
leGtion  gonei^lly. 

One  of  the  mast  elaborate  exhibits  ever  sent  out  from  this  state 
was  the  one  on  view  at  the  great  Corn  Expoaitipn  held  at  Omaha, 
Nebraska,  in  I>ecemher,  1909.  Everv  grain,  grass,  mineral  and  inr 
dustrial  product  lyas  well  represented,  and,  when  arranged  to  the 
best  advantage,  presented  a  concrete  whole  so  striking  in  appear- 
ance and  convincing  in  the  testimony  offered  of  North  Dakota's 
wealth  and  progress,  that  it  became  the  cynosure  of  all  eyes  and  th^ 
center  of  attra<:tion  in  the  agricultural  pavilioji  of  the  exposition.  A 
special  effort  was  made  on  this  occasion  to  make  known  the  progress 
of  the  state  in  the  culture  of  corn,  and  the  educative  value  of  the 
display  to  those  who  had  previously  placed  North  Dakota  without 
the  coj^n  belt  of  the  states,  alone  justified  the  work  and  expense  un- 
dertaken in  preparing  the  exhibit.  The  samples  offered  of  well-rip- 
ened, even-rowed  dent  and  other  corns,  picked  from  fields  whose 
average  yield  equalled  many  of  the  well  known  corn  states,  carrievl 
conviction  to  thousands  who  had  previously  refused  to  believe  that 
the  cereal  could  be  raisel  in  a  latitude  so  far  north. 

The  publication  of  the  North  Dakota  Magazine  has  been  contin- 
ued along  the  lines  projected  at  the  time  of  its  inception,  and  there 
is  every  reason  to  believe  that  it  constitutes  a  most  useful  me- 
dium for  attracting  the  attention  of  thousands  of  prospective  set- 
tlers who  are  seeking  a  refuge  in  the  west  from  the  crowded  con- 
ditions existing  in  so  many  of  the  eastern  and  mid-western  states. 
The  main  feature  of  the  publication  consists  of  its  wood-cuts,  with 
which  it  is  plentifully  interleaved.  These  illustrations  are  of  actual, 
every  day  happenings,  landscapes  and  other  scenes  within  the  state, 
so  arranged  as  to  convey  to  the  reader  a  correct  idea  of  the  home 
life,  physical  attributes,  commercial  and  industrial  development  of 
the  commonwealth.  The  letter-press  consists  of  historical  and  de- 
scriptive articles-written  on  special  subjects  of  timely  interest  by  well 
known  and  conservative  authorities,  editorial  contributions,  verse, 
statistics,  all  intimately  relating  to  the  state,  its  aims  and  aspirations, 
the  ultimate  object  of  which  is  to  present  to  the  reader  a  plain,  un- 
varnished, yet  withal  entertaining  and  readable  statement  of  con- 
(litions  as  they  actually  exist,  in  the  hope  of  exciting  interest  in  the 
splendid  agricultural,  commercial  and  industrial  opportunities  exist- 
ing on  every  hand. 

An  important  educational  function  of  the  department  has  been  its 
issue,  from  time  to  time,  of  accurate  and  up-to-the-minute  state 
maps.  Such  has  been  the  growth  of  the  state  in  farming, '  railway 
and  commercial  industries  that  this  involves  a  re-issue  at  frequent 
intervals,  showing  the  latest  counties,  railways  and  other  features. 
These  maps  are  eagerly  sought  for  by  enquirers,  both  from  within 
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and  without  the  state  boundaries,  and  the  rapidity  with  which  they 
are  disposed  of  is  held  to  be  a  most  encouraging  indication  of  the 
widespread  desire  for  the  latest  data  on  our  progress.  On  the  back 
of  these  maps  is  printed  statistical  information  in  tabulated  and  con- 
crete form,  relating  to  agricultural  production,  education,  banking 
and  other  subjects  likely  to  interest  the  progressive  citizen.  The 
latest  issue  of  the  department  in  this  class  has  been  a  wall  map  of 
more  pretentious  appearance  than  the  smaller  pocket  and  folder 
maps.  The  map  itself  is  a  larger  reproduction  of  the  smaller  one. 
the  margin  consisting  of  a  gazetteer,  descriptive  write-ups  of  all  the 
state  institutions,  and  a  vast  amount  of  other  valuable  information. 
Its  success  was  spontaneous  and  immediate  and  many  times  the 
number  printed  could  be  disposed  of. 

Another  successful  innovation  introduced  by  the  department  in 
1909  has  been  the  publication  of  weekly  crop  reports  during  the 
growing  season.  An  endeavor  was  made  to  procure  a  reliable  cor- 
respondent in  each  county  of  the  state  who  would  furnish  a  brief 
weekly  summary  of  crop  conditions  for  his  county.  While  the  de- 
partment was  unable  to  procure  response  from  every  county  yet 
sufficient  were  secured  to  cover  the  whole  state  and  enable  the  com- 
pilation of  reliable  weekly  bulletins.  These  were  mailed  to  numerous 
points  throughout  the  state  and  were  available  for  all  who  sought 
this  class  of  information. 

The  financial  depression  in  the  eastern  states  during  1908,  and 
consequent  stagnation  of  many  industries,  oifered  another  opportun- 
ity for  calling  public  attention  to  the  many  opportunities  offered  to 
the  willing  worker  in  North  E^akota.  This  was  accomplished  by 
insertion  in  prominent  eastern  and  mid-western  papers  of  short  ad- 
vertisements soliciting  corresp)ondence  with  any  one  desirous  of 
changiing  their  occupation  and  engaging  to  make  their  wants  known 
to  5,000  people  throughout  the  state.  Hundreds  of  answers  were 
received  to  these  advertisements.  These  were  epitomized,  as  they 
arrived  from  time  to  time,  and  sent  out  to  the  various  commercial 
clubs  throughout  the  state,  where  they  were  in  turn  posted  on  the 
bulletin  boards  and  given  publicity  in  other  ways.  In  this  manner 
correspondence  between  merchants,  farmers,  and  others,  wanting 
help,  and  those  seeking  it,  was  started,  resulting  in  the  permanent 
location  within  the  state  of  many  industrious  and  useful  citizens. 
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QUOTATION  FROiM  THE  LAW  REQUIRING  COMMIS-

**The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Labor  shall  be  the  state 
statistician.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  obtain  from  the  assessors  and 
other  officers  of  the  organized  counties  of  the  state,  and  to  collate 
and  prepare  in  tabulated  form  for  reference,  statistics  showing  the

ELEVATORS  AND  WAREHOUSES. 

1.  Report  of  Grain  Shipments.  The  owner,  agent  or  operator 
of  every  elevator,  warehouse  or  grain  station  shall  make  an  annual 
sworn  statement  and  report  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and 
labor  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  August  in  each  year.  Such 
report  shall  show  the  amount  and  kind  of  grain  bought  and  shipped 
during  the  preceding  year  ending  July  30. 

2.  Report  of  Track  or  Independent  Buyers.  Every  station 
agent  of  every  railroad  shall  report  to  the  commissioner  of  agricul- 
aure  and  labor  annually  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  the 
amount  of  grain  shipped  by  independent  or  track  buyers  or  by  other 
individuals  not  the  owners  or  operators  of  any  warehouse  or  ele- 
vator at  his  station. 

3.  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  Furnishes  Blanks.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  labor  to 
furnish  all  persons  required  to  make  the  reports  provided  for  in  this 
act  with  the  necessary  and  appropriate  blanks  on  which  to  make  and 
leturn  such  report. 

Approved  March  19,  1907. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  law  you  will  find  I  have  tabu- 
lated all  the  reports  sent  to  my  office  and  they  will  follow  this 
letter. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following:  The  railway  sta- 
tion agents  refuse  to  pay  from  their  salary  the  cost  of  notarial  fees ; 
there  is  no  penalty  made  in  the  law  if  there  should  be  no  report  sent 
to  my  office ;  some  agents  report  the  number  of  cars  of  grain  shippefl, 
others  report  the  number  of  pounds  of  grain  billed  out  by  them ; 
such  figures  are  very  misleading  and  cannot  be  verified. 

If  this  law  was  passed  to  give  an  account  of  the  number  of  bushels 
of  grain  raised  in  each  county  it  is  a  farce,  for  at  many  stations  near 
the  boundary  lines  of  counties  the  bulk  of  the  grain  shipped  is  raised 
in  adjoining  counties.

Of  late  years,  however,  so  marked  a  change  has  been  apparent 
and  industrial  enterprises  have  grown  at  so  rapid  a  rate  that  it  is  now 
necessary  to  give  them  official  recognition  by  the  collection  and  tabu- 
lation of  figures  relating  to  their  condition.  Such  work  is  always 
difficult  to  inaugurate  and  reliable  information  hard  to  procure  from 
those  interested.  Hence,  though  it  is  probable  that  a  conservative 
estimate  would  place  the  value  of  manufactured  articles  in  Nbrth 
Dakota  at  $10,000,  the  statistics  offered  in  this  first  report  will  not 
come  up  to  that  figure. 

Past  experience  in  other  directions  justifies  the  assertion  that 
this  condition  will  soon  be  remedied  as  manufacturers  come  to  real- 
ize more  fully  the  practical  value  of  accurate  industrial  information. 

Statistics  concerning  labor  other  than  that  performed  on  farms 
and  railway  labor  statistics  are  included  in  this  report  for  the  first 
time.

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COAL  MINE  STATISTICS. 

Coal  Mine  License.  Hozv  Procured.  The  operator  of  each  and 
every  coal  mine  operated  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  and  selling 
coal  to  the  general  public,  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day 
of  July,  after  the  passage  and  approval  of  this  act,  procure  a  license 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Lator,  for  which  he  shall 
pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars. 

Statistics  to  be  Furnished.  There  shall  be  kept  in  a  book  fo  be 
provided  for  that  purpose,  at  each  mine  operated  and  selling  coal 
to  the  general  public,  the  following  information:  Name  of  the 
mine ;  its  location ;  when  it  began  business ;  by  whom  owned ;  by 
whom  operated ;  number  of  tons  of  coal  mined ;  number  of  men 
employed ;  wages  paid  by  the  day,  week,  month  and  year ;  the 
total  cost  of  operating  the  mine ;  the  total  amount  of  coal  sold,  and 
the  price  received  therefor,  and  such  other  statistical  information  as 
the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Labor  may  prescribe,  to  be 
kept  by  such  mine,  under  the  provisions  of  section  127  of  the  revised 
todes  of  1905 ;  provided,  that  when  the  report  of  any  operator  of  a 
coal  mine  in  this  state  shows  that  the  output  of  his  mine  has  not 
been  more  than  five  hundred  tons  of  coal  for  the  year,  the  five  dollars 
paid  as  license  shall  be  returned  to  such  operator. 

Report  of  Commissioner  of.  Agriculture.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  all  persons  operating  mines  within  this  state,  as  provided  in  sec- 
tions one  and  two  of  this  act,  to  make  verified  report  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture  and  Labor,  containing  all  the  information  to 
be  kept  by  saul  mine  operator,  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  act 
together  with  such  further  information  as  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture and  I^bor  may  require  under  the  provisions  of  section  137 
of  the  revised  codes  of  1905. 

Penalty  far  Failure  to  Comply  with  Law.  Every  mine  owner  and 
operator  who  shall  operate  any  coal  mine  without  first  procuring  the 
license  herein  provided  for,  or  who  shall  wilfully  fail,  neglect  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  as  the 
court  may  determine.

INTRODUCTORY. 


June  30,  1912,  marks  the  close  of  a  biennial  period  which  in 
some  important  respects  has  been  unprecedented  in  the  history 
of  North  Dakota.  Reference  is  had  particularly  to  the  corp 
failure  of  1910  and  the  curtailed  yields  of  1911,  two  untoward 
circumstances  which  were  well  calculated  to  try  the  fibre  of  our 
people  and  which  perhaps,  during  the  earlier  days  of  the  young 
territory  and  state,  might  well  have  spelled  almost  irremediable 
disaster  or  at  the  l)est  have  seriously  retarded  our  material  pro- 
gress. 

So  far  however  from  such  being  the  case  in  1910  and  1911  it  is 
with  pride  that  we  are  able  to  note  the  entire  absence,  at  any 
time  during  those  years,  of  any  signs  whatsoever  indicating 
panic,  discouragement,  or  of  anything  but  a  philosophical  accept- 
ance of  the  situation  and  an  abiding  faith  that  the  law  of  aver- 
ages would,  in  the  future,  furnish  adequate  compensation  for 
the  lean  periods  referred  to.  While  the  consideration  of  how 
bounteously  Dame  Nature  made  good  in  1912  does  not  properly 
come  within  the  subject  matter  of  this  period,  yet  it  is  permis- 
sible to  note  that  this  was  the  case  and  that  the  crop  of  that 
year  will  go  down  in  the  state's  history  as  the  most  bountiful 
in  the  memory  of  the  oldest  inhabitant.  During  the  tryiijg  period 
referred  to  the  banks  and  other  financial  and  commercial  insti- 
tutions at  no  time  showed  signs  of  stress,  on  the  contrary  handl- 
ing the  situation  with  ease  and  liberality,  attesting  conclusively 
the  solid  foundations  upon  which  the  prosperity  of  our  almost 
exclusively  agricultural  people  is  founded. 

During  the  past  biennial  period  the  acreage  devoted  to  culti- 
vation of  wheat  has  probably  reached  its  highest  point,  at  least 
so  far  as  its  great  preponderance  of  acreage  over  other  grains  is 
concerned,  and  any  gains  in  the  future,  if  any,  in  actual  area,  will 
be  because  of  generally  increased  acreage  of  all  farm  crops 
wheat  included.  It  is  true  that  market  price,  breaking  up  of 
new  land,  the  greater  ease  with  which  seed  wheat  can  be  obtained 
than  other  grains  and  the  readiness  with  which  the  product  is 
convertible  into  cash  may  all  together*  cause  the  acreage  to  be 
fairly  well  maintained  for  some  years  to  come,  but  the  progress 
of  agricultural  thought,  as  developed  by  the  teaching  of  our 
soil  and  crop  experts,  and  the  practical  experience  of  our  farmers 
themselves  along  the  lines  of  one-crop  methods,  all  strongly  sug- 
gest the  thought  that  diversification  and  scientific  rotation  are 
now  due  to  receive  the  consideration  to  which  they  are  entitled, 
and  that  the  state  is  on  the  threshold  of  a  new  era  of  a  more 
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solidly  entrenched  prosperity  than  has  obtained  in  the  j)ast.  In 
this  connection,  as  significant  of  the  new  line  of  departure,  may 
be  mentioned  the  increasing  and  successful  cultivation  of  winter 
wheat,  winter  rye,  the  different  strains  of  barley,  alfalfa,  timothy, 
the  clovers  and  other  tame  grasses,  and,  last  but  not  least,  com, 
the  successful  cultivation  of  which  in  every  section  of  the  state 
marks  its  definite  acceptance  as  a  member  in  good  standing  of 
the  progressive  farmer's  regular  crop  schedule.  Attention  was 
called  in  the  last  biennial  report  of  this  department  to  this  ten- 
dency towards  diversification  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  we 
record  a  healthy  and  vigorous  progress  during  the  past  two  years. 

The  latest  federal  census,  completed  in  1910,  reveals  the 
encouraging  fact  that  North  Dakota,  with  80.8  per  cent  of  increase 
in  population  since  1900,  stands  fifth  on  the  list  of  states,  being 
exceeded  in  that  respect  by  no  other  purely  agricultural  state. 
It  is  believed  that  this  ratio  of  increase  has  been  fully  maintained 
and  that  the  population  of  North  Dakota  is  now  at  least  630,(W 
as  compared  with  577,056  as  returned  by  the  federal  enumera- 
tors in  1910.  Of  this  latter  number  27.93  per  cent  live  in  incorpor- 
ated places,  the  balance  of  7^.07  per  cent  being  actual  residents 
of  the  rural  districts.  These  figures  show  that  North  Dakota 
is  more  thoroughly  agrarian  in  its  occupations  than  any  other 
state  in  the  Union.  The  proportion  of  residents  in  incorporated 
places  has  however  increased  from  22.29  per  cent  in  1900  to 
27.93  in  1910,  a  gain  of  5.64  per  cent  showing  that  even  in  North 
Dakota  there  exists  a  tendency  towards  urban  as  compared  with 
rural  residence. 

As  anticipated  the  public  domain  has  become  steadily  smaller 
since  our  last  report,  despite  the  opening  of  the  Fort  Berthold 
Indian  Reserve,  and  the  speedy  passing  of  the  free  homestead 
seems  within  measurable  distance.  This  impending  happening 
has  had  its  stiffening  effect  upon  land  values  which  are  now 
steadily  climbing  upwards  towards  the  level  which  seems  to  be 
indicated  by  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  lands  themselves  as  com- 
p&red  with  eastern  prices.  The  last  federal  census  places  the 
average  value  of  lands  in  farms  at  $25.69  per  acre,  being  an 
increase  of  $14.54  per  acre  for  the  past  decade,  or  130.4  per 
cent.  The  total  value  of  lands  in  farms  has  grown  during  the 
same  period  321.3  per  cent;  of  building  262.9  per  cent;  imple- 
ments and  machinery  212.4  per  cent  and  domestic  animals,  poultry 
and  bees  155.1  per  cent.  Of  the  acreage  in  farms  72  per  cent  is 
improved,  which  places  North  Dakota  sixth  in  the  roster  of 
states  in  this  respect,  and  far  and  away  in  the  lead  of  all  the 
states  when  due  credit  is  given  for  the  average  size  of  the  farm, 
which  in  North  Dakota  is  382.3  acres,  while  none  of  the  states 
that  exceed  it  in  percentage  of  improved  acreage  have  more 
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thaa  156.3  acres  in  the  whole  farm  and  from  that  down  to  only 
27.9  acres.  This  is  a  remarkable  showing  for  a  state  with  upwards 
of  20,000,000  acres  in  farms. 

While  the  steady  advance  in  land  values  has  been  maintained 
all  over  the  state  during  the  past  two  years,  despite  the  some- 
what unfavorable  crop  conditions,  nevertheless  prices  are  yet 
far  below  those  which  obtain  in  other  states  wherein  no  advantage 
exists  over  North  Dakota  in  such  vital  matters  as  soil  fertility, 
distance  from  market,  and  cost  and  sufficiency  of  railroad  trans- 
portation. This  situation  is  full  of  promise  for  a  continued  influx 
of  desirable  citizens,  especially  of  the  younger  generation,  equip- 
ped with  modern  ideas  and  energy  to  carry  them  into  practical 
expression. 

In  railway  construction  North  Dakota  has  made  very  satis- 
factory progress  being  among  the  leaders  in  the  Union  in  that 
respect.  The  state  auditor's  records  show  that  the  mileage 
assessed  in  1911  was  5,336  as  compared  with  5,012  in  1910.  This 
mileage  is  actually  completed  and  in  use  and  does  not  include 
the  greater  part  of  the  Great  Northern  Fargo  to  Surrey  cutoff 
of  200  miles  and  only  a  portion  of  the  Northern  Pacific  extension 
north  froih  Mandan  through  Oliver  county  to  Stanton  in  Mercer 
county,  nor  the  Midland  Continental  from  Edgeley  to  Jamestown, 
nor  of  quite  a  considerable  mileage  of  the  Northern  Pacific  rail- 
way in  Burleigh  and  Morton  countieis,  aU  of  which,  with  other 
possible  extensions  will  be  available  for  moving  the  big  1912 
crop.  The  mileage  thus  to  be  completed  can  conservatively  be 
estimated  at  300  milea.  Projected  extensions  of  these  and  other 
lines  will  easily  aggregate  another  800  to  1,000  miles  and  pre- 
liminary surveys  of  that  mileage  have  already  been  undertaken 
in  McLean,  Dunn,  Mercer,  McEenzie,  Emmons  and  Richland 
counties.  ' 

Another  county  has  been  added  to  the  state's  list  since  the 
last  report.  The  new  county  takes  the  name  of  Divide  and  is 
composed  of  the  four  northern  tiers  of  townships  of  Williams 
county.  Division  is  imminent  in  Billings  county  and  may  be 
consummated  before  this  goes  to  press,  the  proposed  new  county 
taking  the  name  of  Golden  Valley  and  consisting  of  about  28 
townships  from  the  northwestern  part  of  the  present  Billings 
county.  The  rapid  settlement  of  the  state,  especially  of  the 
western  parts,  will  probably  necessitate  the  subdivision  of  some 
of  the  larger  counties,  such  as  Morton  and  McLean,  in  the  near 
future,  and  it  is  quite  within  the  bounds  of  possibility  that  the 
number  of  counties  will  reach  54  or  55  within  the  next  two  years. 

A  noticeable  item  of  the  1909  census  returns  is  the  large 
increase  in  total  number  of  farms  from  1900  to  1910,  fully  60 
per  cent  for  the  ten  years.    In  1910  50.9  per  cent  of  farms  were 
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mortgaged  for  an  average  tliroughout  the  state  of  22.4  per  cent 
of  the  value  of  their  lands  and  buildings,  a  decrease  from  36.3 
per  cent  in  1890.  During  the  past  twenty  years  the  average 
value  of  farms  has  increased  nearly  100  per  cent  more  than  has 
the  Average  mortgage  incumbrance,  and  the  owners  equity  in  his 
own  lands  from  $1 ,584  to  $8,642,  or  445.6  per  cent. 

In  area  of  cultivated  land  per  farm,  when  the  relative  size 
of  the  farm  is  taken  into  consideration,  North  Dakota  leads  all 
other  states  in  the  Union  with  72  per  cent  cultivated  on  a  farm 
of  382  acres,  as  compared  with  86.9  per  cent  in  Iowa  on  a  farm 
of  156.3  acres,  86.2  per  cent  in  Illinois  on  a  farm  of  129.1  acres. 
79.5  per  cent  in  Indiana  on  a  farm  of  98.8  acres,  while  Ohio  only 
leads  this  state  a  few  points  with  ,79-8  per  cent  improved  on  a 
farm  of  but  88.6  acres. 

The  great  increase  in  number  of  automobiles  continues  to 
furnish  proof  of  the  general  prosperity  prevailing  among  our 
people.  In  1911  there  were  5,769  returned  to  the  assessor,  the 
total  number  registered  with  the  Secretary  of  State  being  7,201. 
The  number  registered  for  the  first  seven  months  of  1912  is 
8,500,  showing  a  gain  over  the  previous  year  of  1,299,  with  five 
months  of  the  year  yet  to  run.  These  remarkable  figures  point 
to  an  investment  of  between  seven  and  eight  million  dollars  and 
furnish  additional  evidence  of  how  little  the  lean  years  of  1910 
and  1911  have  affected  the  purcliasing  power  of  our  citizens. 

The  lignite  coal  industry  has  made  a  very  satisfactory 
growth  during  the  psist  two  years,  there  being  now  over  80 
licensed  mines  in  the  state.  Some  of  these  are  modernly  equipped 
with  the  latest  devices  for  the  economical  mining  of  coal  and 
would  compare  favorably  with  the  best  mines  in  other  parts  of 
the  country.  The  future  of  the  industry  seems  to  be  very  bright 
at  this  time  as  the  experiments  along  the  lines  of  briquetting  and 
coking  progress.  A  company  claiming  to  have  a  process  whereby 
the  lignite  can  be  successfully  coked — heretofore  considered 
impossible  of  accomplishment — is  now  applying  for  a  gas  and 
coke  franchise  at  Bismarck.  Another  company  is  also  in  the 
field  for  a  franchise  at  the  same  place  with  a  briquetting  pro- 
ject in  conjunction  with  the  production  of  gas  for  illuminating 
and  power  purposes.  Both  companies  propose  to  furnish  bonds 
for  the  carrying  out  of  their  undertakings.  Should  either  of 
these  projects  be  installed  it  will  be  the  first  plant  of  the  kind 
to  be  established  in  the  state. 

The  reports  filed  in  this  department  would  indicate  that  for 
the  two  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1912,  there  was  a  total  of 
672,627  tons  coal  produced  by  licensed  mines  and  12,748  tons 
taken  out  of  the  non  licensed  mines.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
these  figures  do  not  show  the  entire  tonnage  of  North  Dakota

lignite  production  during  tlie  last  two  fiscal  years;  yet  these 
figrnres  are  based  upon  a  complete  summary  of  all  the  reports. 

As  a  rule  coal  mine  operators  are  reluctant  to  comply  with 
this  particular  provision  of  law,  so  much  so  in  fact  that  in  many 
instances  it  has  required  an  incessant  letter  campaign  and  fre- 
quently rigorous  letters  to  secure  compliance. 

At  the  time  this  law  went  into  eflfect  a  diligent  inquiry  was 
made  regarding  locations  of  mines,  names  and  addresses  of  opera- 
tors, etc.,  in  order  to  obtain  a  reasonably  correct  list  of  all  the 
mines  in  the  state.  This  list  has  been  revised  several  times  and 
is  believed  to  be  fairly  correct,  although  the  results  are  not  satis- 
factory and  the  next  legislature  should  prescribe  an  eiffective 
remedy  that  would  insure  detailed  reports  from  all  the  mines  in 
the  state,  however  small,  or  large. 

The*  mine  inspector  is  now  by  law  required  to  personally 
inspect  every  mine  in  the  state,  and  it  would  seem  that  such 
inspector  could  without  inconvenience  or  loss  of  time  secure  these 
reports  from  each  operator  at  the  time  of  his  inspection  and 
promptly  forward  the  same  direct  to  this  oflBce  for  file  apd  issu- 
ance of  license.  This  would  not  only  insure  reports  from  every 
mine  in  the  state,  but  it  would  mean  far  better  reports  and  more 
prompt  attention. 

Kling  of  these  reports  and  issuance  of  licenses  should  prop- 
erly be  handled  exclusively  by  this  department.  There  have 
been  frequent  inquiries  for  statistical  information  of  this  nature, 
and  the  value  of  these  reports  are  of  great  importance  in  the  dis- 
isemination  of  information  regarding  the  resources  of  North 
Dakota. 

Tn  1911  there  were  nineteen  fair  associations  that  reported 
to  this  department  under  provisions  of  Chapter  125,  Session 
Laws  of  1907,  but  only  eighteen  such  reports  came  in  during 
1912.  Some  of  these  organizations  seem  to  have  been  abandoned, 
while  others  have  been  created.  Based  upon  actual  figures  in 
most  cases,  but  estimated  in  a  few  instances,  the  total  1911  fair 
attendance  was  considerably  over  two  hundred  thousand  people 
who  came  into  direct  touch  with  the  evidences  of  healthy  agri- 
cultural and  social  progress  in  this  state.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  there  is  not  a  fair  association  in  every  coimty  in  North 
Dakota,  and  whenever  suflBcient  interest  is  manifested  in  the 
Oytablishment  and  maintenance  of  such  an  association,  it  should 
have  every  encouragement,  assistance  and  co-operation  possible. 
The  educational  values  of  well  managed  agricultural  fairs  exert 
a  great  influence  for  good  upon  local  conditions,  and  the  associa- 
tions annually  putting  on  an  exhibit  in  this  state  should  steadily 
grow  in  size  and  prestige. 
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The  estray  law  is  not  entirely  effective  in  that  it  does  not 
fully  reach  the  results  intended,  and  if  the  same  were  remedied 
a  far  greater  service  could  be  daily  rendered  to  stock  owners. 
It  is  true  that  scores  of  owners  of  lost  stock  have  been  placed 
in  direct  communication,  through  the  efforts  of  the  department, 
with  those  who  found  the  estrays,  yet  the  known  number  of 
restored  animals  is  not  commensurate  with  the  total. 

While  there  have  been  fewer  brands  actually  recorded  in 
recent  years,  this  fact  does  not  by  ady  means  indicate  that  there 
was  not  a  greater  demand.  Probably  at  least  twice  the  number 
would  have  been  recorded  had  conditions  been  different.  Scores 
of  stock  owners  in  good  faith  submitted  applications  for  brands 
and  were  disappointed  to  learn  that  the  records  did  not  permit 
the  issuance  of  certain  suitable  designs  for  the  reason  that  they 
contiicted  with  previously  recorded  brands.  There  are  now  more 
than  thirteen  thousand  distinct  records  of  brands  in  this  depart- 
ment, and  a  great  many  of  these  are  obsolete  and  no  longer  in 
mse.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  design  suitable  brands  that  will 
not  in  any  way  conflict  with  previously  recorded  brands,  and  by 
reason  of  this  multiplicity  of  dead  timber  it  is  now  vastly  more 
complicated  and  requires  a  great  deal  more  time  and  labor  to 
search  out  lawful  brands  than  it  did  in  prior  years.  The  records 
are  encumbered  with  hundreds  of  brands  that  are  positively  of 
no  benefit  to  anyone,  and  very  likely  the  record  owners  have  left 
the  state,  but  there  is  no  provision  of  law  by  which  these  aband- 
oned brands  may  be  brought  back  into  use. 

The  pnesent  records  are  inadequate,  old  and  mutilated,  and 
this  is  a  good  time  to  instal  a  new  system. 

In  order  to  clear  up  the  useless  encumbrance  of  the  records 
there  should  be  an  enactment  of  law  by  the  next  legislature  requir- 
ing that  all  live  stock  brands  shall  be  re-recorded ;  that  the  present 
record  owners  shall  be  notified  by  registered  mail  that  their 
brands  are  delinquent ;  that  the  present  record  owners  have  pref- 
erence for  re-recording  at  a  nominal  fee  of  possible  25  or  50 
cents.  This  would  open  for  record  a  large  number  of  plain  and 
simple  brands  that  can  not  now  be  used. 

Possibly  there  should  be  a  small  annual  tax  on  recorded 
brands,  which  if  not  paid  at  a  specified  time  would  authorize  the 
commissioner  to  cancel  such  probably  abandoned  brand.  This 
would  insure  an  active  list,  and  weed  out  the  dead  ones. 

Considerable  confusion  and  inconvenience  to  owners  of  ware- 
houses and  elevators  exists  at  the  present  time  by  reason  of  the 
diffei-ent  departments  of  state  which  have  jurisdiction  over  their 
affairs.  Thus  the  formulation  of  rules,  regulations  and  general 
supervision  of  all  grain  warehouses  and  elevators  form  part  of 
the  duties  of  the  commissioners  of  railroads;  reports  of  grain 
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bought,  sold  aiid  shipped  in  and  out  are  required  to  be  made  to 
the  eommissiouer  of  agriculture  and  labor,  while  storage  ware- 
houses for  furniture,  etc.,  must  be  licensed  from  the  office  of  the 
governor.  Three  state  officials  are  in  this  way  required  to  keep 
records  on  practically  the  same  subject  and  correspondence 
intended  for  one  office  is  continually  being  misdirected  and 
received  in  another  department,  causing  delay  and  annoyance 
to  all  concerned.  A  law  concentrating  all  the  details  named 
above  in  one  department  would  greatly  facilitate  the  transaction 
of  business  and  tend  to  a  greater  accuracy  in  statistical  informa- 
tion gathered. 

The  campaign  of  education  and  enlightenment  carried  on 
by  this  department  in  its  efforts  for  the  promotion  of  immigration 
has  been  conducted  along  somewhat  different  lines  than  in  former 
years,  owing  to  the  curtailment  by  the  last  legislature  of  the 
amount  appropriated  for  this  purpose.  The  visit  to  other  states 
with  representative  exhibits  of  the  state's  products  have  been 
discontinued  and  some  of  the  more  ambitious  literary  produc- 
tions have  also  been  dropped.  The  weekly  crop  report  has  been 
made  a  monthly  one  and  is  now.  issued  as  a  page  of  the  *  *  State 
Bulletin,''  a  four  sheet  paper  devoted  to  the  state's  interests  and 
issued  during  the  summer  months  preceding  the  opening  of  the 
Industrial  Exposition  at  Bismarck,  to  which  latter  function  spe- 
cial attention  is  given.  Maps,  pamphlets  and  other  literature 
full  of  information,  concerning  the  state  and  its  resources  have 
been  distributed  freely  as  in  former  years  and  an  active  corres- 
pondence maintained  with  enquirers  and  prospective  settlers. 
The  range  and  volume  of  these  enquiries  have  steadily  increased, 
which  may  fairly  be  deemed  to  indicate  that  the  work  of  previous 
years  is  bearing  fruit.  Among  the  outside  undertakings  of  this 
department  may  be  mentioned  the  state 's  representative  display  at 
the  St.  Paul  Land  Show  in  December,  1911,  and  the  financing  of 
the  North  Dakota  part  of  the' Governor's  Special  which  so  suc- 
cassfully  toured  the  eastern  states  in  the  fall  of  1911. 

Undoubtedly  the  most  radical  and  significant  departure  in  the 
policy  of  the  department  during  the  past  biennial  period  has 
been  the  inception,  financing  and  successful  carrying  out  of  the 
North  Dakota  Industrial  Exposition  at  Bismarck.  The'  idea 
expressed  by  this  undertaking  was  a  direct  reversal  of  all  previ- 
ous methods  of  state  advertisement.  Heretofore  the  department 
had  carried  its  ^exhi'bits  of  the  state's  product  to  those  parts  in 
other  states  where  it  was  thought  they  would  do  the  most  good 
and  ap  attempt  made  in  this  manner  to  interest  those  who  might 
eventually  become  citizens  of  North  Dakota.  It  was  a  matter  of 
anxious  thought  to  the  manager  of  the  exposition  whether  enough 
interest  had  been  created  by  these  visits  to  induce  people  to 
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travel  hundreds  of  miles  in  many  instances  for  the  purpose  or 
actually  viewing  the  fields  and  meadow^s  from  which  the  samples 
of  previous  years  had  been  gathered.  The  result  was  more  than 
satisfactory  and  demonstrated  conclusively  that  the  work  of  pre- 
ceding years  had  not  been  in  vain  and  that  the  good  seed  had  not 
fallen  in  stony  places.  Both  financially  and  educationally  the 
exposition  was  a  success  from  the  start,  the  attendance^  both 
from  citizens  of  North  Dakota  and  from  other  states,  being 
heavier  than  the  most  sanguine  had  anticipated.  Of  the  exposi- 
tion itself  it  is  sufficient  to  state  that  it  was  thoroughly  repres- 
entative of  the  state,  its  products,  commercial,  educational  and 
social  features.  Through  the  generosity  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
railway  it  has  now  a  permanent  home,  centrally  and  conveni- 
ently located  in  the  heart  of  the  city  of  Bismarck,  and  will  here- 
after be  an  annual  event,  the  largest  and  most  impo;  tant  func- 
tion of  its  kind  in  North  Dakota. 

It  is  with  gratification  that  mention  is  made  of  the  increasing 
accuracy  and  care  being  exercised  by  the  county  assessors  in 
securing  the  varied  statistical  information  required  by  this  depart- 
ment. Heretofore  it  has  been  a'  cause  of  much  embarrassment  to 
find  so  many  serious  discrepancies  existing  between  the  figures 
secured  by  the  agents  of  the  federal  department  of  agriculture 
and  those  given  to  the  state's  assessors.  For  many  years  the 
present  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  labor  and  his  predeces- 
sors in  oflBxje  have  urged,  by  every  meianis  in  their  power,  the.  im- 
portance and  value  of  exact  statistical  information  on  grain 
acreage,  production  and  all  the  other  details  upon  which  details 
were  sought.  At  one  time  farmers  seemed  disposed  to  suppress 
or  distort  the  facts,  because  of  the  belief  that  they  were  liable  to 
be  used  for  speculative  purposes  by  grain  operators-  in  eastern 
markets.  When  it  finally  came  to  be  understood  that  such  specu- 
lators required  details  dealing  with  the  actual  present  conditions 
and  probable  acreages  of  growing  crops,  and  that  the  figures 
gathered  by  the  county  assessors  referred  to  the  crop  of  the  previ- 
ous year  and  could  not  po«ssibly  have  any  value  to  grain  operat- 
ors as  they  dealt  with  a  crop  already  sold,  conditions  became 
much  improved  and  a  more  free  response  to  the  somewhat  intimate 
questions  of  the  assessors  was  given.  Another  contributing  cause 
to  the  unreliability  of  the  figures  obtained  was  the  indiflferenee  and 
failure  of  some  of  the  assessors  themselves  to  realize  the  import- 
ance of  the  duty  imposed  upon  them  and  a  campaign  of  education 
extending  over  many  years  was  necessary  to  remove  this  (jondi- 
tion.  Now,  however,  returns  being  received,  with  a  very  few 
exceptions,  bear  all  the  signs  of  conscientious  work  and  careful 

tabulation  on  the  parts  of  both  assessors  and  county  auditors. 
The  figures  obtained  by  the  federal  and  state  bureaus  are  now 
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much  more  nearly  in  accord  than  formerly,  a  condition  induced 
very  largely  also  by  the  more  careful  methods  now  used  by  the 
federal  officers.  This  department  has  always  believed  that  the 
system  in  vogue  in  North  Dakota  has  been  theoretically  a  per- 
fect one,  and  now  that  those  engaged  in  the  actual  work  have 
come  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  responsibility- and  import- 
ance of  their  duties  in  this  respect,  the  commissioner  feels  that  the 
figures  offered  in  this  biennial  report  are  as  reliable  and  authen- 
tic as  those  secured  by  any  other  means.

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PROMOTION  OF  IMMIGRATION . 

REPORT 

It  is  now  more  than  seven  years  since  an  exact  and  well 
defined  policy  has  been  in  operation  relating  to  the  promotion 
of  immigration  and  having  for  itSi  object  the  general  distribution 
of  correct  information  concerning  North  Dakota,  its  resources 
and  opportunities,  to  the  end  that  a  desirable  class  of  settlers 
might  be  induced  to  make  the  state  their,  permanent  home  and 
engage  in  the  cultivation  of  our  vast  tracts  of  fertile  lands. 

At  the  commencement  of  this  period  it  was  found  that  mucB 
misinformation  existed  in  the  minds  of  outsidem  concerning  cli- 
matic and  social  conditions  within  the  state.  Exaggerated  stories 
of  the  suflFering  endured  by  pioneers  from  cold,  distance  from 
markets,  scarcity  of  fuel,  etc.,  etc.,  had  been  industriously  cir- 
culated by  those  who  were  unfriendly  towards  the  whole  North- 
west, because  of  the  heavy  immigration  of  the  most  desirable 
class  of  eastern  farmers  thereto,  and  also  by  those  who  were  busily 
engaged  in  booming  arid  and  sparsely  settled  areas  in  some  of 
the  southern  and  southwestern  states. 

In  view  of  these  conditions,  it  became  apparent  that  only  a 
vigorous  campaign  of  education  and  enlightenment  could  be 
successful  in  re'moving  the  stigma  cast  upon  the  state  by  this 
diligent  but  untruthful  class,  in  order  that  prospective  settlers 
might  be  put  in  possession  of  the  true  facts  and  so  be  enabled  to 
consider  impartially  the  credentials  of  North  Dakota  as  a  proper 
and  highly  desirable  place  wherein  to  locate  a  permanent  home. 

Several  methods  of  reaching  the  people  oi  other  states  were 
considered,  such  as  special  cars  of  state  products  touring  the 
country  and  stopping  for  a  few  hour®  at  selected  points ;  news- 
paper advertising;  descriptive  literature;  and  representative  ex- 
hibits visiting  state  and  county  fairs  of  other  states.  The  exhibit 
car  method  of  propaganda  was  at  once  rejected,  as  savoring  too 
much  of  the  junketing  idea  and  offering  too  little  opportunity 
for  an  intimate  intercourse  with  the  people  Vhose  interest  was 
sought.  The  other  alternatives,  however,  were  adopted  in  a  gen- 
eral plan  permitting  the  use  of  all,  .but  emphasizing  that  part 
which  proposed  to  exhibit  carefully  selected  and  representative 
collections  of  the  state's  products  in  those  sections  of  other 
states  where  the  display  would  do  the  most  good.  Following 
out  this  idea  a  preliminary  contest  among  the  farmers  of  the 
state  was  held  every  summer  at  which  substantial  money  prizes 
were  offered  for  the  best  samples  of  grains,  grasses  and  other 
agricultural  and  garden  products.  From  the  best  of  these  were 
selected  from  one,  in  the  first  year,  to  three,  latterly,  complete 
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exhibits,  artistically  arraoged  in  solid,  glass-fronted  cases,  suit- 
able for  frequent  removals  from  place  to  place.  Each  of  these 
was  placed  in  charge  of  a  competent  representative  of  the  depart- 
ment, a  carefully  selected  itinerary  arranged,  and  a  tour  made 
of  those  states  from  which  it  was  expected  settlers  might  be 
attracted.  By  adopting  this  method  of  securing  space  at  a  fair 
and  staying  there  throughout  its  full  course  it  was  found  that  a 
much  more  effective  opportunity  was  given  for  discussion  and 
explanation  than  could  be  foiind  by  any  other  of  the  methods 
first  considered.  In  this  way  Iowa,  Indiana,  Wisconsin  and  Ill- 
inois were  covered  and  the  actual  products  of  North  Dakota 
as  grown  the  same  year  were  shown  to  all  visitors  who  might  at 
some  time  or  other  perhaps  be  confronted  with  the  problem  of 
securing  a  new, home  among  more  congenial  or  less  restricted 
environment.  Gradually  a  well-defined  knowledge  of  and  interest 
in  North  Dakota  was  created,  which  it  is  certain  resulted  very 
frequently  in  permanent  residence  in  our  midst  of  an  intelligent, 
energetic  and  skillful  class  of  farmers  and  business  men.  The 
new  settlers  in  time,  as  they  became  established  in  their  new 
homes  and  prospered,  still  further  assisted'in  bringing  immigra- 
tion to  the  state  by  writing  to  their  friend®  back  east  and  telling 
them  of  their  good  fortune.  During  all  this  time  the  department 
was  active  in  compiling  statistics,  distributing  folders,  maps, 
souvenirs,  and  the  North  Dakota  Magazine  both  from  the  home 
office  at  Bismarck  and  in  connection  with  the  travelling  state 
exhibits. 

Following  this  busy  campaign  outside  of  the  state,  and  in- 
tended to  be  the  outcome  thereof,  came  the  time  whei\  a  much 
more  ambitious  method  of  state  advertisement  seemed  to  be  war- 
ranted. This  was  no  less  an  undertaking  than  the  holding  within 
the  state  itself  of  a  representative  industrial  exposition,  where 
all  the  varied  agricultural,  indusltrial  and  commercial  enter- 
prises of  North  Dakota,  with  evidences  of  its  social  and  edu- 
cational progress,  could  be  fully  displayed.  Such  an  enterprise 
involved  a  scope  of  operation  and  the  employment  of  so  enlarged 
an  operative  machinery  that  its  successful  inception  seemed  almost 
impossible  at  the  outset,  especially  when  considered  in  connection 
Vith  the  serious  curtailment  of  the  funds  available  by  the  last 
legislative  assembly.  The  idea,  however,  was  in  line  with  the 
system  adopted  by  successful  real  estate 'dealers,  and,  after  all, 
wa;s  but  an  endeavor  to  interest  a  larger  public  in  a  larger 
proposition  than  any  yet  handled  by  private  firms  or  individuals. 
The  successful  realty  man  considers  a  sale  half  made  if  he  can 
only  interest  his  prospective  client  sufficiently  as  to  induce  him 
to  visit  personally  the  traqt  offered.  Why  then  should  not  a 
great  state  be  justified  in  attempting  to  bring  within  her  own 
borders  her  potential  citizens  and,  by  showing  them  that  state's 
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products,  progress,  hopes  and  aspirations,  induce  them  to  remain 
as  landowners  and  home-builders? 

_  ■ 

The  exposition  was  to  come  as  the  second  stage  of  the  pub- 
licity campaign  of  which  the  state  exhibits  were  the  first,  and  was 
intended  to  take  advantage  of  the  favorable  sentiment  created 
by  them.  It  was  the  crucial  test  of  the  whole  scheme.  The 
pivotal  question  was — ^had  the  educational  preliminaries  been  suc- 
cessful enough  to  enthuse  people  living  hundreds  of  miles  away 
to  such  an  extent  that*  they  would  come  to  see  for  themselves 
the  wonders  of  our  prairie  lands?  Would  the  enterprise  attract 
outside  attention,  or  would  it  degenerate  into  a  mere  local  display 
of  products  raised  in  the  im^aediate  vicinity  of  the  exposition 
city?  In  the  report  of  this  department  to  the  last  state  legis- 
lature the  following  paragraph  occurs,  having  reference  to  the 
efforts  of  the  bureau  to  attract  outside  attention : 

''It  is  a  problem  to  extfctly  state  wliat  has  been  accomplished. 
While  it  is  not  difficult  to  state  known  results,  yet  it  can 
only  be  conjectured  as  to  what  the  future  may  bring  forth 
as  a  result  of  the  seed  sown.  It  may  require  several  years  to 
ascertain  all  the  facts,  as  many  to  whom  literature  was  sent 
are  not  now  in  a  position  to  come  to  North  Dakota,  no  matter 
how  strong  may  be  their  desire.  Conditions  exist  which  pre- 
vent them  realizing  their  intentions.  Hundreds  of  thousands 
have  viewed  our  exhibits,  but  just  how  deep  the  impression 
these  have  made  upon  their  minds  or  how  lasting  the  effect 
they  have  created  is  purely  problematical." 

The  above  was  written  less  than  two  years  ago  and  the  de- 
partment, by  means  of  its  proposed  exposition,  was  about  to  put 
to  a  practical  test  the  value  of  its  previous  efforts.  Much  was 
said  and  surmised  both  for  and  against  the  prospects  of  success. 
Bismarck — ^where  the  exposition  was  proposed  to  be  held — ^was 
probably  the  smallest  city  where  such  an  ambitious  undertaking 
had  ever  been  attempted.  It  was  far  removed  from  the  beaten 
paths  of  such  functions  and,  worst  of  all,  there  early  became 
manifest  a  spirit  of  indifference  with  some,  and  even  hostility 
with  others,  who  should  rightfully  have  been  enthusiastically 
aligned  from  the  start  with  those  who  were  pushing  the  enter- 
prise. On  the  other  hand,  if  increase  of  population  meant  any- 
thing; if  aroused  interest,  and  hundreds  of  enquiries  concerning 
the  state  and  its  activities  had  any  significance;  if  the  rapid 
settlement  of  government  land  and  the  steady  rise  in  real  estate 
values  had  any  other  than  a  purely  speculative  meaning,  then  the 
time  was  ripe,  the  psychological  moment  had  arrived  when  the 
state  could  not  only  throw  open  its  doors  to  the  outside  world, 
but  could  also  be  assured  of  a  numerous  and  enthusiastic  ac- 
ceptance of  the  invitation. 
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The  result  need  never  have  been  in  doubt.  Prom  the  first — 
despite  the  drawbacks  noted — success  perched  upon  the  banner 
of  the  Exposition.  The  railroads ;  public-spirited  men  all  over  the 
state;  the  citizens,  farmers  generally,  and,  in  fact,  every  person 
and  interest  approached,  all  gra&ped  the  value  of  the  change  in 
policy  and  realized  the  timeliness  of  opportunity  offered  for  the 
greatest  and  most  concentrated  effort  in  publicity  to  be  made  in 
.the  state's  behalf. 

A  detailed  description  of  the  Exposition  need  not  be  given  at 
this  time.  The  event  has  been  written  "in  the  state's  history,  and 
is  there  recorded  as  an  epoch  marking  point  in  the  progress  of 
the  commonwealth.  The  fact  that*  it  has  been  definitely  decided 
to  establish  it  as  an  annually  recurring  event  is  in  itself  the  most 
eloquent  testimony  to  the  place  which  it  has  taken  in  the  popular 
regard.  Above  all  is  the  state  to  be  congratulated  that  this  ex- 
position has  proven  beyond  cavil  that  the  development  of  North 
Dakota  is  so  far  advanced  and  its  varied  opportunities  for  those 
endowed  with  enterprise  and  initiative  are  so  well  known,  that 
it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  clamor  at  the  gates  of  eastern  con- 
servatism for  that  recognition  which  is  our  due,  but  that,  on  the 
contrary,  our  reputation  has  become  established  and  possesses 
weight  and  stability  among  that  desirable  class  that  is  always 
looking  abroad  for  more  profitable  and  extensive  fields  of  oper- 
ation. 

The  small  amount  appropriated  for  promotion  of  immigration 
by  the  last  state  legislature — only  $15,000  for  the  biennial  period 
— also  necessitated  the  discontinuance  of  the  North  Dakota  ^lag- 
azine,  a  circumstance  much  to  be  regretted,  the  magazine  in 
question  having,  during  the  few  years  of  its  existence,  accom- 
plished a  vast  amount  of  work  in  removing  the  unjust  prejudice 
which  existed  against  the  state  in  many  quarters.  To  a  certain 
extent  its  place  has  been  filled  by  the  publication  of  a  monthly 
newspaper — the  '* State  Bulletin*' — during  the  summer  months 
preceding  the  annual  state  exposition.  This  sheet  is  devoted  to 
the  interests  of  the  state,  specializin*g  on  exposition  news,  and 
is  filling  a  useful  place,  although  lacking  the  interesting  illustra- 
tive features  of  its  magazine  predecessor. 

A  much  appreciated  item  of  promotion  work  has  been  the 
publication  of  a  state-wide  crop  report  during  the  growing  and 
harvesting  months  of  the  year.  By  this  means  a  large  number 
of  those  who  are  interested  in  the  state  and  its  products  have  been 
kept  reliably  informed  of  the  varying  crop  conditions  as  the 
season  advanced.  In  1912  this  report  was  published  as  part  of  the 
State  Bulletin,  thus  securing  an  even  larger  audience  than  before. 

During  the  fall  of  1911  another  radical  departure  from  pre- 
vious methods  of  publicity  was  undertaken  under  the  aui^ices 
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of  this  bureau.  This  consisted  in  arranging  for  and  financing, 
at  a  cost  of  about  $2,500,,  North  Dakota's  share  in  the  famous 
*  *  Governors'  Train"  which  so  successfully  toured  the  East  at  that 
time.  This  distinguished  company  was  composed  of  the  governors 
or  representatives  of  Colorado,  Minnesota,  North  and  South  Da- 
kota, Montana,  Idaho,  Oregon,  Nevada,  Wyoming,  Washington 
and  California.  A  plentiful  supply  of  literature  descriptive  of 
these  states  was  on  board  the  train  and  was  freely  distributed 
at  thousands  of  towns  and  cities  in  the  East.  The  trip  was  pro- 
ductive of  much  good  in  bringing  the  two  widely  separated  parts 
of  the  Union  together  under  such  auspicious  circumstances,  the 
originality  of  the  idea  appealing  to  the  public  in  a  manner  which 
could  not  have  been  attained  by  any  other  method.  This  eventful 
excursion  was  concluded  in  the  early  part  of  December  at  St. 
Paul,  Minnesota,  where  was  being  held  at  the  time  the  St.  Paul 
Land  Show  in  the  interests  of  the  great  Northwest.  North  Da- 
kota was  adequately  represented  on  this  occasion  by  a  very  com- 
plete and  representative  collection  of  the  state's  products  under 
the  direct  personal  supervision  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture 
and  labor.  Over  a  ton  of  advertising  matter  was  distributed  at 
the  same  time. 

During  the  year  1911  this  branch  of  the  department  of  agri- 
culture issued  10,000  copies  of  the  Year  Book,  a  copiously  il- 
lustrated volume  containing  two  hundred  seventy-two  pages,  be- 
ing a  short  history  of  the  growth,  population  and  resources  of 
every  county  in  the  state.  It  also  published  a  legislative  number 
of  the  North  Dakota  Magazine,  a  volume  of  one  hundred  seventy- 
four  pages  giving  a  brief  biography  of  each  member  of  both 
houses  of  the  state  legislature,  state  officials  and  members  of  the 
supreme  court.  There  was  also  printed  a  pamphlet  entitled 
*' North  Dakota  and  Her  Magnificent  Resources."  This  has  proved 
so  popular  that  it  is  now  in  its  third  edition  of  10,000,  which  is 
being  rapidly  circulated.  Nearly  100,000  maps  of  convenient  size, 
containing  the  latest  statistics  concerning  the  state,  have  been 
printed.  These  maps  are  intended  to  keep  the  public  informed 
of  all  changes  in  county  boundaries  and  railway  extensions,  and 
are  issued  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  requires.  During  the  last 
biennial  period  nearly  100,000  circular  letters  on  subjects  cal- 
culated to  interest  the  public  relating  to  the  state  and  her  re- 
sources have  been  mailed  to  every  part  of  the  Union ;  some  of  the 
editions  of  the  State  Bulletin  have  approached  the  100,000  mark ; 
equally  large  editions  of  the  premium  list  offered  in  competition 
at  the  state  exposition  have  been  issued  and  distributed,  while 
an  illustrated,  descriptive  writeup  of  the  1911  exposition  has 
been  given  equal  publicity.  Quite  a  number  of  gr^in  exhibits 
were  made  during  the  past  two  years  and  collections  were  fur- 
nished to  be  sent  to  other  states  for  advertising  purposes. 
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From  October  1st  to  13th,  1912  was  held  the  second  Indus- 
trial Exposition  in  the  enlarged  buildings  which  now  form  the 
permanent  home  of  that  undertaking.  The  experiences  of  1911 
permitted  a  much  more  ambitious  display,  and  many  new  features 
added  to  the  usefulness  and  attractiveness  of  the  exhibits.  Dairy 
and  poultry  features,  with  illustrated  moving  picture  lecture> 
specially  secured  from  the  International  Harvester  publicity  bu- 
reau were  unique  attractions  on  this  occasion,  and  for  the  second 
time  the  value  of  this  means  of  state  advertisement  was  amply 
proven.  Notwithstanding  the  unfavorable  weather  conditions, 
and  backward  state  of  harvesting  and  threshing  conditions,  a 
splendid  attendance  rewarded  the  efforts  of  the  management; 
farmers,  and  others  from  all  parts  of  the  state  and  beyond  its 
borders  attesting  by  their  interested  presence  the  wide  scope  of 
utility  that  the  exposition  is  embracing. 

As  a  fitting  finale  to  a  most  successful  two-year  period  of 
sustained  effort  in  placing  the  state's  resources  and  present  state 
of  development  before  the  larger  public  of  the  whole  United  States 
may  b.e  mentioned  the  part  taken  by  North  Dakota  in  the  great 
Land  Products  Show  held  at  Minneapolis,  November  12  to  23, 
1912.  From  the  vast  collection  of  agricultural  and  other  products 
gathered  together  at  our  own  Industrial  Exposition,  previously 
mentioned,  were  selected  the  most  typical  and  illustrative  exam- 
ples. These  consisted  of  grains,  tame  and  wild  grasses,  pottery, 
coal  products,  etc.,  carefully  arranged  in  attractive  cases,  each 
bearing  its  message  of  the  opportunity  offered  to  every  energetic 
citizen  for  securing  a  happy  home  and  congenial  occupation, 
should  he  elect  to  make  the  state  of  North  Dakota  his  future 
residence.  Literature  and  leaflets  were  also  available  for  dis- 
tribution to  all  who  might  be  interested,  the  whole  being  under 
the  personal  charge  of  the  commissioner.  The  interest  evinced 
was  immediate  and  continuous  and  there  is  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  benefits  to  accrue  will  be  substantial  and  far- 
reaching,  many  new  and  desirable  interests  being  attracted  to 
North  Dakota  by  reason  of  this  comprehensive  exhibit.  At  the 
close  of  the  Land  Products  Show  a  portion  of  the  state  exhibit 
was  sent  on  to  Chicago  in  care  of  experienced  representatives 
where  it  was  useful  in  again  conveying  the  story  of  our  great 
agricultural  state  to  the  thousands  of  mid-continental  visitors 
that  thronged  the  aisles  of  the  Chicago  Land  Show,  which  lasted 
for  two  weeks  immediately  following  November  23,  1912.

GENERAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  close  of  the  biennial  period  included  in  this  report  finds 
dairying  established  over  the  state  both  in  actual  practice  and 
in  favor  with  all  classes  of  business  much  more  securely  than  it 
has  been  at  any  previous  time. 

The  conditions  have  not  been,  for  at  least  one-hali  of  the 
time,  favorable  for  a  large  or  even  an  average  production,  but 
these  very  conditions  brought  the  returns  for  the  products  into 
promiii^nt  and  appreciative  attention. 

The  pastures  of  the  late  summer  and  fall  of  1901  were  ex- 
ceptionally poor  over  a  large  portion  of  the  state.  In  fact,  both 
pasture  and  water  conditions  in  numerous  instances  were  quite 
serious. 

The  lack  of  rainfall  also  effected  the  supply  of  wild  and  tame 
hay  as  well  as  grain.  Cows  webt  into  the  winter  in  thin  flesh, 
were  fed  largely  on  poor  hay,  straw,  oft 'times  from  an  old  stack 
^nd  in  many  instances  principally  on  Russian-thistle  hay.  Large 
quantities  of  hay  were  shipped  in  to  help  out  but  grain  feeding 
was  the  exception. 

The  shortage  of  feed  caused  many  to  turn  cows  into  fields 
and  pastures  earlier  in  the  following  spring  than  was  practical  and 
their  flesh  and  vitality  was  stiU  further  lowered,  so  that  they  were 
not  in  normal  producing  condition  until  well  into  the  early  sum- 
mer.    Production  per  cow  was  low  under  such  conditions. 

The  light  grain  crop  reduced  the  number  of  extra  men 
surplus  of  dairy  products  to -dispose  of. 

The  shortage  of  '* money''  crops  to  dispose  of  encouraged  the 
selling  of  cream  rather  than  consuming  it  at  home  either  in  the 
raw  or  manufactured  condition. 

Pastures  of  1911  were  slow  in  starting  in  because  of  a  lack 
of  moisture  in  the  soil  from  the  previous  year  and  a  continuation 
of  dry,  windy  conditions,  but  they  were  exceptionally  good  later. 
Especially  were  the  fall  conditions  favorable  because  of  a 
second  gtowth-of  grain  in  the  fields,  and  production  was  heavy. 
An  increase  in  the  corn  acreage  over  the  previous  season  of 
approximately  100  per  cent  provided  a  much  greater  quantity  of 
better  forage  and  the  hay  crop  being  larger  and  of  superior 
quality,  even  though  the  grain  feed  was  scarce,  cattle  went  into 
the  winter  of  1911-12  in  fine  shape. 
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The  spring  of  1912  found  cattle  in  better  condition  than  the 
previous  one  and  pastures  have  been  exceptionally  good. 

Thousands  of  new  names  have  been  added  to  the  list  of 
patrons  of  creameries.  In  many  instances  they  were  farmers 
who  had  never  before  produced  dairy  products  for  market. 

Business  men  noticing  that  those  who  kept  cows  and  sold 
cream  met  financial  obligations  better  than  those  who  did  not,  en- 
couraged the  purchasing  of  cows  and  pure  bred  dairy  sires. 
Bankers  in  numerous  instances,  loaned  funds  to  purchase  cows 
when  they  would  not  for  the  purchase  of  seed  grain. 

Numerous  car-loads  of  mature  cows  as  well  as  young  heifers, 
were  purchased  and  shipped  into  the  state.  Nine  cars  were  dis- 
tributed from  Minot  alone ;  Park  River,  Grafton,  Hettinger,  Mar- 
ion.   Fargo  and  many  other  points  were  active  along  this  line. 

Especially  must  the  bankers  be  given  credit  for  effective 
activity  in  securinjg  specific  results  in  the  introduction  of  dairy 
stocki  Their  activity  was  prompted  because  conditions  had  been 
such  that  they  had  forced  to  their  attention  the  earning  power 
of  the  dairy  cow  even  under  adverse  conditions. 

Individual  farmers  in  all  sections  of  the  state  began  inquiring 
for  dairy  cows  and  had  they  been  procurable  within  a  reasonable 
distance  thousands  would  have  changed  hands. 

The  department  rendered* such  aid  as  was  possible  in  the 
matter  and,  in  assisting  inquirers  in  locating  sires  of  the  breeds 
wanted  did  effective  work. 

Our  people  generally  have  been  willing  to  pay  a  fair  price 
for  a  good  grade  cow  or  heifer  but  in  purchasing  purebred  sires 
they  have  been  reluctant  to  pay  the  price.  Too  often  they  have 
chose  a  young  untried  sire.  The  reasons  for  this  seem  to  be  the 
scarcity  of  mature,  proven  sires  withiil  the  state,  a  lack  of  appre- 
ciation of  the  advantages  of  breeding  to  a  kj^own  high  class 
prepotent  animal  compared  to  a  questionable  young  one,  and 
the  difference  in  first  cost. 

•  All  of  the  dairy  breeds  are  now  represented  in  the  state. 
Holsteins  and  Jerseys  are  distributed  over  the  state  quite  gen- 
erally. The  vicinity  of  Minot  seems  to  be  taking  the  lead  in 
Guernseys.  Ayrshires  have  the  least  representation  of  any  of 
the  recognized  dairy  breeds  at  present,  a  condition  that  will,  no 
doubt,  be  adjusted  in  time  as  there  seems  to  be  many  good  reasons 
on  which  to  base  a  belief  that  they  would  also  be  popular. 

Of  the  dual  purpose  breeds  the  Brovs^i  Swiss  are  only  slightly 
represented  while  Bed  Polls  are  well  established.  Grade  Short- 
horn cows  are  suppljdng  a  much  greater  percentage  of  the  dairy 
products  of  the  state  than  are  the  dairy  breeds. 

Increased  numbers  of  cows  and  greater  appreciation  of  them 
was  naturally  accompanied  by  a  demand  for  better,  more  con- 
venient barns.    The  department  officials  have  assisted  in  planning 
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and  equipping  a  number.  This  is  a  field  of  work  that  offers 
excellent  opportunities  for  intensely  practical  assistance.  It 
calls,  however,  for  personal  contact  with  each  farm  from  which 
requests  come  if  the  assistance  rendered  is  to  be  of  the  highest 
efficiency. 

Better  barns  mean  much  more  for  the  dairy  development 
than  the  effect  of  good  shelter  for  the  cows.  The  statement  made 
to  the  writer  by  one  dairyman  that :  * '  I  have  no  difficulty  in  keep- 
ing men  to  milk  because  I  have  comfortable,  convenient  barns  for 
them  to  work  in",  is  highly  significant. 


MEETINGS. 

Conditions  have  been  exceptionally  favorable  for  holding 
meetings  and  the  department  has  been  represented  at  a  consider- 
able number  during  the  two  years.  We  have  CQ-operated  with 
the  Farmers  Institute,  State  Dairymen's  Association,  fair  and 
mid-winter  gatherings  in  putting  on  practical  dairy  programs 
and  exhibits. 

Annual  meetings  of  creamery  companies,  organization  of 
new,  or  the  rejuvenation  of  old  ones,  silo,  sire  and  general  dairy 
meetings  have  been  attended  and  a  great  amount  of  assistance 
given  and  enthusiasm  imparted. 


INSPECTION. 

Of  the  various  duties  devolving  upon  the  dairy  officials  none 
is  more  productive  of  excellent  results,  yet  at  the  same  time 
leaves  so  little  that  can  be  pointed  to  as  being  specific  evidence 
of  supporting  the  statement,  that,  creamery,  cream  station  etc., 
inspection  does. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  sufficient  funds  are  not  provided 
so  that  inspection  could  be  extended  to  each  farm  where  dairy 
products  are  produced  for  general  market.  The  benefit  lies  not 
alone  in  a  mere  inspection,  but  in  the  encouragement  given  for 
better  work,  suggestions  of  methods  and, means  to  more  econom- 
ical production  .and  manufacture,  and  in  better  sanitation  without 
greatly  increased  labor  or  cost. 

The  department  has  striven  to  make  such  inspections  what 
the  spirit  of  the  law  and  humanity  intended  they  should  be, 
assistance.  That  our  suggestions  have  been  of  inestimable  value 
not  only  to  those  to  whom  they  were  directed,  but  also  to  the 
public  generally,  will  hardly  be  disputed  by  anyone  with  whom 
we  have  come  in  contact.  A  suggestion  when  carried  out  may 
not  leave  on  the  mind  of  the  individual  assisted  a  strong  im- 
preasion  of  having  been  benefited.    Results  are  invariably  more 
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or  less  reiuovt'd  i'rom  causes,  hence  the  difficulty  of  indicating 
si)ccific  accomplishments  for  the  department  in  this  work. 

Better  sanitation  is  still  needed — seriously  indeed — but  per- 
fection cannot  be  reached.  The  best  we  can  expect  to  do  is  to 
keep  improving.  Too  radical  requirements  on  our  part  only 
result  in  discouraging  dairying  and  our  duty  is  as  much  to  en- 
courage production  as  to  regulate  it. 

So  long  as  individuals  have  a  thousand  dollars  invested  in 
their  principal  line  to  every  one  hundred  dollars  in  the  dairy  bus- 
iness sanitation  must  depend  a. great  deal  on  the  habits  of  the 
persons  who  are  producing  or  handling  the  products. 

This  applies  to  farmer  producer,  and  merchant  cream  station 
operator  alike. 

Frequent  inspection  of  the  most  slovenly  materially  assists 
in  improving  conditions. 

*'Your  standard  of  cleanliness  is  below  the  average.  You 
must  clean  up  your  premises  and  keep  clean",  is  a  frequent  ex- 
pression of  the  dairy  officials  and  has  stimulated  many  to  better 
future  conditions. 

The  practicability  and  results  of  inspection  work  revolves 
itself  into  the  question:  What  would  the  sanitary  conditions  be- 
come if  there  was  no  inspection? 


SUB-KEPORTS. 

The  writer  believes  that  each  person  engaged  in  a  work  can 
tell  his  own  story  best  and  consequently  submits  as  a  portion  of 
the  report  sub-reports  from  those' who  have,  during  the  biennial 
period,  been  associated  with  the  dairy  department. 


CEEAMERY  BUTTER  CONTESTS. 

The  five  months  Educational  Creamery  Butter  Contest  in- 
augurated by  tliis  department  in  1910  proved  productive  of  so 
much  interest  among  the  buttermakers  and  tneir  patrons,  and 
l)r(Might  such  satisfactory  results  that  it  was  thought  advisable 
to  conduct  another  during  1911. 

The  monthly  scorings  began  in  May  and  ended  in  September. 
Thirty-eight  creameries  were  represented  in  one  or  more  of  the 
scorings  and  120  samples  of  butter  were  judged  and  criticised. 
According  to  the  rules  of  the  contest  butter  coming  from  cream- 
eries operating  power  separators — receiving  whole  milk — were 
to  be  handicapped  two  points  per  entry  in  figuring  averages 
for  the  prizes  offered.  Three  prizes  were  offered  by  the  State 
for  the  three  highest  averages  under  the  rules,  consisting  of  $25.00, 
$15.00,  and  $10.00.    The  cash  for  these  prizes  was  drawn  from

SHjOS  in  north  DAKOTA. 

The  silo  has  become  an  important  factor  in  North  Dakota, 
and  the  State  Dairy  Department  has  aided  greatly  in  bringing 
this' condition  about. 

The  first  silo  erected  in  the  State,  so  far  as  the  department 
has  been  able  to  learn,  was  by  Major  R.  E.  Plemming  about 
1896  on  his  farm  in  Cass  County,  near  Wheatland.  At  the  time 
of  this  writing,  this  silo  may  still  be. seen  from  the  car  windows 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  Ry.  trains,  standing  as  it  does,  close  to 
the  track,  a  short  distance'  east  of  Wheatland.  It  is  built  of 
wood,  is  not  as  high  as  present  approved  plans  call  for,  has  not 
seen  constant  service  as  a  receptacle  of  silage,  but  indicates 
clearly  the  advanced  ideas  of  some  of  our  pioneer  agriculturists. 

An  extensive  search  through  correspondence  early  in  1912 
brought  reasonably  reliably  information,  to  the  effect  that  there 
was  at  that  time,  in  the  State,  114  silos.  One  half  that  number 
were  erected  during  1911, 

Many  varieties  were  represented;  stave,  panel,  frame,  brick, 
tile,  concrete  block,  and  monolithic  concrete.  88%  of  the  total 
number  were  of  wood,  and  12%,  of  the  other  materials.  The 
largest  ones  listed  were  20  x  40  feet,  having  a  capacity  of 
aproximately  280  tons  of  silage.  Those  having  diameters  of  14 
or  16  feet  predominating,  and  a  lesser  number  of  12  and  18  feet. 
Elevations  ran  from  20  to  40  feet,  30  being  the  predominatni? 
height.     They  wore  distributed  by  counties  as  follows:

Data  regarding  the  varieties  of  corn  grown  for  silage  from  60 
reporters  showed  that  44  used  Northwestern  Dent,  wiiolly  or  in 
part,  14  Minnesota  No.  13,  eitlier  wholly  or  in  part,  and  a  few 
used  flint  and  ''fodder'^  corn. 

The  tcfnnage  of  silage  per  acre  ran  from  2.2  to  10.5,  the  aver- 
age being  5.98  or  approximately  6  tons  peracre.  This  included 
])oth  checkrow  and  drilled  corn. 

The  earliest  data  given  for  the  completion  of  filling  a  silo 
in  1911  was  August  25,  the  largest,  October  17,  the  average  date 
being  September  19th, 

The  number  of  men  working  in  silo  when  filling  ranged  from 
naught  to  three.  Average  1.4  No.  of  teams  hauling,  from  2  to 
14.  Average  5.  No.  of  men  at  cutter  table,  1  to  4.  Average  2.3 
Total  number  of  men  employed  in  filling  silo  ranged  from  4  to  21. 
Average  9.  7. 

Replies  to  re(|uests  to  rejmrt  any  unfavorable  results  w^th 
silo  or  silage  brought  very  few,  but  did  prompt  many  favorable 
ones.  One  reporter  said,  and  no  doubt  quite  truthfully,  that, 
**The  Silo  and  silage  nre  not  all  that  is  claimed  for  them,  es- 
pecially by  factory  made  silo  salesmen.'*  A  number  of  reports 
of  the  blowing  down,  when  empty,  of  wH)oden  silos  were  received, 
the  stave  silos  being  the  chief  offoiulers  in  this  regard. 

In  the  main,  however,  silo  and  silage  has  won  a  very  favor- 
able standing  in  the  estimation  of  the  longest  users. 

The  State  Dairy  Department,  during  1909,  began  soliciting 
short  articles  from  farmers  in  different  sections  of  the  State 
relating  their  exi)erience  and  opinion  of  the  silo,  silage,  and  the 
general  influence  surrounding  the  growing  of  corn  for  silage. 
These  articles  were  sent  out  as  press  notes,  and  received  wide 
publicity.     Many  were  also  enclosed  with  office  letters.     Because 
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of  tlicir  coming  from  our  home  people,  over  the  farmers  own 
siguatures,  they  carried  great  weight. 

April  23,  1910,  the  writer  called  a  meeting  at  New  Salem, 
Morton  County,  and  secured  to  assist,  C.  P.  Doane,  Federal 
Dairyman,  from  Albert  Lea,  Minn.  The  sole  object  of  this  meet- 
ing was  to  discuss  silos  anJi  silage.  It  was  well  attended  and 
the  interest  was'  excellent.  On  the  Monday  following,  accom- 
panied by  U.  J.  Downey,  Superintendent  of  the  N.  D.  Holsteiu 
Breeding  Circuit  Association,  we  visited  several  of  the  farms  of 
those  who  appeared  most  interested,  and  pointed  out  to  them  just 
where  the  silo  might  be  located  to  be  most  convenient. 

Another  meeting  was  held  at  Youngtown,  seven  miles  in  the 
country  from  New  Salem,  the  following  winter  for  further  dis- 
cussion of  the  silo  problem.  As  a  direct  result  of  these  meetings 
seven  silos  were  purchased  in  one  order  and  erected  and  filled 
in  1911. 

The  Dairy  meetings  atended  by  department  officials  during 
the  winter  of  1911-12  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  all  took  on  the 
character  of  silo  and  silage  meetings.  The  intense  interest  in  the 
minds  of  the  audiences  made  this  necessary. 

We  were  unusually  fortunate  in  being  able  during  the  period 
covered  by  this  report  to  receive  assistance  from  the  Federal 
Dairy  Division.  * 

At  the  time  of  the  ending  of  the  period  of  this  report  June 
:i(),  1912,  the  activity  in  silo  construction  would  seem  to  warrant 
the  belief  that  the  number  of  silos  in  the  State  would  be  double 
what  they  were  at  the  beginning. 

The  department  has  given  assistance  with  the  building  of 
all  kinds  of  silos  wlien  requested,  but  has  been  especially  inter- 
ested in  the  monolithic  concrete  silo,  believing  that  for  most 
sections  of  our  state  it  is  quite  practical. 

The  assistance  rendered  with  these  consisted  in  furnishing 
hills  of  material  needed  for  a  given  capacity,  silo,  and  personal 
aid  in  the  construction  of  forms  or  moulds,  in  laying  out  the 
foundation,  placing  of  reinforcing,  constructing  mi^^ing  platforms, 
proportioning  the  concrete  mixture,  raising  of  forms,  construct- 
ion of  scaffolding,  and .  roof.  Tn  fact  ao-operating  wfith  the 
farmer  and  his  farm  laborers  in  the  starting  of  a  concrete  silo 
and  remaining  with  him  until  he  had  sufficient  knowledge  of  the 
methods,  and  confidence  to  complete  the  construction  without 
further  aid.  In  all  instances  we  stood  ready  to  return  for  further 
assistaTice  if  we  were  needed.  Our  assistance  has  been  without 
cost  to  those  with  whom  we  have  co-operated. 

As  the  silo  assistance  has  been  discussed  more  or  less  by 
others  in  the  sul)  reports,  it  will  not  be  taken  up  further  here. 

A  silo  constritcti'on  circular  giving  general  information  was 
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issued  in  April  1912.  There  is  an  active  demand  for  more  de- 
tailed information  and  tliis  we  hope  to  be  able  to  supply  in  time 
for  the  building  season  of  1913. 

The  monolithic  concrete  silos  that  the  department  and  its 
allied  assistants  have  helped  to  erect  so  far  have  proven  satis- 
factory. 

They  are  suflSciently  substantial  and  durable  as  well  as  effi- 
cient, and  erected  at  so  moderate  an  expenditure  of  cash  that 
in  each  section  where  one  has  been  erected,  others  either  have 
been  added,  or  we  have  numerous  requests  for  information  and 
assistance  for  further  construction. 

FEDERAL  AID. 

During  1909  and  1910  we  received  valuable  assistance  from  the 
manufacturing  investigation  branch  of  the  Federal  Dairy  Div- 
ision through  Dairyman  Joel  G.  Winkjer.  His  territory  in- 
cluded Minnesota,  North  and  South  Dakota  and  Montana. 

Early  in  December  of  the  latter  year  we  were  advised  that 
he  was  going  to  accept  an  appointment  January  1,  1911  as  Dairy 
and  Food  Commissioner  of.  Minnesota.  On  receipt  of  the  infor- 
mation, the  writer  immediately  wrot^  to  the  chief  of  the  Federal 
Dairy  Division  and  repeated  a  request  that  had  been  made  in 
I)erson  in  "Washington  the  preceeding  May,  that  a  Federal  Dairy- 
man be  assigned  to  North  Dakota  exclusively. 

In  February,  B.  H.  Rawl,  chief  of  the  Dairy  Division,  came 
to  Bismarck.  The  general  situation  was  gone  over  and  before 
leaving,  he  announced  that  as  soon  -as  a  suitable  man  could  be 
secured  he  would  be  assigned  to  the  State  to  co-operate  with  the 
State  Department. 

In  April,  1911,  Fred  W.  Merrill  reported  for  service.  Our 
intention  at  first  was  to  co-operate  with  some  co-operative  cream- 
ery in  establishing  a  cream  grading  system  and  with  the  patrons 
of  the  same  in  securing  herd  records  and  in  the  improvement  of 
herd,  bam,  silo  and  general  dairy  farming  operations. 

Unfortunately,  after  taking  this  line  of  operation  up  at 
several  different  points  it  was  abandoned  because  of  a  lack,  at 
that  time,  of  sufficient  interest.  However,  a  number  of  helpful 
meetings  were  held  and  many  farms  visited. 

In  June,  federal  dairy  officials,  Helmer  Rabild  and  A.  K. 
Risser  visited  the  State.  They  requested  that  one  or  two  counties 
be  selected  and  Mr.  Merrill  be  assigned  t<i  that  territory.  Walsh 
and  Pembina  Tounties  seemed  to  be  the  most  logical  ones. 

Accompanied  by  the  federal  dairymen  the  writer  went  to 
Grafton,  met  with  the  Commercial  Club  and  also  the  Commission- 
ers of  Walsh  County  who  were  in  session. 
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The  time  and  place  were  opportune  and  as  a  result  an  active 
spirit  of  co-operation  was  aroused.  The  Commissioners  pur- 
chased a  horse  and  buggy  and  placed  them  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Dairyman  while  located  in  that  section.  Pleasant  office  accom- 
modations were  provided  by  a  private  business  firm. 

The  endorsement  of  the  plan  of  the  dairying  campaign  by 
the  citizens  and  the  press  of  the  two  counties  was  also  of  great 
benefit.  Mr.  Merriirs  enthusiasm  and  ability  for  the  work  en- 
abled him  to  make  an  especially  good  showing  during  the  time 
he  was  engaged.  He  resigned  February  1st  to  take  up  private 
work.  At  that  time  he  submited  a  report  which  covers  his  work 
({uite  thoroughly  and  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Robert  C.  Jnckson  was,  in  May,  assigned  to  continue  the  work 
so  well  begun  in  Walsh  and  Pembina  counties.  His  report  for 
the  short  time  he  has  been  Avdth  us  prior  to  tlie  closing  of  oair 
official  year  is  also  submitted.

AID  IN  LaMOURE  COUNTY. 

So  many  more  calls  for  assistance,  especially  along  silo  con- 
struction lines,  were  coming  in  than  were  able  to  render  that  a 
request  for  additional  help  during  the  silo  building  season  was 
made  to  the  federal  department  early  in  1912. 

Requests  had  also  gone  in  from  Congressman  Hanna  and  from 
i^overal  individuals,  especially  in  LaMoure  county  where  state 
senator  W.  C.  McDowell  was  active  in  an  attempt  to  improve  the 
dairying  conditions  of  that  section. 

As  a  result  of  this  conx?erted  action  E.  B.  Heaton  was  as- 
signed to  LaMoure  County  in  eTune.     He  assisted  us  there  until  ^ 
October  1st.     His  report  covering  from  June  to  September  in-' 
elusive  is  also  embodied  in  this  report. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  State  Legislature  failed  to 
provide  the  appropriation  asked  for  by  the  State  Dairy  Depart- 
ment, at  a  time  when  there  was  such  an  active  demand  through- 
out the  state  for  assistance  and  w^hen  aid  could  be  given  with  such 
excellent  returns  to  the  commonwealth,  the  aid  from  the  Federal 
Dairy  Department  was  doubly  appreciated. 

Being  able  to  confine  their  energies  to  a  limited  territory 
their  work  shows  concretely  and  creditably. 

They  brought  new  ideas,  and  rendered  practical  helpful 
work  not  only  to  the  dairyjnon  but  also  to  the  State  Department, 

The  monolithic  concrete  silos  tliey  and  the  State  Department 
men  have  helpc^d  fanners  to  erect  will  stand  for  a  long  time  a^ 
niominieiits  to  llic  highest  type  of  eo-operalive  assistance,  that 
is,  helping  a  people  to  help  themselves.     . 

It  is  advisable,  however,  that  it  be  known  that  we  have  no 
definite  promise  that  this  federal  assistance  will  be  continued 
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indefinately.  In  fact  we  are  advised  that  that  is  not  their  policy, 
but  that  after  a  federal  dairyman  has  Wprked  a  sufficient  time 
in  a  territory  to  demonstrate  clearly  the  benefits  of  such  work 
their  assistance  will  be  withdrawn  believing  that  the  common- 
wealth should  through  its  legislature  provide  means  and  funds  for 
continuing  it. 

It  would  therefore  seem  advisable  for  our  dairymen  and 
others  interested  to  see  that  means  are  provided  to  continue  the 
good  work  begun  by  federal  men  whenever  they  are  withdrawn 
and  also  for  the  greatly  increased  demands  and  opportunities  over 
the  State  generally. 


REPORT  OF  E.  H.  PIERCE, 
Assistant  Dairy  Commissioner. 

My  work  has  chiefly  consisted  of  inspecting  creameries  and 
cream  stations  with  a  limited  time  devoted  to  the  inspection  of 
dairies  and  dairy  farm  buildings.  I  have  .also  devoted  a  portion 
of  that  time  in  assisting  buttermakers  in  cases  where  they  were 
having  trouble  with  their  work,  and  in  taking  charge  of  cream- 
eries where  they  were  left  for  a  short  time  without  a  butter- 
maker. 

Our  dairy  law  requires  that  every  creamery  and  cream  sta- 
tion in  the  state  be  inspected  at  least  once  a  year,  but  owing  to 
the  number  of  these  and  to  the  fact  that  many  are  in.  operation 
only  for  a  portion  of  each  summer,  and  to  the  limited  force  Qf 
the  department,  it  has  been  impossible  to  carry  on  this  work  as 
thoroughly  as  it  should  have  been,  as  the  majority  of  the  cream 
stations  have  required  more  attention  than  could  be  given  by  one 
visit  a  year.  I  have  inspected  the  greater  part  of  the  creameries 
once,  and  many  of  the  cream  stations  more  than  once  a  year.  My 
method  has  been  to  visit  all  creameries  and  cream  stations  so  far 
as  possible,  inspect  them  using  blanks  furnished  for  that  purpose 
and,  in  every  case  where  a  butterm^ker  or  cream  agent  was  found 
operating  under  unsanitary  conditions  he  was  instructed  to  give 
the  place  a  thorough  cleaning  and  continue  to  keep  it  so  under 
the  penalty  of  the  law,  also  provide  screen  doors  and  windows 
where  they  were  not  in  evidence. 

In  cases  where  a  creamery,  or  cream  station  was  found  a 
second  time  in  a  very  unclean  condition,  action  was  brought 
against  the  operator  and,  %vith  one  exception,  convictions  were 
secured  and  fines  and  costs  amounting  to  from  $12.00  for  the 
first  offence  to  $20.00  for  the  second  were  imposed. 
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In  comparing  reports  on  cream  stations  made  at  different 
times,  I  find  that  occasionally  there  is  one  who  has  kept  his  sta- 
tion in  a  fairly  sanitary  condition,  but  without  frequent  inspec- 
tiontion  the  average  man  in  that  work  has  a  tendency  to  become 
careless. 

Too  many  of  them  have  very  little  conception  of  the  import- 
ance of  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  dairy  products.  Generally 
speaking,  the  buttermaker  takes  more  pride  in  his  work  and  in 
keeping  the  creamery  and  surroundings  in  a  fairly  clean  con- 
dition. 

This  inspection  has  been  carried  on  during  the  summer  and 
fall  months,  while  during  the  winter  and  spring  months  I  spent 
much  time  attending  creamery  meetings,  assisting  in  organinzin? 
new  creamery  companies,  and-  in  attending  Farmer's  Institutes 
in  various  places  throughout  the  stat'C  as  one  of  the  speakers. 
In  all  I  have  attended  about  eighty-five  Farmer's  Institutes  and 
dairy  meetings  and  spoken  to  approximately  2500  people. 

From  August  1st,  to  September  10,  1911, 1  worked  with  others 
constructing  concrete  silos  in  the  North  Eastern  part  of  the 
state.  Including  from  September  12th  to  16th,  I  assisted  in  the 
superintending  of  the  dairy  department  at  the  Morton  County 
Fair  held  at  Mandan,  N.  D. 

From  September  16th  to  October  25th  I  assisted  Ln  the  work 
at  the  Industrial  Exposition. 

From  May  30,  to  June  15,  1912  I  assisted  in  the  construction 
.of  two  large,  monolithic  concrete  silos  at  the  Hospital  for  the 
Insane   at   Jamestown.     From   June   17th    to   22nd   inclusive,    I 
superintended  the  construction  of  a  concrete  silo  for  Geo,  S.  Whit- 
field, near  Glover,  N.  D. 

The  last  few  days  of  June  w^re  given  to  work  on  concrete 
silos  southeast  of  Dickinson. 


•  Report  of  Fred  W.  IMerrill,  Federal  Junior  Dairyman,  Co- 
operating with  the  State  Dairy  Department  in  Walsh  and  Pem- 
bina Counties,  from  March  20,  1911  to  February  15,  1912. 

Grafton,  N.  D. 
February  19,  1912. 
I  herewith  submit  a  brief  report  of  the  work  accomplished 
in  North  Dakota,  thru  the  co-operation  of  the  Federal  Dairy 
Division  and  State  Dairy  Commissioner. 

» 

On  March  20th,  1911,  I  commenced  work  in  North  Dakota 
in  co-operation  with  and  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Dairy 
Commissioner  of  North  Dakota,  R.  F.  Flint. 

The  main  intent  and  purpose  of  the  work  was  the  building 
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up  of  the  dairy  industry  of  North  Dakota,  especially  along  the 
lines  of  production. 

There  had  been  almost  a  complete  crop  failure  in  Western 
Xorth  Dakota  during  1910,  and  many  of  the  farmers  were  dis- 
couraged and  were  ahnost  about  to  leave  the  State.  They  had 
practised  dairying  to  some  extent  and  it  was  thought  by  Mr. 
Flint,  that  if  some  encouragement  could  he  given  them,  and  some 
practical  help  rendered,  they  would  take  hold  anew  and  be  more 
successful  in  their  farming  operations. 

With  this  object  in  view,  we  visited  several  communities,  held 
a  number  of  meetings  and  interviewed  a  large  number  of  farm- 
ers whom  we  thought  would  co-operate  in  some  kind  of  work. 

The  remaining  part  of  March,  and  all  of  April  and  May, 
was  spent  in  trying  to  find  some  community  to  take  up  the  work. 
In  this  we  were  not  successful  and  I  attribute  our  failure  to  the 
fact,  that  the  farmers  were  not  ready  to  abandon  grain  farming 
in  the  Western  part  of  the  State  and  go  into  dairying  very  ex- 
tensively. They  were  not  financially  able  to  invest  in  dairy  stock, 
nor  in  dairy  buildings.  Neither  did  they  have  feed  for  live 
stock.  There  was  such  a  wide  spread  feeling  of  unrest  and  con- 
ditions were  so  unsettled  that  we  decided  to  go  into  some  part 
of  the  Red  River  Valley  of  North  Dakota. 

This  part  of  the  state  has  never  suffered  from  crop  failure. 
Wheat  'principally,  and  other  small  grains,  to  some  extent  has 
been  grown  for  thirty  years.     There  had  been  no  rotation ;  the  . 
cultivation  of  the  land  had  been  of  the  shallowest  kind,  and  the 
soil  was  filled  with  noxious  weeds  and  foul  diseases. 

The  one-crop  system  had  been  followed  so  closely  that  not 
even  meat,  eggs  and  dairy  products,  sufficient  to  supply  the  family 
needs,  were  produced  on  the  farm.  No  one  realized  the  necessity 
of  changing  the  farming  system  more  than  did  the  farmer.  A 
large  majority  of  them  were  ready  for  any  kind  of  farming  that 
would  improve  the  quality  of  their  soils  and  enable  them  to 
make  their  lands  productive. 

The  man  who  had  owned  large  tracts  had  become  wealthy 
and  retired.  A  younger  generation  was  possessing  the  land, 
new  settlers  from  other  states  were  coming  in  and  the  less  suc- 
cessful farmer  who  had  been  there  for  a  long  time,  these  men  were 
all  ready  to  receive  any  assistance  that  could  be  rendered  them. 

Walsh  and  Pembina  Counties  were  selected  as  the  field  in 
wihich  to  operate  and  the  city  of  Grafton  was  made  the  head- 
quarters. 

The  commercial  men  of  Grafton  welcomed  the  work  and 
offered  whatever  assistance  was  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work. 
Through  their  efforts  a  horse  and  buggy  was  furnished  by  the 
Comity  Commissioners  for  ray  use  in  visiting  among  farmers. 
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It  was  necessary  to  do  much  soliciting;  before  the  work  had 
become  well  established,  farmers  were  piking  for  as;$istance 
along*  various  lines.  The  work  accomplished  might  be  divided 
into  four  lines,  Educational,  Construction,  Dairy  Herds,  Farm 
Crops. 

The  educational  work  has  consisted  of  holding  meetings 
in  various  towns  of  the  two  counties.  Dairy  schools,  and  assist- 
ing the  State  Institute  Staff  in  Institute  meetings. 

Special  Work  done  at  Mandt  in  Fertile  township.  There 
existed  a  local  organization  of  farmers  with  a  membership  of 
fifty.  The  men  were  all  prosperous,  a  Seeling  of  co-operation  ex- 
sisted^  and  I  discovered  that  they  were  anxious  to  know  more 
about' farming  than  they  had  been  able  to  learn  thru  practical 
work.  It  was  arranged  to  hold  an  institute  meeting  twice  a 
month.  This  has  been  carried  out,  fifteen  meetings  in  all  having 
been  held.  The  work  was  arranged  systematically  and  subjects 
pertaining  to  live  stock  interests  constituted  the  major  part  of 
the  work. 

A  Co-operative  Breeding  Association,  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  has  been  fully  organized  and  is  now  in  full 
working  order.  A  copy  of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  has  been 
sent  to  you.  There  is  an  opportunity  to  organize  at  least  three 
more  in  the  very  near  future  in  these  two  counties. 

During  the  months  of  December  and  January,  a  night  school 
was  established  in  Grafton.  It  was  attended  by  men  who  were 
especially  interested  in  dairy  farming.  A  systematic  course  was 
given  and  much  good  resulted.  I  believe  this  should  be  continued 
another  year  and  if  possible,  establish  night  schools  in  nearby 
communities. 

A  series  of  two-day  schools  was  held  in  twelve  of  the  prin- 
cipal towns  of  the  two  counties.  Subjects  pertaining  to  the  dairy 
industry  constituted  the  program.  Much  interest  was  shown.  All 
the  meetings  were  well  attended  and  a  livelier  interest  prevails, 
as  a  result  of  these  schools.  I  am  sure  there  w^ll  be  a  demand 
for  them  next  year.  In  all  I  have  attended  thirty-nine  scUools  and 
i^eetings  and  have  talked  to  approximately  five  thousand  eight 
hundred  sixty-five  people. 

Assistance  has  been  given  in  many  instances  to  farmers  who 
were  buying  dairy  stock,  both  locally  and  in  other  states.  Ninety 
head  of  grade  and  purebred  Holstein  stock  were  shipped  into 
Grafton  from  Wisconsin  and  distributed  among  the  farmers.  In 
every  instance,  so  far  as  I  know,  they  are  giving  splendid  sat- 
isfaction. Three  men  are  keeping  daily  records  of  their  herds  and 
are  getting  good  results. 

The  success  attained  with  growing  corn  has  brought  to  the 
farmer's  attention  the  need  of  a  silo.    During  the  summer,  assis- 
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tance  was  given  in  the  construction  of  six  concrete  silos.  Reports 
of  them  have  been  sent  to  the  office.  They  are  giving  splendid 
satisfaction.  I  have  already  received  applications  from  nineteen 
farmers  for  assistance,  during  the  coming  summer,  in  the  con- 
struction of  concrete  silos,  in  Walsh  and  Pembina  Counties. 
Other  places  are  also  asking  that  assistance  might  be  given  them. 

Two  barns  have  been  remodeled  and  modern  stanchions 
and  stalls  installed,  and  including  also  a  system  of  ventilation. 

One  of  the  main  problems  for  the  Red  River  Valley  to  solve, 
is  that  of  feed  for  live  stock.  As  a  result  of  my  rather  extensive 
experience  in  growing  alfalfa  I  have  been  able  to  render  assis- 
tance to  a  large  number  who  were  anxious  to  grow  this  food. 
I  have  made  arrangements  with  a  large  number  to  plant  fields 
of  it  this  coming  season.  Clover  and  alfalfa  can  be  growti  suc- 
cessfully in  the  Red  River  Valley,  if  only  the  right  methods  are 
used  in  getting  it  started. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  report  that  my  work  has  been  in- 
tensively interesting,  but  I  have  enjoyed  it  more  than  any  work  | 
I  have  ever  done.    I  have  tried  to  make  it  a  value  to  the  farmers 
and  communities  and  a  credit  to  the  State  Dairy  Commission  and 
the  Dairy  Division  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

My  desire  is  that  the  work  shall  continue  and  be  far  more 
successful  during  the  next  year  than  it  has  been  during  the  past.  . 
I  believe  a  good  beginning  has  been  made  and  that  good  results 
are.  sure  to  follow. 


REPORT  OP  R.  C.  JACKSON,  FEDERAL  SCIENTIFIC 

ASSISTANT, 

Co-operating  in  Walsh  and  Pembina  Counties. 

Following  the  beginning  made  by  Mr.  Merrill, the  silo  con- 
struction work  for  1912  commenced  in  May.  Considerable  inter- 
est was  shown  in  it  and  at  the  end  of  the  season,  eight  concrete 
silos  had  been  built^ — one  11  x  34,  three  12  x  30,  two  14  x  36,  and 
two  16  X  40.  There  were  a  number  of  others  who  intended  to 
build  but,  owing  to  the  shortness  of  the  season  and  their  late 
decision,  they  were  unable  to  do  so.  These,  however,  are  at  the 
head  of  the  list  for  next  season,  and  I  feel  that  a  mucli  earlier 
start  can  be  made  next  year. 

There  are  at  present  two  dairies  co-operating  with  me  in  the 
herd  tests.  One  who  was  work  ing  with  my  predecessor,  I  have 
dropped  from  indifference,  and  another  has  never  asked  to  take 
up  the  work  .  My  reason  for  not  seeking  a  continuance  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  it  would  be  conducted  by  a  renter  and  would  be 
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more  or  less  unsatisfactory.  I  will  take  more  co-operation  as 
soon  as  there  is  something  to  work  on,  but  just  at  present  what 
is  needed  most  is  good  barns  and  more  good  cows. 

Three  new  barns  have  been  built  and  one  remodeled  under  my 
supervision  this  year.  The  first  barn  to  be  completed  was  that 
of  Dave  Desautel.  six  miles  from  Grafton.  This  barn  is  36  x 
80,  with  walls  of  cement  block  to  the  floor  of  the  loft.  The  floors, 
fegd  alleys,  and  mangers  of  the  dairy  part  are  all  cement.  The 
stalls  for  the  cows  are  of  the  patent  type  with  swinging  stanch- 
ions. The  drains  and  water  system  have  also  been  arranged  so 
that  the  cows  may  be  watered  in  their  stalls  and  thus  avoid  being 
subjected  to  the  severe  cold  during  the  winter.  Next  year  the 
owner  expects  to  build  a  concrete  silo  and  by  so  doing  will  com- 
plete one  of  the  best  all  around  barns  in  Walsh  county. 

The  second,  helped  to  complete  a  **dual  purpose'*  barn  at 
the  North  Dakota  Institute  for  the  Feeble  Minded  at  Grafton. 
The  building  was  remodeled  last  year  but  the  interior  arrange- 
ment was  not  undertaken  until  this  season.  As  in  the  other  barn, 
all  floors,  mangers,  etc.  of  the  dairy  arg  of  cement,  and  the  stalls 
are  the  patent  adjustable  type.  This  barn  is  also  equipped  with 
a  cement  silo,  the  contents  of  which  will  be  fed  this  winter  during 
the  stormy  months. 

The  last  to  be  completed  so  far  is  that  of  George  McCabe  on 
his  farm  in  Pembina  County.  This  is  the  only  one  built  this 
season  under  my  supervision  that  will  be  entirely  devoted  lo 
dairying.  It  is  38  x  75  with  a  thirty  foot  loft  and  a  14  x  37  ce- 
ment silo  at  the  side.  This  barn  is  certainly  a  credit  to  the  dairy 
industry  of  North  Dakota.  At  present  the  interior  is  arranged 
to  accommodate  18  head  of  milk  cows,  a  feed  bin,  separator  room, 
bull  stalls,  calf  stalls,  and  a  space  into  which  the  cattle  can  be 
turned  for  exercise  during  the  stormy  weather  and  thus  prevent 
undue  exposure.  The  stanchions  are*  adjustable  (patent)  set 
in  wooden  frames.  The  portion  of  the  barn  in  which  the  co^vs 
are  to  be  milked  is  cement  through-out  while  the  part  left  for 
exercising  the  cattle  will. have  the  ground  floor  well  covered  with 
straw.  The  ventilation  will  be  handled  by  the  ''King  System" 
which  has  been  installed  with  the  patent  cupola. 

The  ''Fertile  To^vnship  Breeder's  Association",  organized  by 
Mr.  Merrill,  seems  in  a  report  given  me  by  Mr.  Midgarden,  to  be 
doing  nicely.  They  have  at  present  three,  three  year  old  bulls 
for  which  they  paid  $100.00  apiece.  To  date  125  cows  have  been 
bred  at  $2.00  and  only  the  cows  belonging  to  members  are  served. 

This  is  a  summary  of  my  work  to  date.  I  have  attended  a 
few  meetings  biit  not  enough  as  yet  to  make  a  report  of.  The 
work  is  spreading  slowly,  but  the  awakening  to  the  need  of  dairy- 
ing, I  believe  is  permanent. 
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REPORT  OF  E.  B.  HEATON,  FEDERAL  JUNIOR  DAIRYMAN, 
Co-operating  with  State  Dairy  Department,  in  LaMoure  County, 

From  June  to  September  Inclusive. 

.Edgeley,  N.  D.  Sept.  28,  1912. 

To  Mr.  R.  P.  Flint,  State  Dairy  Commissioner  for  North  Dakota, 
Bismarck,  North  Dakota : 

I  beg  to  submit  a  report  of  the  field  work  conducted  for  the 
Dairy  Division  in  LaMoure  County,  North  Dakota,  during  the 
months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September.  The  work  began 
June  18,  1912  and  has  continued  until  the  present  writing. 

The  main  object  of  the  work  in  LaMoure  County  was  the 
construction  of  silos,  but  advice  was  given  to  thosie  wishing  it,  in 
regard  to  the  proper  location  and  construction  of  dairy  barns 
and  dairy  houses,  and  also  the  best  means  of  remodeling  such 
buildings.  In  addition  to  the  actual  work  in  aiding  the  farmers 
to  construct,  the  silos  a  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  trying  to 
convince  others  that  they  should  have  silos  on  their  farms. 

The  first  silo  built  was  a  concrete  silo  for  Mr.'  J.  C.  Arduser, 
who  lives  half  way 'between  Marion  and  Adrian  in  the  north  part 
of  LaMoure  County.  This  silo  was  constructed  according  to  the 
plans  gotten  out  by  the  Dairy  Division  with ,  monolithic  walls, 
fourteen  feet  inside  diameter  and  thirty  feet  in  height. 

In  addition  to  being  the  first  concrete  silo  constructed  in 
LaMoure  County,  Mr.  Arduser's  silo  had  the  distinction  of  being 
the  second  silo  of  any  kind  to  be  built  in  the  county.  This  with 
the  fact  that  the  farm  of  Mr.  Arduser  is  one  of  the  most  modern 
farms  in  a  good  farming  community  has  made  this  silo  the  attrac- 
tion for  visitors  for  many  miles  around.  Mr.  Arduser  having 
learned  the  method  followed  in  the  construction  of  his  first  con- 
crete silo,  Avill  construct  two  others  another  year  on  his  other 
farms.  As  soon  as  the  silo  for  Mr.  Arduser  was  well  started  the 
completion  was  left  to  him  and  his  men  and  assistance  given  to 
Mr.  Harry  Muir,  who  lives  one  mile  south  of  LaMoure.  This  silo 
when  finished  was  fourteen  feet  inside  diameter  and  thirty-three 
and  one-half  feet  in  height.  An  unusual  fact  about  this  silo  of  Mr. 
Muir  is  that  he  dug  a  foundation  pit  eight  feet  in  depth,  from 
which  he  secured  all  the  gravel  necessary  to  make  the  walls  of  the 
complete  silo. 

During  the  period  when  assistance  was*given  to  Mr.  Muir, 
assistance  was  also  given  to  Messrs.  Minogue  and  Smith,  living 
six  miles  northeast  of  LaMoure,  in  locating  the  silo  pits  for  their 
respective  silos. 
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Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  common  labor  at  the  season  of  the 
year  when  these  silos  were  built  a  local  mason  and  his  crew  was 
hired.  This,  of  course,  made  the  silos  cost  more  complete  but  it 
was  a  case  of  do  this  or  else  not  have  a  silo  and  these  men  wanted 
silos.  The  local  mason,  after  using  the  Dairy  Division  plan  and 
building  the  three  feet  of  wall  each  day  thought  that  he  would 
rather  have  a  set  of  forms  that  would  keep  his  men  busy  for  the 
entire  day.  After  some  correspondence  he  purchased  a  commer- 
cial form  and  with  this  finished  the  silos  for  Mr.  E.  M.  Minogue 
and  Mr.  Andrew  Smith.  This  set  of  forms  were  such  that  six 
feet  could  be  built  each  day.  For  a  crew  such  as  a  contractor 
would  have  this  sort  of  a  concrete  silo  form  may  ailways  work 
satisfactory  but  the  form  made  by  the  first  two  men  building  is 
much  more  simple  and  can  be  handled  by  a  farmer  with  the  farm 
help  very  satisfactorily,  while  the  other  could  not  be  handled  by 
his  crew  to  so  good  an  advantage,  and  is  also  many  times  as  ex- 
pensive to  secure. 

"With  three  silos  built  near  the  county  seat  of  LaMoure 
County  by  three  of  the  most  prominent  farmers  and  men  who 
milk  cows  along  with  the  rest  of  the  farm  work  there  will  he  an 
inducement  for  more  farmers  to  build  another  year.  A  realiza- 
tion that  they  should  break  away  from  a  one-crop  system  was  the 
feature  that  caused  the  above  mentioned  farmers  to  construct 
silos  and  is  certain  to  induce  others  to  do  likewise. 

About  this  time  the  firm  of  Shiels  and  Weaver  decided  to 
build  a  concrete  silo  on  their  ranch  five  miles  west  of  Edgeley. 

In  the  interim  of  ^vaiting  for  the  forms,  etc.,  etc.,  for  the  silo 
for  Shiels  and  Weaver  at  Edgeley,  one  week  was  spent  at  the 
town  of  Carrington  in  Foster  County,  in  an  endeavor  to  locate 
some  farmer  at  that  place  who  would  wish  to  build  a  silo.  No 
success  was  had  at  that  place  due  to  those  people  having  so  few 
cattle  and  the  ease  with  which  they  are  able  to  produce  a  small 
grain  crop. 

Returning  to  Edgeley,  a  silo  with  a  diameter  of  sixteen  feet 
inside  and  thirty-three  feet  in  height  was  constructed  for  Shiels 
and  Weaver.  This  is  the  largest  silo  in  the  County  at  the  present 
time  and  the  only  one  in  the  west  portion  of  LaMoure  County. 
This  silo  was  placed  on  a  heretofore  entirely  grain  farm  with  the 
intention  of  having  some  cattle  on  the  ranch  from  now  on.  As 
the  first  silo  in  the  western  part  of  the  county,  it  is  attracting 
many  farmers  to  see  how  it  was'built  and  to  see  what  silage  looks 
like,  for  many  of  the  farmers  here  have  never  seen  silage.  As 
the  mecea  for  so  many  visitors,  this  silo  will  lead  many  of  them  to 
build  silos  another  year. 

But  one  other  silo  was  erected  in  the  county  of  LaMoure 
during  the  present  season  ad  that  was  a  wooden  silo  for  a  farmer 
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by  the'name  of  Olson  living  in  the  northeast  portion  of  the  county. 
Mr.  Olson  purchased  a  ready-made  wooden  silo. 

In  addition  to  the  work  on  the  silos,  advice  was  given  and 
plans  furnished  to  those  who  wished  to*remodel  or  build  new 
barns  for  dairy  stock.  A  plan  for  a  combination  horse  and  dairy 
bam  was  drawn  for  Shiels  and  Weaver  at  Edgeley.  The  found- 
ation has  been  cgbstructed  and  the  frame  work  will  be  completed 
later  this  season.  When  complete,  this  barn  will  cost  about 
$2,500.00.  Advice  was  given  to  Mr.  W.  H.  KaDel  living  near 
Edgeley,  to  Mr.  James  Good,  living  near  LaMoure,  and  to  Mr. 
Minogue  at  LaMoure  in  regard  to  the  construction  of  new  dairy 
bams  which  they  expect  to  build  either  this  fall  or  next  season. 
Plans  were  also  furnished  to  Mr.  E.  M.  Minogue  and  Mr.  Andrew 
Smith  for  the  remodeling  of  old  cow  barns  on  their  respective 
farms  near  LaMoure.  All  those  who  received  advice  and  aid 
were  glad  to  have  the  opportunity  to  receive  such.  This  eager 
spirit  with  which  the  LaMoure  County  farmer  receives  advice  is 
one  which  makes  a  person  glad  to  work  among  them,  for  good 
results  are  assured. 

The  latter  portion  of  the  period  spent  in  LaMoure  County 
was  occupied  by  assisting  the  men  who  built  silos  in  starting  the 
cutters  used  in  the  filling.  None  of  these  farmers  had  eyer  used 
an  ensilage  cutter.  The  crew  used  in  threshing  the  small  grain 
for  the  farmers  was  secured  after  a  rainy  period  and  when  the 
wheat  and  oats  were  too  wet  to  be  threshed.  The  use  of  the 
threshing  crew  of  18  men  and  six  teams  for  hauling  in  addition 
to  the  two 'corn  binders  in  the  field  increases  the  cost  of  filling 
but  it  is  done  very  rapidly.  Two  different  fillings  a  few  days 
apart  were  resorted  to  in  order  that  we  might  fill  the  silos. 

With  six  silos  in  LaMoure  County  and  all  filled  this  winter 
will  mean  a  great  incentive  for  the  erection  of  many  other  silos 
in  the  county  another  year.  Forty-five  men  have  expressed  their 
intention  of  buildings  silos  on  their  farms  another  year  if  they 
are  able  to  get  the  assistance  iiecessary  in  the  construction.  Some 
will  build  without  assistance,  and  others  will  obtain  the  assistance 
of  the  men  who  assisted  with  the  construction  of  the  silos  this 
summer.  The  concrete  silo  seems  to  be  in  greatest  favor  among 
the  farmers  who  have  seem  them  and  nearly  all  who  intend  to 
build  have  seen  one  or  another  of  the  concrete  silos  built,  since 
they  are  well  scattered  over  the  county. 

Li  addition  to  those  who  will  be  able  to  secure  the  assistance 
of  the  men  in  the  county  who  are  familiar  with  the  construction 
of  the  concrete  silo  there  will  be  enough  more  men  needing  assis- 
tance to  keep  one  man  busy  in  starting  the  construction  of  silos 
from  the  time  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground  in  the  spring  until 
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the  silo  filling  period  in  the  fall,  is  our  candid  opinion  at  this 
time. 

There  comes  a  period  in  all  grain  growing  countries  when 
the  yield  of  grain  dinrinishes  in  production  per  acre  each  year, 
and  then  and  only  then  will  the  farmer  do  the  necessary  extra 
lahor  connected  with  the  live  stock  raising  in  order  that  the  fert- 
ility of  the  land  may  be  restored.  With  live  stock  comes  a  better 
tillage  of  the  soil  and  the  growing  of  more  corn  and  the  legumin- 
ous crops.  We  believe  that  LaMoure  County  is  at  the  beginning 
of  the  transitory  period  and  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  the  giving  of 
vajuable  help  to  the  farmer  as  he  undertake^  the  raising  of  cattle 
and  swine.  With  the  raising  of  more  cattle  comes  the  milking 
problem  and  with  the  milking  problem  comes  the  Dairy  Cow. 
Without  the  proper  advice  there  is  a  tendence  for  the  farmer  to 
try  and  find  a  dual  purpose  cow.  With  the  cow,  the  silo  has  been 
found  to  be  the  most  economical  food  saver  and  to  secure  the  silo 
a  great  many  men  need  encouragement  and  assurance  or  they 
\vill  not  build  one.  Then  is  the  time  when  a  field  man  expert  in 
dairy  matters  is  the  most  needed  and  most  welcome. 

In  conclusion  we  can  but  repeat  the  statement  that  we 
frankly  believe  that  LaMoure  County  as  well  as  the  whole  of 
North  Dakota  is  awakening  to  the  need  of  more  dairying  and 
more  silos  for  the  farm.  We  also  believe  that  no  expert  help 
and  advice  will  be  more  welcome  and  more  needed  than  in  the 
next  two  or  three  years  in  LaMoure  County,  and  we  know  that 
if  State  or  National  assistance  is  given  them  that  the  people  will 
Welcome  such  and  give  all  the  encouragement  that  they  can  to 
the  work. 
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LIVE  STOCK  IN  NORTH  DAKOTA. 
Prom  1903  to  1912. 

The  rapidly  changing  conditions  of  our  state  are  illustrated 
in  a  comprehensive  manner  in  the  charts  of  the  accompanying 
plate,  of  the  live  stock,  and  cows  used  for  dairying  purposes 
during  the  1903:  1912  decade. 

The  story  of  greatly  increasing  numbers  of  ** ranchers"  with 
'* bunches''  of  cattle  ranging  unoccupied  lands  in  the  western 
half  of  the  state/  of  homesteaders  and  farmers  in  nearly  all  sec- 
tions with  but  a  small  portion  of  their  land  under  cultivation 
pasturing  a  few  cows  brought  with  them  in  the  immigrant  car, 
and  their  off-spring,  on  the  balance  and  adjoining  vacant  tracts, 
is  plainly  told  in  the  rapid  rise  of  the  numercial  line  of  live  stock 
during  1903— '4  and  '5. 

The  rapid  enroachment  of  the  homesteaders  on  the  free  range 
of  the  ranchers;  of  greatly  reduced  native  pasture  because  of 
increased  cultivated  area;  of  good  crop  .yields,  and  the  adaptation 
of  power  farm  machinery;  of  a  sudden  realization  by  thousands 
that  what  they  had  previously  considered  as  only  adapted  for 
plains  pasture  being  in  reality  the  best  of  grain  lands,  and  desire 
to  eliminate  all  labor  that  interfered  with  the  growing  of  grain, 
until  the  desire  almost  becomes  a  mania,  is  expressed  in  the  down- 
ward trend  of  the  numbers  of  live  stock  from  664940  in  1905  to 
476033  in  1910. 

The  severely  adverse  crop  conditions  of  1910  enforced  time 
for  serious  thoughtful  consideration.  It  brought  a  consciousness 
that  man  may  not  live  by  bread  alone,  that  successful  agriculture 
implies  the  keeping  of  live  stock  with  the  growing  of  grain,  that 
returns  may  be  secured  from  live  stock  even  when  grain  crops 
fail. 

As  a  result  the  Assessor's  show  an  increase  from  probably 
the  lowest  numercial  point  of  live  stock  in  North  Dakota,  for  all 
coming  time,  in  1910  to  547291  in  1912. 

This  finds  the  figures  within  87c  of  what  they  were  at  the 
beginning  of  the  decade  and  within  17.6%  of  the  highest  point 
yet  attained. 

The  cattle  chart  typifies  the  settlement  of  any  prairie  section. 
First  the  tendency  to  cover  large  areas  with  live  stock  on  open 
range,  than  a  one-crop  system  in  which  live  stock  are  considered 
a  hindrance,  and  finally  the  change  to  diserfied  farming. 

The  figures  for  cows  used  for  dairying  purposes  for  the  same 
decade  illustrates  in  a  way  the  percentage  of  immigrants  to  any 
locality,  who  are  quite  conservative,  who  build  slowly  but  per- 
manently. 
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The  numhers  of  cows  used  for  dairying  are  included  in  the 
numbers  of  live  stock  so  that  to  them  must  be  credited  a  large 
part  of  the  increase  in  that  table. 

With  the  exception  of  the  years  1907  and  1908,  when  the 
grain  growing  enthusiasm  even  reduced  their  numbers,  cows  show 
a  rapid  rise. 

Prom  90846  in  1903  they  increased  to  181759  or  a  trifle  over 
100%  during  the  decade. 

For  comparative  data  it  will  be  of  interest  to  note  here  that 
during  the  19001 — 1910  decade,  practically  the  same  period  as 
covered  by  the  live  stock  data,  the  papulation  of  North  Dakota 
increased  80.2%.  That  during  the  1903 — 1912  decade  the  number 
of  farms  increased  61.8%  and  the  number  of  acres  under  cultiva- 
tion increased  aproximately  100%. 

SILAGE. 

MftBy  requests  come  to  the  ofSce  regarding  silos,  silage 
and  the  feeding  of  same.  Probably  no  better  short  article  could 
be  prepared  than  the  one  that  follows,  by  A.  J.  Glover,  Assoc- 
iated Editor  of  Hoard's  Dairman,  Ft.  Atkinson,  Wis.,  presented 
at  the  annual  convention  of  the  State  Dairymen's  Association, 
Mandan,  February  15^16,  1912. 

'^  Ensiling  is  the  process  of  preserving  green  feeds  for  live 
stock,  especially  cattle,  in  succulent  condition  in  a  silo.  The 
forage  which  is  the  result  of  this  process  is  called  silage.  The 
method  of  keeping  feeds  in  an  undried  condition  was  discovered 
many  years  ago,  but  it  was  not  until  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth 
century  that -this  method  of  caring  for  feeds  received  serious 
consideration.  In  America  it  is  found  to  be  a  very  satisfactory 
way  of  providing  green  feed  for  the  dairy  cow,  and  that  silage  is 
a  wholesome  and  nutritious  feed  for  cattle  has  been  proven 
beyond  all  doubt.  Silage  is  not  only  succulent,  but  very  palatable 
and  held  by  some  to  be  a  tonic,  for  good  dairymen  have  often 
stated  that  they  believe  silage  aids  digestion.  The  dairy  cow 
shoiild  have  succulent  feed  the  entire  year,  and  the  only  way  to 
supply  her  is  with  silage.,  for  even  in  summer,  pastures  dry  up 
and  if  silage  is  not  provided,  dry  feed  must  form  the  entire  ration. 

KINDS  OF  CROPS  TO  GROW  FOR  THE  SILO. 

Many  kinds  of  plants  are  put  into  the  silo  but  com  is  gen- 
erally used.  It  is  the  practice  of  some,  especially  farther  south, 
to  mix  the  corn  with  some  other  crop,  such  as  cow  peas  and  soy 
beans.  Nearly  all  our  grasses  may  be  put  into  the  silo— clovers, 
alfalfa,  vetches,  oats  and  rye.    Various  weeds  have  been  stored 
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in  silos  with  good  results,  ^  notably  spurry,  a  mo§t  troublesome 
plant  in  poor  light  soils.  In  order  to  have  a  good  quality  of 
silage,  the  plant  must  contain  some  sugar,  but  if  it  contains  too 
much,  the  silage  is  apt  to  be  too  sour.  The  bacteria  which  live 
everywhere  upon  the  plants  and  in  the  air,  act  upon  the  sugar 
in  the  plant  and  lactic  and  acetic  acids  are  formed.  If  these 
acids  were  not  produced,  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  green  crops 
could  be  preserved  in  the  silo.  Clover  and  alfalfa  are  used  but 
they  make  a  very  strong  smelling  silage,  owing  to  the  decompo- 
sition of  the  protein.  Sorghum,, while  a  good  plant  to  grow,  if 
put  into  the  silo,  makes  a  silage  containing  a  little  more  acid 
than  is  desirable.  Taking  it  all  in  all,  corn  i&  the  most  satis- 
factory plant  grown  for  ensiling  purposes. 

THE  ECONOMY  OP  THE  SILO. 

Ensiling  crops  is  not  only  a  good  way  to  preserve  feed,  but  it 
is  one  of  the  most  economical  ways  of  storing  it.  There  is  no 
method  of  preserving  feed  that  would  conserve  aa  much  nutri- 
ment in  a  given  space  as  the  silo.  When  we  study  the  com  plant, 
we  find  that  its  nutrients  are  divided  about  as  follows :  One-third 
in  the  stalks  and  leaves,  and  two-thirds  in  the  corn  and  cob.  The 
silo  permits  the  saving  of  the  corn  plant  in  the  best  form  and 
where  the  silo  is  not  used,  the  stalks  are  very  often  wasted.  It 
has  been  said  that  tl^e  silo  is  the  poor  man's  necessity  and  the 
rich  man's  luxury,  for  by  it  both  gain  a  better  and  more  inde- 
pendent living.  The  advantages  of  silage^ are  not  only  its  econ- 
omy in  saving  tjie  entire  crop  and  keeping  it  in  a  most  acceptable 
condition,  but,  it  furnishes  a  succulent  feed  when  itis  most  needed, 
whether  it  be  in  winter  or  in  summer.  The  acids  of  the  silage 
act  as  an  appetizer,  sharpen  the  appetite  of  the  animal  and  tend 
to  keep  the  digestive  tract  in  a  healthy  condition.  In  recent  years 
it  has  been  found  that  silage  is  quite  as  important  for  summer 
use  as  for  winter. 

SILAGE  A  WHOLESOME  PEED. 

For  many  years,  some  of  our  leading  milk  companies  refused 
to  purchase  milk  and  milk  products  from  silage  fed  cows.  It 
was  held  that  silage  produced  an  inferior  grade  of  milk,  but 
since  the  better  understanding  of  how  to  build  and  fill  silos  and 
the  proper  handling  of  silage,  it  has  been  found  that  there  is  no 
reason  to  bring  any  objections  to  the  use  of  silage.  In  the  early 
days  of  the  silo  they  were  improperly  constructed,  corn  was  cut 
when  immature,  it  was  not  properly  put  into  the  silo  and  the  silo 
often  built  too  large  for  the  size  of  the  herd,  that  is  not  enough 
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silage  fed  each  day  to  keep  it  in  good  condition,  for  it  sliould 
be  remembered  that  silage  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  canned 
corn,  and  when  exposed  to  the  air  it  soon  spoils.  Objections, 
too,  have  been  raised  against  silage,  that  it  shortened  an  animal's 
life;  that  is,  it  caused  her  to  lose^  her  tail  and  teeth  and  some 
even  went  so  far  as  to  state  that  young  people  drinking  milk 
produced  from  silage  had  a  tendency  for  liking  strong  drink. 
These  statements  have  no  foundation  and  are  expressions  of  only 
people  who  know  notAiing  about  the  effects  of  silage.  It  can  be 
said  that  poorly  preserved  silage  is  a  source  of  inferior  flavored 
milk,  but  when  silage  is  properly  made  and  fed,  it  need  give  no 
concern  as  to  the  kind  of  milk  it  produces^ 


WHEN  TO  CUT  CORN  FOR  THE  SILO. 

As  I  have  stated,  Indian  corn  is  the  most  common  crop  used 
in  filling  silos.  It  is  cut  into  short  lengths,  and  on  account  of  its 
short,  sucSulent  stems,  packs  very  closely,  thereby  excluding  a 
large  portion  of  air.  The  usual  time  now  of  cutting  corn  for  the 
silo  is  when  the  most  advanced  ears  are  well  dented  and  the  lower 
leaves  of  the  stalk  are  beginning  to  dry.  Profssor  Sheppard  in  his 
talk  showed  that  if  corn  were  cut  when  it  began  to  tassel,  it 
would  yield  only  one  fourth  as  much  nutriment  as  when  it  was 
cut  at  maturity.  Corn  for  the  silo  can  be  cut  a  few  days  before 
it  is  ready  to  be  cut  for  the  shock.  Cut  at  this  time  it  not  only 
gives  the  largest  amount  of  nutriments  but  produces  the  best 
kind  of  silage.  When  corn  is  cut  before  it  is  mature,  the  silage 
is  invariably  of  poor  quality,  a  la'rger  percentage  of  acid  develops 
and  it  lacks  in  nutriments.  A  sour  silage  is  not  particularly 
injurious,  yet  it  is  not  as  good  as  what  is  termed  sweet  silage. 
When  corn  is  cut  too  ripe  and  somewhat  too  dry  to  make  good 
silage,  a  liberal  amount  of  water  may  be  run  into  the  silo  when  it 
is  being  filled.  There  is  little  danger  of  adding  too  much  water. 
It  has  been  found  that  when  moisture,  natural  or  extraneous, 
exceeds  75^^   of  the  whole,  good  results  are  not  obtained. 


THE  SIZE  TO  CUT  CORN. 

The  finer  the  green  stalk  and  ears  are  cut,  the  closer  they 
will  pack  in  the  silo  and  better  will  be  the  quality  of  the  silage. 
Good  silage  can  be  made  from  corn  erut  very  coarse  but  it  is 
better  to  cut  it  in  small  pieces.  The  claim  is  made  by  some 
dairymen  that  if  the  green  stalks  are  cut  too  short  the  pieces  will 
cause  trouble  by  getting  between  the  cow's  teeth.  I  do  not 
think  this  objection  is  well  taken,  for  many  dairymen  who  r*ut 
their  silage  very  fine  have  never  experienced  any  difficulty  of 
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this  kind.  The  modem  silage  cutter  with  its  blower  attachment 
makes  it  an  easy  matter  to  fill  the  silo.  There  are  a  number  of 
good  machines  on  the  market  and  they  can  be  purchased  at 
reasonable  prices.  The  blower  attachment  to  the  common 
shredder  is  not  large  enough  or  strong  enough  to  elevate  the 
green  com.  If  a  blower  is  used  for  elevating  the  com  into  the 
silo  it  it  necessary  to  buy  a  machine  for  this  purpose.  The  engine 
to  drive  the  modern  silage  cutter  and  blower  should  be  at  least 
12  horsepower  and  a  16  horsepower  is  better.  A  little  too  much 
power  is  better  than  not  enough.  With  sufficient  motive  power 
and  plenty  of  help  it  is  not  diffi:cult  to  ensile  50  tons  of  green  com 
per  day.  The  common  chain  carrier  does  not  require  as  much 
power  to  run  it  as  a  cutter  with  the  blower  attachment.  If  a 
chain  carrier  is  used  a  single  chain  is  better  than  a  double  one. 
When  a  link  breaks  in  a  single  chain  the  whole  carrier  stops, 
while  if  a  link  breaks  in  the  double-  chain  carrier,  a  smash-up 
generally  follows,  before  the  machine  can  be  stopped.  There  is 
some  difficulty  in  getting  the  chain  carrier  elevated  to  ^he  opening 
in  the  top  of  the  silo  while  the  pipe  of  the  blower  is  raised  and 
lowered  very  easily. 

COST  OP  PILLING  THE  SILO. 

King,  of  the  Wisconsin  Station,  studied  the  operation  of  silo 
filling  on  four  Wisconsin  dairy  farms  and  found  the  average 
amount  of  green  fodder  placed  in  the  silo,  per  man,  daily,  to  be 
as  follows : 

Farm  No.l, — 2.96  ton,  per  10  houi^s  labor. 
Farm  No.  2, — 2.60  ton,  per  10  hours  labor 
Farm  No.  3, — 2.45  ton,  per  ten  hours  labor. 
Farm  No.  4. — 2.43  ton,  per  ten  hours  labor. 
Station  Farm,  1893, — 2.37  tons,  per  10  hours  labor. 

This  shows  that  for  each  man  working^  10  hours  about  two 
and  one-half  tons  of  green  fodder  were  placed  in  the  silo.  Esti- 
mating labor  at  15  cents  per  hour  we  have  58.6  as  the  cost  of 
putting  one  ton  of  green  com  in  the  silo. 

In  my  field  work  I  found  that  the  average  amount  of  green 
fodder  placed  in  the  silo  per  man,  daily,  as  follows: 

Farm  No.  1, — 3.57  tons,  per  9  hours  labor. 
Farm  No.  2, — 7.34  tons,  per  9  hours  labor. 
Farm  No.  3. — 5.20  tons,  per  9  hous  labor. 
Farm  No.  4, — 4.28  tons,  per  9  hours  labor. 
Farm  No.  5, — 5.41  tons,  per  9  hours  labor 

The  average  amount  of  green  corn  placed  in  the  silo  per 
man  in  nine  hours  was  4.7  tons.    This  shows  that  modem  ma- 
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chinery  has  greatly  increased  man's  power  in  the  handling  ot 
green  com.  It  should  be  remembered  that  when  King,  of  Wis- 
consin, obtained  his  results  as  to  the  amount  of  silage  a  man 
could  put  up  in  ten  hours,  that  we  did  not  have  the  modem 
machinery  for  filling  the  silo.  This  undoubtedly  accounts  for 
the  great  difference  in  the  results  of  the  two  reports. 

AMOUNT  OP  HELP  NEEDED  AND  RATE  OP  PILLING 

THE  SILO. 

Por  the  average  farm  eight  men  can  work  to  advantage,  and 
they  are  used  in  the  following  places : 

1  man  with  machine  to  cut  the  (sorn. 

4  men  and  4  teams  to  haul  the  com  to  the  cutter. 

1  man  to  feed  the  machine. 

1  man  in  the  silo. 

1  engineer. 

Some  farmers  put  one  man  in  the  field  to  help  load,  but  this 
is  not  necessary  if  a  low  platform  is  attached. to  the  wagon. 

The  man  in  the  silo  should  keep  the  leaves,  stalks  and  corn 
well  mixed  and  he  should  tramp  thoroughly  every  part  of  the 
surface,  especially  next  to  the  wall.  When  the  silo  is  full  it  is 
better  to  let  the  contents  settle  for  a  few  days  and  then  refill  the 
second  time.  The  silage  should  be  tramped  every  day  for  a  week 
after  the  work  of  filling  the  silo  is  done.  Oats  may  be  sown 
thickly  on  top  of  the  silage.  They  will  sprout  quickly  on  account 
of  the  heat  and  moisture,  thereby  forming  a  matted  layer,which 
helps  to  preserve  the  contents  of  the  pit.  Pour  or  five  gallons  of 
water  put  on  every  square  foot  of  surface  will  hasten  the  fermen- 
tation of  the  material,  which  will  soon  compact  itself  into  a  more 
or  less  impervious  layer. 

PEEDING  THE  SILAGE. 

Peeding  from  the  silo  may  be  commenced  at  once  or  it  may 
be  postponed  indefinately.  Unless  an  ample  amount  of  silage 
is  put  up,  it  is  better  to  feed  green  com  directly  from  the  field  so 
long  as  it  lasts,  than  to  begin  feeding  immediately  from  the  silo, 
trhe  average  dairyman  feedis  from  30  to  45  pounds  of  silage  a 
day  to  each  cow.  This  means  that  an  acre  of  land  yielding  12 
tons  of  green  corn  will  supply  the  average  ration  with  silage 
into  three  animals  for  seven  months.  The  amount  of  green  corn 
raised  per  acre,  ranges  from  6  to  22  tons. 

The  silage  should  always  be  fed  after  milking  on  account  of 
the  odor  that  it  imparts.  If  fed  before  milking  it  is  apt  to  taint 
the  milk  or  at  least  cause  it  to  have  an  objectionable  odor.    It 
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is  also  important  that  no  silage  is  left  lying  around  in  the  barn, 
or  scattered  in  the  feeding  alleys.  The  m,angers,  alleys,  and 
every  part  of  the  barn  should  be  entirely  free  from  silage  as  soon 
as  the  cows  have  finished  eating  that  portion  of  their  ration. 
Years  of  experience  and  many  careful  experiments  have  shoi^Ti 
that  silage  is  one  of  the  best  milk  producing  feeds  that  can  be 
given  to  cows.  If  the  barn  is  properly  ventilated  and  no  silage 
left  strewn  around 'on  the  floor  to  decay  and  to  contaminate  the 
air  witb  its  odor,  there  will  be  no  objections  to  the  feeding  of 
silage.  It  is  the  careless  and  indifferent  dairymen  who  have  led 
many  people  engaged  in  the  mi^k  business  to  condemn  the  silo. 

THE  AI>VANTAGP]S  OF  THE  SILO. 

Many  extravagant  claims  have  been  made  for, the  silo.  It  is 
not  uncommon  to  hear  enthusiastic  advocates  claim  that  putting 
corn  into  the  silo  doubles  its  feeding  value.  There  are  no  facts 
to  prove  assertions  of  this  kind,  but  experiments  from  various 
st£ftions  have  proven  that  the  loss  incurred  by  putting  com  in 
•the  silo  is  nearly  equal  to  the  loss  when  put  into  shocks  or  racks. 
It  can  be  said  that  corn  stover  deteriorates  very  rapidly  when 
warm  weather  begins  in  the  spring,  and  becomes  very  unpalat- 
able before  it  is  very  old,  while  the  corn  put  in  the  silo  will  re- 
main ^ood  for  many  years.  The  losses  in  the  silage  come  when 
fermentation  is  taking  place  immediately  after  the  com  is  put 
into  the  silo,  while  the  losses  in  corn  stover  wiU  continue  through- 
out the  year  until  it  becomes  a  worthless  feed. 

Dairy  cows  give  better  milk  when  fed  upon  silage  than  when 
fed  an  equal  amount  of  corn  stover.  It  will  be  found  that  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  dry  corn  stover  is  not  consumed  by 
the  cow,  but  all  the  silage  is  consumed.  Moreover,  stock  like 
silage  better  than  corn  stover  and  will  consume  more  of  it,  thereby 
leaving  more  nutriment  to  form  milk  after  the  wants  of  the  body 
have  been  supplied. 

CORN  SILAGE  AND  ALFALFA  HAY  AS  A  RATIOX. 

Corn  silage,  as  I  have  said,  is  a  succulent  and  palatable  feed, 
rich  in  carbohydrates,  and  in  order  to  make  a  good  ration  with  it, 
it  is  necessary  to  have  some  feed  rich  in  the  element  protein. 
Alfalfa  Hay  is  one  of  our  best  forage  crops.  It  is  not  only  rich 
in  protein  ])iit  it  contains  a  large  percentage  of  ash,  hoxn  of  which 
are  important  elements  for  the  development  of  the  young  and  the 
makintif  of  milk.  There  arc  no  two  crops  grown  that  will  yiehi 
more  milk  nutrients  to  the  acre  than  corn  silage  and  alfalfa  and 
no  two  plants  whioh  will  supplement  each  other  any  better. 
Professor  Fraser  of  tli<^  Illinois  Experiment  Station,  fed  alfalfa 
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and  corn  silage  to*  two  cows.  The  allowance  was  about  15  pounds 
of  alfalfa  hay  and  40  pounds  of  silage  daily.  During  the  sum- 
mer season  some  soiling  crops  were  fed.  One  of  the  animals 
produced  a  little  over  8,000  pounds  of  milk  containing  350  pounds 
of  fat.  The  other  produced  about  7,000  pounds  of  milk  contain- 
ing 250  pounds  of  fat.  It  is  doubtful  whether  the  average  cow 
in  this  country  produces  160  pounds  of  fat.  The  results  of 
Professor  Eraser's  work  indicated  the  feeding  value  of  these  two 
plants  and  their  economic  importance  to  the  dairyman.  It  can  be 
said  that  where  alfalfa  cannot  be  grown,  clover,  vetch  or  some 
other  leguminous  crop  should  be  provided  to  take  its  place,  for 
it  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  dairymen  grow  a  large  per- 
centage of  the  feed  given  to  the  cow. 

In  summing  up  the  merits  of  silage  it  can  be  said  that  it  is 
moire  palatable  throughout  the  year  than  dry  corn  stover.  It 
may  be  kept  for  years  without  deterioration  before  becoming 
unpalatable.  It  is  succulent,  which  makes  it  a  satisfactory  sub- 
stitute for  grasses  and  since  pastures  are  apt  to  be  short  in  sum- 
mer, it  is  well  to  have  a  supply  of  silage  to  feed  dui'ing  this 
period.  Stock  will  consume  more  silage  than  dry  roughage.  It 
acts  as  a  tonic  and  keeps  the  cow  in  a  healthy  condition.  It 
greatly  increases  the  number  of  animals  that  can  be  kept  on  a 
given  acreage,  for  an  acre  of  com  will  yield  more  nutrients  than 
an  acre  of  pasture  grass. 


CREAMERY  SEWAGE. 

The  purchasing  of  cream  at  a  cream  station  in  competition 
with  the  local  creamery  and  the  direct  shipment  can  in  many  in- 
stances be  traced  to  the  fact  that  the  creamery  was  erected  some 
distance  from  the  business  portion  of  the  town  and  threfore  not 
as  accessible  as  the  down  town  buyer  or  the  Railway  depot. 

Without  proper  sewer  facilities  it  was  necessary  to  erect 
the  cream'ery  some  distance  out  in  order  to  prevent  the  odor 
arising  from  the  sewage  becoming  a  public  nuisance.  Present 
day  competition  requires  that  the  creamery  be  easy  of  access  and 
it  was  the  idea  of  making  this  possible  as  well  as  to  provide  a 
means  of  illiminating  complaints  that  frequently  arise  at  plants 
now  established,  that  the  department  requested  the  State  Engin- 
eer's office  to  give  us  their  assistance. 

The  following  article  and  drawings  are  part  of  the  results. 
At  least  three  septic  tanks  have  been*  built  after  these  plans  and 
have  been  in  use  for  some  months  with  satisfactory  results  so 
far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn. 

Blue  prints  giving  the  correct  scale  may  be  had  by  applying 
to  this  or  the   State  Engineer's  Office.

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SEPTIC  TANKS  FOB  THE  DISPOSAL  OP  CREAMERY 

WASTES. 

''North  Dakota  possesses  comparatively  few  streams,  and  the 
majority  of  towns  are  located  where  no  natural  means  are  offered 
for  the  disposal  of  sewage.  When  towns  thus  situated  increase  in 
size,  public  health  demands  that  some  artificial  means  be  em- 
ployed to  render  the  wastes  of  the  community  inoffensive  and 
harmless.  The  septic  tank  method  of  sewage  treatment,  as  well 
as  various  other  methods,  have  been  developed  to  meet  these 
requirements.  The  septic  tank  was  designed  primarily  to  handle 
domestic  sewage,  the  composition  of  the  industrial  wastes  fre- 
quently being  such  as  to  prohibit  the  use  of  the  tank.  Most 
North  Dakota  towns  not  having  a  sewarage  system,  any  manu- 
facturing concern  which  in  the  nature  of  its  industry  is  compelled 
to  operate  at  trade  centers,  and  the  waste  products  of  which  are 
objectionable,  most  provide  some  way  of  treating  these  wastes 
so  that  they  shall  not  become  a  nuisance  or  a  jnenace  to  public 
health.  This  is  the  problem  that  confronts  many  creamery  oper- 
ators. 

Creamery  wastes  are  extremely  objectionable  and  in  addition 
are  difficult  of  treatment,  as  they  contain  casine,  grease  and 
lactic  acid.  Casine  and  grease  are  practically  insoluble,  while 
lactic  acid  tends  to  retard  any  putrifactive  action.  To  the  end 
that. some  practicable  method  of  treating  creamery  wastes  may  be 
discovered,  federal  and  state  dairy  departments  have  employed 
experts  and  conducted  numerous  experiments.  Very  little  in- 
formation of  a  definate  character  is  obtainable,  but  results  thus 
far  favor  the  septic  tank  method  as  being  the  most  inexpensive, 
practical  and  efficient  treatment  that  will  allow  a  sufficient  sep- 
aration of  liquids  and  solids,  and  render  an  effluent  sufficiently 
clear  to  be  filtered  or  disposed  of  otherwise. 

The  accompanying  plan  of  a  septic  tank,  designed  for*  the 
dairy  department,  shows  the  course  of  the  .sewage  through  the 
different  compartments  by  arrows.  Briefly,  the  septic  tank 
treatment  is  based  on  the  theory  that  under  favorable  conditions, 
viz.,  in  the  absence  of  light  and  air  and  in  a  comparative  state  of 
quiescence,  an  anerobic  action,  which  is  nothing  more  or  less  than 
putrefaction,  is  fostered.  This  putrefaction  breaks  up  a  part  of 
the  solids  into  liquids  and'  gases.  Such  solids  as  are  not  thus  bro- 
ken up  settle  in  the  bottom  and  form  a  mass  called  sludge.  The 
effluent  then  is  ready  to  receive  aerobic  action  or  to  be  purified, 
and  this  can  best  be  done  inthe  presence  of  light  and  air.  It 
should  be  filtered  oi*  under  favorable  local  conditions,  conducted

through  field  tile  to  porous  subsoil,  since  the  efQuent  as  it  leaves 
the  tank  still  possesses  sufiScient  putrescence  to  be  very  malodroufi. 

Septic  tanks  should  have  capacity. of  at  least  a  four  days 

run,  so  that  sewage  entering  it  will  require  four  days  time  in 

reaching  the  outlet.    The  tank  shown  in  the  plan  is  large  enough 

to  handle  3,000  gallons  of  sewage  per  day.    The  very  best  of 

septic  tanks  under  extraordinarily  favorable  coditions  are  said 

to  liquify  50%  of  the  solids  in  ordinary  domestic  sewage,  and 

from  the  composition  of  creamery  wastes  it  is  not  probable  that 

more  than  10%  or  15%  of  the  solids  will  be  liquified.    The  effect 

of  the  lactic  acid,  which  retards  putrifaction,  may  be  overcome 

by  the  addition  of  a  soda  ash,  which  will  counteract  the  acidity. 

Sludge  is  apt  to  accumulate  rapidly,  as  it  is  estimated  that  there 

are  from  twenty  to  thirty  tons  of  solids  per  million  gallons  of 

waste,  exclusive  of  all  clear  water,  and  as  shown  in  the  plan,  a 

nunaber  of  manholes  of  easy  access  must  be  provided  through 

which  sludge  may  be  removed.       The  accumulation  of  much 

sludge  will  tend  to  reduce  the  capacity  of  the  tank  and  to  hasten 

the  passage  of  the  sewage  through  the  different  compartments, 

which  must  be  avoided  in  order  to  obtain  as  complete  a  separation 

of  liquids  and  solids  as  possible.    Provision  must  be  made  to 

conduct  all  clear  water  wastes  aroiuid  the  tank,  as  clear  cold 

water  which  has  a  tendency  to  retard  the  action  within  the  tank, 

besides  which  a  larger  tank  would  be  required  than  if  they  were 

eliminated. 

In  designing  this  septic  tank  and  in  compiling  the  accom- 
panying tables  of  information  it  has  been  assumed  that  for  each 
pound  of  butter  produced  there  is  a  gallon  and  a  half  of  wastes, 
one  half  gallon  of  which  is  clear  water. 

The  sand  filter  is  designed  on  the  basis  of  50,000  gallons  of 
sewage  per  acre  per  day.  The  filter  bed  will  require  some  atten- 
tion and  when  any  tendency  to  crust  over  is  observed,  the  surface 
should  be  stirred  up  with  a  rake  or  hoe  and  after  some  time  it 
may  become  necessary  to  remove  the  top  inch  or  so  of  sand  and 
replace  it  with  fresh  material.  The  filter  bed  itself  will  be  some- 
what offensive,  but  it  will  purify  the  effluent  suflficiently  to  permit 
of  its  being  disposed  of  in  almost  any  manner  without  giving 
cause  for  complaint. 

During  the  winter  months  the  filter  bed  cannot  be  used  on 
account  of  freezing,  and  the  eflQuent  will  have  to  be  conducted 
around  it,  but  this  will  give  rise  to  no  nuisance,  since  the  wastes 
will  freeze  soon  after  leaving  the  outlet  and  will  doubtless  be 
removed  by  the  spring  run-off.  This,  however,  depending  on 
local  conditions. 

The  object  of  the  dosing  chamber  is  to  provide  means  of 
dumping  a  considerable  quality  of  effluent  onto  the  filter  bed  at 
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once,  so  that  it  will  spread  over  the  surface  and  thus  give  maxi- 
mum results.  In  the  event  that  local  conditions  make  it  unnec- 
essary to  use  a  filter  bed  and  the  effluent  can  be  couducted 
through  field  tile  into  porous  subsoil  without  danger  of  contam- 
inating any  sources  of  water  supply,  the  dosing  chamber  may  be 
entirely  omitted  and  the  effluent  conducted  from  the  outlet 
marked  **A''  on  the  plan. 

When  coivjemplating  the  construction  of  a  septic  tank,*  the 
creamery  operator  should  remember  that  local  conditions  control 
to  such  an  extent  that  each  installation  presents  different  prob- 
lems and  fixed  rules  cannot  be  laid  down.  However,  a  sufficient 
fall  must  be  allowed  from  the  creamery  to  the  site  chosen  for 
the  tank,  and  in  all  cases  the  site  should  be  at  as  great  a  distance 
from  the  creamery  buildings  as  is  ppssible.  If  it  is  necessary  to 
use  a  filter  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  outlet  from  the  dos- 
ing chamber  is  three  feet  lower  than  the  outlet  from  th  third  com- 
partment to  the  dosing  chamber,  and  that  the  filter,  which  will 
have  to  be  on  the  surface  of  the  ground,  must  be  still  lower.  If 
a  filter  is  not  required  the  probability  of  contaminating  wells 
or  sources  of  water  supply  must  be  given  due  consideration.  The 
cover  for  the  tank  should  be  made  air  tight  and  a  ventilator 
should  be  provided  extending  some  distance  into  the  air  so  that 
offensive  gases  may  escape  without  causing  a  nuisance.  This 
ventilator  should  be  as  tall  as  the  building,  especially  if  the  tank 
is  located  close  to  the  creamery. 

I  do  not  feel  justified  in  recommending  the  septic  tank  as  an 
unqualified  success,  as  they  are  yet  more  or  less  of  an  experiment, 
and  the  experience  has  been  that  in  some  instances  they  have  given 
satisfactory  results,  in  others  they  have  failed.  I  am  satisfied, 
however,  that  when  it  becomes  absolutely  necessary  to  treat  the 
wastes  of  a  creamery,  that  a  well  installed  and  intelligently  oper- 
ated septic  tank  will  give  at  least  reasonable  results  if  not  entire 
satisfaction.'' 
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CITY  MILK  REGULATION. 

Among  the  provisions  of  a  dairy  act  passed  by  the  ninth 
leg^lative  session,  and  still  in  force,  is  the  following : 

(City  Councils  Provide  fo*r  Inspections  of  Milk  and  Dairy 
Herds.)  **The  council  of  any  city  or  incorporated  town  may  by 
ordinance  provide  for  the  inspection  of  milk  and  of  dairies  and 
dairy  herd  kept  for  the  production  of  milk  within  its  limits,  and 
issues  licenfies  for  the  sale  of  milk  within  its  limits,  and  regulate 
the  same,  and  may  authorize  and  empower  the  board  of  health 
to  enforce  all  laws  and  ordinances  relating  to  the  production 
and  sale  of  milk  and  the  inspection  of  dairies  and  d^iry  herd^ 
producing  milk  for  sale  within  such  city." 

A  number  of  the  larger  cities  have  adopted  ordinances  rela- 
ting to  the  production  of  their  milk  and  cream  supply  and,  as  the 
population  of  others  increases,  the  subject  is  brought  up  for  active 
discussion. 

For  the  benefit  of  these  the  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Bismarck 
is  submitted  as  a  guide : 

Ordinance  No.  212. — ^An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  in- 
spection of  milk,  dairies  and  dairy  herds,  and  to  license  the  sale 
and  disposition  of  milk  and  cream  in  the  city  of  Bismarck,  North 
Dakota. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Bismarck. 
North  Dakota. 

Sec.  1 — That  no  person  shall  dispose  Qf  milk  or  cream  within 
the  city  of  Bismarck  to  be  consumed  there  without  first  having 
obtained  a  license  therefore  as  hereinafter  provided- 
Sec.  2 — Any  person  desiring  to  secure  a  license  as  provided 
in  section  1  shall  make  an  application  therefore  in,  writing  to 
the  health  officer  of  this  city  setting  forth  therein  their  residence, 
and  the  numl^er  of  cows  in  his  herd,  or  the  name  and  place  of 
residence  of  the  person,  or  persons,  from  whom  he  desires  to 
obtain  his  milk  or  cream. 

Sec.  3 — The  filing  of  the  application  provided  for  the  next 
preceeding  sections  shall  authorize  the  applicant  to  continue  the 
selling  or  disposing  of  milk  if  he  shall,  at  the  time  of  filing  of 
said  application,  be  engaged  in  the  selling  of  or  distribution  of 
milk  until  the  board  of  health  takes  action  upon  and  either  issues 
a  license  to  the  applicant  or  refuses  to  do  so. 

Sec.  4 — Such  applicants  shall  pay  to  the  city  treasurer  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  as  an  annual  license  fee  and*shall  attach  the 
treasurer's  receipt  for  same  to  his  application  for  a  license. 
Provided,  however,  that  persons  keeping  one  cow  for  their  own 
use  and  selling  only  the  surplus  milk  from  said  cow,  shall  only  be

required  to  pay  a  license  fee  annually  of  one  dollar.  All  licenses 
shall  expire  September  1st  of  each  year. 

Sec.  5 — ^It  shall  be  the  dufy  of  the  board  of  -health  to  inspect, 
or  cause  to  be  inspected,  the  dairy  cows  of  the  applicant  or  the 
cows  of  the  person  or  persons  from  whom  the  applicant  desires  to 
obtain  milk  or  cream,  and  also  the  bam  and  premises  where  such 
dairy  herd  is  kept,  and  all  vehicles,  receptacles,  utensils  and 
other  instrumentalities  used  in  handling  milk  or  cream  that  may 
be  sold  under  license  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  6 — No  fee  shall  be  charged  fpr  such  inspection  of  cows, 
excepting  where  it  be  had  without  the  city  of  Bismarck.  In 
such  case  the  applicant  for  license  shall  pay  the  actual  expenses 
incurred  by  the  board. 

Sec.  7 — Upon  the  report  of  the  health  oflScer  showing  com- 
pliance of  the  applicant  of  all  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  in  respect  to  such  dairy  cows  and  the  milk  or  cream 
produced  therefrom  and  the  premises  and  inst|*umentalities  used 
in  connection  with  such  dairy,  and  upon  the  presentation  by  the 
applicant  of  a  receipt  showing  the  payment  of  the  license  fee 
required  to  the  city  treasurer,  the  board  of  health  shall  authorize 
the  issuing  to  said  applicant  of  said  license,  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  8 — ^The  board  of  health  ^hall  have  teupervision  and 
control  of  the  license  and  regulation  of  the  sale  of  milk  or  cream 
and  the  inspection  of  dairies  and  dairy  herds  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  and  they  shall  have  the  authority  to  appoint 
such  inspectors  and  assistants  as  they  may  require  in  carrying  out 
and  enforcing  the  provisions  and  terms  of  this  ordinance.  Said 
appointees  to  be  confirmed  by  the  city  council. 

Sec.  9 — In  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  and  purposes 
of  this  ordinance  the  health  officer  and  all  inspectors  and-  assis- 
tants appointed  by  the  board  of  health  have  the  right  at  any  time 
to  enter  upon  the  premises  of  any  person  licensed  under  the 
provision  of  this  ordinance  to  examine  or  inspect  the  dairy  or 
dairy  herd  and  milk  or  cream  of  such  license.  Any  refusal  of  the 
part  of  licensee  to  permit  such  inspection  and  examination  as 
herein  provided  shall  subject  this  license  to  immediate  revocation. 

Sec.  10 — ^The  health  officers  and  inspectors  shall  have  author- 
ity to  stop  and  inspect  any  vehicle  used  in  delivering  milk  or 
cream,  or  to  inspect  any  glace  where  milk  or  cream  is  sold  or  to 
appropriate  a  sample  on  tendering  the  market  value  of  the  same 
for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  11 — ^Each  licensee  shall  cause  the  number  of  his  license 
to  be  conspicuously  placed  on  all  vehicles  used  by  him  in  the  sale 
or  distribution  of  cream  or  milk  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of 
Bismarck  and  all  licensees  who  sell  milk  or  cream  from  vending 
places  shall  keep  their  licenses  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place 
upon  the  wall  of  such  vending  place. 
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Sec.  12 — No  person  shall  sell  or  dispense  any  uncieon  or  adul- 
terated milk  or  cream  for  sale  or  distribution  within  the  city  in 
an  overcrowded  condition,  or  in  barns  which  are  not  properly 
ventilated  or  lighted,  or  which  are  in  an  unclean  condition  from 
any  cause,  nor  shall  any  person  draw  or  suffer  to  be  drawn,  milk 
from  animals  who  are  themselves  in  an  unclean  condition,  or 
from  animals  which  are  diseased,  or  from  animals  fed  on  un- 
wholesome food  or  water,  nor  shall  any  person  keep  any  milk 
or  cream  intended  for  sale  or  distribution  in  unclean  vessels  nor 
in  any  unclean  building,  in  any  room  used  for  a  sleeping  com- 
partment, or  for  any  other  purpose  incompatible  with  the  proper 
preservation  of  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  or  cream  of  the  vessels 
wherein  it  is  kept,  and  all  milk  or  cream  thus  kept  or  produced 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  unclean. 

Sec.  13. — The  words  ** Adulterated  Milk"  as  used  in  this 
ordinance  mean  all  milk  containing  less  than  thirteen  per  cent 
milk  solids,  all  milk  containing  less  than  31^  per  cent  of  butter- 
fat,  or  milk  drawn  from  animals  fifteen  (15)  days  before  or 
five  (5)  days  after  parturition,  and  all  milk  to  which  has  been 
added  any  foreign  substances. 

Sec.  14. — The  words  *' Adulterated  Cream"  as  used  in  this 
ordinance,  mean  all  cream  containing  less  than  18  per  cent  of 
butterfat  arid  all  cream  to  which  has  been  added  any  foreign 
substance  whatever. 

Sec.  15 — No  person  shall  sell  or  dispense  milk  or  cream 
drawn  from  cows  which  had  not  been  tested  for  tuberculosis  by 
said  inspector  or  by  a  qualified  veterinarian,  approved  by  the 
board  of  health,  using  what  is  known  as  the  tuberculin  test. 
Each  cow  tested  shall  be  marked  with  a  tag  which  shall  in- 
dicate whether  such  animal  is  sound  and  fit  for  dairy  purposes. 
No  cow  which  is  found  to  be  tuberculous  by  said  tuberculin  test 
shall  be  used  to  supply  milk  or  cream  to  be  sold  or  dispensed 
in  this  city. 

Sec.  16 — Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  punished  upon  conviction,  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $5.00  or  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  less 
than  five  days  or  more  than  thirty  days,  and  his  license  shall 
thereupon  be  subject  to  forfeiture. 

Sec.  17 — This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage,  approval  and  publication. 

Passed  May  18,  1908. 

Approved  June  3,  1908. 

In  compliance  with  a  request  from  the  oflSce,  Alfred  Larson. 
in  charge  of  the  state  Public  Health  Laboratory,  acting  as  milk 
inspector  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  F.  R.  Smyth,  city  health 
officer,  submitted  the  following  explanation  of  the  detail  method 
of  carrying  on  the  provisions  of  the  Bismarck  ordinance. 
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''The  preparatory  milk  wrok  in  Bismarck,  begun  in  the 
summer  of  1911,  consisted  in  publishing  the  city  milk  ordinance 
in  pamphlet  form  and  giving  a  copy  to  the  producers  and  others 
interested  in  obtaining  a  clean  milk  supply.  Literature  dealing 
with  bovine  tuberculosis  and  different  phases  of  milk  production 
was  distributed  while  visiting  the  various  dairies  and  at  the 
same  time  instructions  were  given  as  to  the  application  of  the 
Federal  Dairy  Department  score  card. 

This  score  card  is  practically  indispensible  in  inspection 
work  because  of  its  simplicity  and  educational  value.  The  im- 
portance of  the  tuberculine  test,  the  covered  milk  pail,  the 
washing  of  the  cow's  udders  before  milking,  the  cooling  of  milk 
and  its  proper  handling  during  delivery  are  duly  emphasized. 

When  the  dairymen  were  convinced  that  a  tuberculosis  free 
herd  will  sell  for  more  than  a  sick  herd,  that  every  step  recom- 
mended in  the  card  can  be  proven  by  bacteriological  methods  to 
be  of  value,  and  that  besides  all  milk  dealers  were  to  be  judged 
by  the  same  standards,  they  became  willing  to  follow  out  the 
recommendations  of  the  score  card.  Reports  giving  the  daily 
score,  bacteriological  count,  fat  tests  of  each  dairy  were  published 
in  the  dail  paper  from  time  to  time  and  this  acted  as  an  addi- 
tional incentive  to  improvement 

Since  milk  inspection  work  was  begun  tlje  nua.ber  of  cows 
tested  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  working  in  co- 
operation with  the  city  up  to  date  it  293.  Of  these  11  were  found 
to  be  tuberculosus.  TJie  score  card  system  was  introduced  in  the 
summer  of  1911.  The  improvement  in  score  a  year  later  is  shown 
in  the  following  table : 

August  1911  August  1912 

Dealer  A 29  points 62  points 

Dealer  B  : 661  points 78  points 

Dealer  C   47  points 55  points 

Dealer  D  75  points 83  points 

Dealer  E  34  points 64  points 

Dealer  C  has  recently  installed  a  more  complete  steam  ster- 
ilizing and  cleaning  outfit,  so  that  now  his  score  will  be  above  70 
points. 

The  fat  tests  and  specific  gravity  determinations  should  pro- 
tect consumers  against  too  close  skimming  or  diluting  of  milk 
or  cream. 

In  our  work  it  was  speedily  realized  that  unless  the  inspector 
visits  the  dairy  no  improvement  results. 

The  elimination  of  tuberculosis  cattle,"  the  introduction  of 
the  covered  milk  pail,  the  installation  by  two  of  the  dealers  of 
complete  sterilizing  and  cleaning  apparatus,  have  been  some  of 
the  results  achieved  by  the  milk  inspection  department.

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REPORTS. 

The  reports  of  the  business  done,  the  creameries  and  cream 
stations  are  required  to  make  monthly,  to  this  department,  have  in 
numerous  instances  been  difficult  to  secure,  therefore  our  data 
for  some  stations,  creameries,  or  towns  is  not  as  large  as  it 
might  or  should  be, 

A  few  individuals  still  maintain  that  the  state  or  dairy  de- 
partment has  no  right  to  .require  of  them  data  regarding  their 
private  business.  ■  Our  experience  has  borne  out  the  truth  of  a 
statement  made  by  a  former  Attorney  General  in  an  opinion  re- 
garding the  legality  of  the  law  requiring  monthly  reports:  *'You 
may  rest  assured  the  more  opposition  offered  to  a  compliance  with 
the  terms  of  this  law  may  be  considered  the  greater  reason  why 
they  should  be  compelled  to  comply  with  it."  This  applies  as  to 
the  apparent  lack  of  business  management  and  bookkeeping,  to 
discrimination  in  prices,,  and  manipulation  of  tests. 

Those  who  are  honest  in  their  business  methods  have  nothing 
to  fear  from  supplying  the  office  with  the  information  required  in 
the  monthly  report  blanks.  Those  who  are  not  employing  busi- 
ness principles  should  be  required  to  make  reports  that  they  may 
learn  for  themselves  how  their  business  is  going,  as  without  a 
monthly  checking  up  system,  leaks  and  losses  may  continue  in- 
definitely. 

Compliance  with  the  report  roquire.nuMits  is  gradually  im- 
proving and  our  data  from  such  sources  is  more  reliable.  On  the 
other  hand  there  is  a  large  percentage  of  cream  going  out  of  the 
state  by  direct  shipment  that  this  office  receives  no  reports  of 
except  possibly  from  the  creameries  receiving  same.  They  do  not 
alwavs  have  this  data  available. 

In  the  following  tables  we  have  added  ten  percent  to  the  busi- 
ness of  creameries  and  cream  stations  to  offset  reports  not  re- 
ceived, and  therefore  incomplete  data. 

The  figures  on  "Direct  Shippers'*  is  based  on  a  known  per- 
centage of  cream  received  and  money  paid  by  one  firm  to  the 
direct  shippers  compared  to  their  business  through  cream  stations, 
the  former  being  approximately  twenty  five  percent  of  the  latter.

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CONCLUSION. 

Many  farmers  and  the  business  interests  of  the  state  are  now 
thoroughly  interested  in  dairying,  and  this  department  shonld,  by 
legislative  enactment,  be  provided  with  sufficient  funds  and  as- 
sistants so  that  the  aid  requested  by  dairymen  may  be  rendered 
Avhenever  and  wherever  it  is  practicable. 

During  the  past  two  years  we  have  not  been  able  to  do  this 
even  with  the  co-operation  we  were  able  to  secure  from  the  Fed- 
eral Dairy  Department.  In  the  work  of  adssting  in  silo  con- 
struction it  will  be  impossible  for  the  present  numerical  force  to 
aid  all  who  have  entered  requests  for  next  season.  It  may  be  wise 
to  so  frame  legislation  that  additional  men  may  be  put  on  the  de- 
partment force  during  the  summer  season,  but  on  the  whole,  con- 
sidering the  demands  for  speakers  at  winter  dairy  meetings  and 
the  difficulty  of  securing  competent  assistants  for  only  a  portion 
of  the  time,  it  seems  to  me  that  a  permanent  position  would  en- 
sure greater  satisfaction,  to  all  concerned. 

Requests  for  aid  in  planning  new,  and  remodeling  old  dairy 
barns,  dairies  and  creameries  are  more  frequently  received.  Assis- 
tance from  our  department  has  resulted  in  better  sanitary,  greater 
permanency,  and  more  convenient  conditions, ^at  little  if  any  in- 
crease in  first  cost  than  would  have  resulted  without  such  aid. 
This  work  should  be  extended' 

Inspection  and  regulation  of  dairies,  creameries,  cream  sta- 
tions is^  denmnding  more  attention  as  they,  especially  the  latter, 
have  increased  very  rapidly. 

Our  creameries  have,'  and  are  still  having  a  great  deal  of 
difficulty  in  securing  competent  buttermakers  and  business  man- 
agers. There  should  be  a  practical  working  creamery  established 
at  some  point  in  the  state,  preferably  at  the  Agricultural  College, 
where  butt erma king,  creamery  management,  and  creamery  book- 
keeping may  be  taught,  and  home  men  trained  for  this  important 
work. 

The  di>:criminatory  low  long-distance  express  rate  on  cream 
has  encouraged  and  aided  individuals  and  corporations  in  ad- 
joining states  to  solicit  cream  in  our  state.  Discriminatory  <»om- 
petition  is  possible  against  local  creameries  by  the  centralizers 
through  their  numerous  cream  station  agents  established  at  points 
surrounding  the  territory  of  such  local  plants.  Honest  business 
men  may  easily  and  without  their  knowledge  be  made  a  party  in 
the  centralizers  plan  of  discrimination,  by  following  instructions 
to  pay  stipulated  prices  for  cream  at  tlie  cream  stations  they 
operate.  We  need  a  larger  force  in  order  that  the  charges  of 
such  discrimination  may  be  investigated,  evidence  secured,  and 
the  pernicious  methods  checked.  Again,  quotations  are  sent  to  our 
farmers,  by  mail,  the  cream  shipped  direct,  and  the  sales  con- 
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
